Arthur  David  Camming  32°,  the  Most  Worshipful  the 
Grand  Master  of  A.F.  &  A.M.  in  the  Province  of  Alberta, 
who  was  warmly  welcomed  by  our  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  and  who  in  his  response  added  further  words  of 
welcome  and  pointed  with  pride  to  the  steady  advance  of 
the  Craft  in  his  province  and  also  his  trust  that  the  de¬ 
liberations  of  our  Meeting  would  be  happy  and  brought  to 
a  successful  conclusion.

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  then  presented  his 
Allocution  as  follows: — 
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THE  ALLOCUTION  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN 
GRAND  COMMANDER 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Peers  and  Brethren : 

Once  more  I  enjoy  the  happy  privilege  of  welcoming 
you  to  Supreme  Council  in  Annual  Session.  The  breadth 
of  our  territorial  jurisdiction  is  emphasized  by  the  twenty- 
five  hundred  miles  which  intervene  between  us  and  the 
scene  of  our  last  meeting.  Again  we  assemble  for  the  first 
time  in  a  Scottish  Rite  Valley  which  has  never  entertained 
us  in  our  corporate  capacity,  though  some  of  us  have  had 
personal  experience  of  the  delightful  hospitality  of  our 
Calgary  brethren  and  rejoice  at  the  present  opportunity  of 
renewing  old  friendships  and  forming  new  ones. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Illustrious  Deputy  and  the 
Members  of  Supreme  Council  in  the  Province  of  Alberta  for 
their  courteous  invitation  to  meet  in  Calgary,  and  to  the 
enthusiasm  and  efficiency  of  the  local  committee  under  the 
able  direction  of  Ill. ’.Bro.k Howard  Macdonald  for  the  excel¬ 
lent  arrangements  made  for  our  comfort,  convenience  and 
entertainment  and  for  the  facilities  provided  for  the  trans¬ 
action  of  our  business.  May  I  take  advantage  of  this  first 
opportunity  afforded  me  officially  of  expressing  to  our 
Calgary  brethren  our  deep  appreciation  of  their  efforts  in 
our  behalf  and  the  hope  that  this  all  too  brief  visit  will  be 
mutually  pleasant  and  profitable. 

While  we  meet  for  the  first  time  in  this  Valley  under 
such  delightful  auspices,  it  is  not  the  first  official  visit  of 
Supreme  Council  to  this  province.  The  Annual  Session  of 
1929  was  held  in  Edmonton  and  many  of  our  members 
retain  happy  memories  of  that  occasion.  For  the  purpose 
of  our  better  understanding  of  the  local  Masonic  back¬ 
ground,  may  I  invite  your  attention  to  a  brief  account  of 
the  development  of  the  Craft  in  the  Province  of  Alberta, 
based  on  material  very  kindly  supplied  by  Ill. '.Bro.’. George 
Moore  33°,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta. 
Prior  to  the  year  1905,  eighteen  Craft  lodges  existed  in  the 
province  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Manitoba.  Upon  the  constitution  of  Saskatchewan  and 
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Alberta  in  September,  1905,  a  movement  began  for  a 
sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  each  of  the  two  newly  created 
provinces.  Through  the  fraternal  courtesy  of  the  Manitoba 
brethren,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta  came  into  being  on 
October  12th,  1905,  and  has  exercised  provincial  jurisdic¬ 
tion  over  the  Craft  since  that  date.  The  Supreme  Council 
of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  for  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  had  previously  warranted  a  Lodge  of  Perfection 
in  Edmonton  in  1904,  which  was  followed  by  a  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  in  1907  and  by  Alberta  Consistory  in  1910. 
During  the  next  ten  years  the  growth  of  the  Rite  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  province  led  to  the  establishment  of 
Calgary  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  January,  1918,  and  Delta 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  March  of  1923. 

The  progress  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  Alberta 
is  inseparable  from  the  Masonic  career  of  Ill.’.Bro.h 
Edward  Ainslie  Braithwaite  33°.  He  was  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  in  1903,  and  later  took  a 
leading  and  most  effective  part  in  the  establishment  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta,  in  whose  growth  and  welfare  he 
has  maintained  a  lively  interest  down  to  the  present  day. 
In  1911  Supreme  Council  appointed  him  Special  Deputy  for 
the  Province  of  Alberta,  and  in  October  of  the  same  year  he 
received  his  33rd  Degree  and  an  extension  of  his  commis¬ 
sion  as  Special  Deputy.  He  was  succeeded  in  this  office  by 
111. ‘.Bro. ‘.George  T.  Bragg  33°,  who  served  for  two  or  three 
years,  and  in  1916  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Braithwaite  was  again  appoint¬ 
ed  Special  Deputy,  having  his  patent  renewed  till  the  Annual 
Session  of  1918,  when  he  was  elected  to  Active  Membership 
and  chosen  Illustrious  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Alberta, 
in  which  office  he  has  continued  to  serve  Supreme  Council 
until  our  last  Annual  Session,  when  he  resigned  on  account 
of  age  and  infirmity.  I  am  sure  that  Supreme  Council  will 
unite  in  offering  its  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  of 
our  venerable  brother  and  its  best  wishes  that  happiness 
may  crown  his  remaining  years.

From  its  beginnings  in  Alberta,  our  Rite  has  enjoyed  unin¬ 
terrupted  progress  and  prosperity.  Many  brethren  prom- 
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inent  in  the  life  of  this  city  and  province  have  been  proud 
of  their  Scottish  Rite  affiliation  and  have  given  freely  of 
their  time  and  talents  to  its  service.  Many  of  those  who 
have  been  called  to  lead  the  Masonic  Craft  have  been  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Rite.  The  foundations  were  well  and  truly  laid ; 
the  membership  has  been  carefully  selected ;  it  has  been  a 
great  force  for  good  in  the  Body  of  Freemasonry  and  in  the 
community.  With  equal  care  and  with  judicious  selection 
of  its  leaders,  there  is  every  hope  that  its  influence  may 
increase  in  the  years  to  come.  So  mote  it  be! 

There  are  two  reasons  why  our  present  Meeting  brings 
peculiar  pleasure  to  many  of  our  members.  The  former  is 
the  extensive  tour  of  the  Western  Valleys  by  a  party  of  34 
Members  and  7  Members-elect  of  Supreme  Council,  accom¬ 
panied  by  35  ladies,  all  from  the  Valleys  of  Central  and 
Eastern  Canada.  Brief  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
Scottish  Rite  communities  of  Winnipeg,  Saskatoon,  Edmon¬ 
ton,  Vancouver  and  Victoria  before  our  arrival  in  Calgary, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  we  shall  see  our  friends  in  Moose  Jaw 
and  Regina  on  the  return  journey. 

The  brethren  in  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta  and 
British  Columbia  have  been  more  than  generous  in  their 
reception  of  the  pilgrims,  who  have  been  loud  in  their 
appreciation  of  the  courtesies  showered  upon  them.  Many 
friendships  have  been  renewed  and  others  formed,  which 
will  knit  us  more  closely  into  one  family  and  enure  to  the 
benefit  of  the  Rite  in  this  far-flung  jurisdiction. 

The  idea  originated  in  the  fertile  brain  of  the  Grand 
Secretary-General  and  its  successful  execution  demon¬ 
strates  his  organizing  ability,  aided  most  efficiently  by  the 
enthusiastic  co-operation  of  the  local  committees  in  the 
western  Valleys. 

To  all  who  have  helped  to  make  our  reception  so  en¬ 
joyable  may  I  be  permitted  to  voice  our  grateful  thanks. 

The  second  cause  is  to  be  found  in  the  proud  and  happy 
privilege  we  enjoy  in  welcoming  to  this  Annual  Session  a 
very  distinguished  group  from  sister  jurisdictions.  Not  in 
many  years  has  it  been  our  good  fortune  to  receive  visitors 
from  the  Southern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  the 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  and  the  Supreme 
Council  of  England,  Wales,  etc. 
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To  M/.P/.Bro/.John  Henry  Cowles,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  the  senior  Supreme  Council  of  the  world  and 
the  Members  who  accompany  him;  to  P.'.Bro.’. George 
Edward  Bushnell,  Grand  Lieut. ‘.Commander  of  the  Nor¬ 
thern  Supreme  Council,  who  represents  M.‘. P.'.Bro/. 
Melvin  Maynard  Johnson,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
and  to  Most  Ill. ‘.Bro/. Robert  Lindsay  Loyd,  O.B.E.,  M.C., 
Grand  Chancellor  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and 
Wales,  the  Dominions  and  the  Dependencies  of  the  British 
Crown,  we  tender  a  cordial,  affectionate  and  wholly  fra¬

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OFFICIAL  VISITS 

For  reasons  which  will  be  readily  apparent  I  have  felt 
it  neither  necessary  nor  desirable  to  embark  upon  a  wide 
tour  of  personal  inspection  during  the  past  year. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  in  1944  I  visited  every  Valley 
in  the  Jurisdiction  west  of  the  Great  Lakes,  and  in  1945  I 
devoted  the  early  summer  to  the  Bodies  in  Quebec,  New 
Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island.  Last 
year  I  reported  having  visited  nine  of  the  thirteen  Valleys 
in  Ontario  besides  having  attended  other  Masonic  assem¬ 
blies  in  my  official  capacity. 

With  the  completion  of  the  extensive  itinerary  planned 
by  the  Grand  Secretary-General  in  collaboration  with  the 
Deputies  for  the  western  provinces  in  connection  with  our 
present  meeting,  I  shall  have  had  the  pleasure  of  revisiting 
my  brethren  in  all  the  Valleys  of  Western  Canada  except 
the  Kootenay  and  the  Okanagan,  and  I  look  forward  to  a 
final  inspection  of  the  progress  of  our  work  in  Quebec  and 
the  Maritimes  before  the  expiration  of  my  official  term. 

Due  to  the  advancement  of  the  date  of  this  meeting  I 
am  not  able  to  report  attendance  at  the  Session  of  either  the 
Northern  or  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  U.S.A.,  but  I 
have  promised  M.’.P.’.Bro.*. Johnson  to  be  present  in  Cin¬ 
cinnati  this  month  and  I  have  accepted  the  invitation  of 
M.'.P.'.Bro.'. Cowles  to  go  to  the  Biennial  Session  of  his 
Council  next  month  in  Washington,  where  I  have  not  been 
since  1939,  just  after  the  outbreak  of  war.  Reports  on  these 
Sessions  must  be  deferred  until  next  year. 

Nevertheless  I  have  taken  great  pleasure  in  filling  a 
number  of  official  engagements,  not  all  purely  Scottish 
Rite,  but  all  necessarily  Masonic. 

November  4th-9th,  1946 — The  Fall  Reunion  of  the 
Hamilton  Bodies  was  high-lighted  by  the  presence  of  Ill.*. 
Bro.’.Rev.  M.  H.  Lichliter  33°,  Active  Member  and  Grand 
Prior  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  Ill. *.Bro.‘. Lichliter  is  the  chairman  of 
his  Supreme  Council’s  Ritual  Committee  and  he  was  an  in¬ 
terested  spectator  of  the  work  of  Lodge,  Chapter  and  Con¬ 
sistory.  He  was  good  enough  also  to  deliver  a  highly 
appreciated  address  at  one  of  the  Reunion  luncheons.  A 
most  interesting  report  of  Dr.  Lichliter’s  visit  was  published 
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in  the  January  number  of  the  “News-Letter”  of  which  he 
is  the  editor. 

Another  distinguished  visitor  at  the  Reunion  was 
Major  John  Wilson  Whitlock,  M.’.W.'.S.'.of  Sydenham 
Chapter,  No.  235,  English  Register.  Major  Whitlock,  who 
was  visiting  in  Canada,  took  great  interest  in  the  exempli¬ 
fication  of  the  degrees  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection,  which  he 
had  never  seen  previously,  and  delivered  a  very  instructive 
luncheon  address  to  the  brethren. 

His  Excellency,  Bro.’. Pedro  Castelblanco,  Chilean  Am¬ 
bassador  to  Canada,  joined  the  class  of  candidates  after  the 
4°  and  received  all  the  succeeding  degrees  up  to  and  in¬ 
cluding  the  18th,  at  the  request  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  Chile. 

Throughout  the  week  the  attendance  of  members  was 
very  large,  with  excellent  classes  and  highly  satisfactory 
work  in  all  three  Bodies. 

November  13th,  1946 — I  attended  the  Guelph  Reunion 
of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  witnessed  the  conferring  of 
the  14th  Degree  on  an  excellent  class.  The  attendance  of 
members  was  the  largest  I  have  ever  seen  in  the  Valley  of 
Guelph. 

November  19th,  1946 — Hamilton  Chapter,  No.  175,  R. 
A.  M.,  received  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  and  conferred 
the  Royal  Arch  Degree  on  Rt.  Wor.  Bro.  Thomas  Hamilton 
Simpson,  Deputy  Grand  Master.  The  degree  was  conferred 
by  officers  all  of  whom  are  members  of  the  Rite,  in  the 
presence  of  a  large  number  of  Members  of  Supreme  Council, 
Activfe  and  Honourary. 

March  12th,  1947 — Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Stuart  H.  Lees,  Grand 
Secretary-General,  presided  as  Wor.  Master  in  The  Barton 
Lodge,  No.  6,  G.R.C.,  at  the  initiation  of  his  only  son,  Stuart 
Ramsay  Lees,  the  fifth  in  the  direct  line  since  1841  to 
become  a  member  of  The  Barton  Lodge.  He  was  assisted  by 
officers  all  of  whom  are  Active  or  Honourary  Members  of 
the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  who  were 
delighted  to  take  part  in  a  very  unique  and  pleasing 
ceremony. 
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March  18th-19th,  1947- - -Ottawa  Reunion.  The  Illus¬ 

trious  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  I  were  guests 
of  the  Ottawa  Bodies.  We  witnessed  the  degrees  of  Lodge 
and  Chapter  conferred  upon  large  classes,  and  spent  a  very 
pleasant  two  days  with  our  Ottawa  brethren. 

March  28th,  1947 — Elgin  Lodge  of  Perfection,  23rd 
Anniversary. — The  meeting,  which  came  at  the  close  of  the 
Spring  Reunion,  was  very  largely  attended;  26  candidates 
received  the  14th  Degree.  The  election  and  installation  of 
officers  was  conducted  by  the  Illustrious  Deputy,  and  Ill.*. 
Bros.'.Jannati  and  Sankey  were  the  recipients  of  33rd 
Degree  jewels,  the  gifts  of  their  brethren  of  Elgin  Lodge  of 
Perfection. 

April  lst-6th,  1947 — Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix, — All  the  degrees  of  the  Chapter  were  conferred 
in  full  form  on  a  class  of  77.  The  work  was  excellent  and  a 
large  number  of  members  were  in  attendance,  over  400 
being  present  for  the  Maundy  Thursday  Ceremonies.  Again 
at  breakfast  on  Easter  Day  over  400  sat  down,  including  six 
Active  and  twenty-five  Honourary  Members  from  Hamilton 
and  vicinity. 

April  12th,  1947 — I  attended  the  funeral  in  Toronto  of 
the  late  Archbishop  Owen,  Grand  Prior  of  this  Supreme 
Council.  All  the  Active  and  many  Honourary  Members 
from  Ontario  and  the  Illustrious  Deputy  for  the  Province  of 
Quebec  were  present.  The  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand 
Master,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  the  Deputy 
Provincial  Grand  Master  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland 
were  among  the  honourary  pallbearers,  representing  their 
respective  Grand  Bodies. 

May  4th,  1947 — I  attended  the  special  service  held  in 
Holy  Trinity  Church,  Toronto,  in  memory  of  our  late  Ill.*. 
Bro/.Owen  and  shared  with  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand 
Master  the  reading  of  the  lessons. 

May  12th-16th,  1947 — Hamilton  Spring  Assembly.  As 
the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  had  held  its  Reunion  at  Easter, 
this  meeting  was  restricted  to  Lodge  of  Perfection  and 
Consistory  classes.  Eighty-six  brethren  received  the  14th 
Degree,  and  we  enjoyed  greatly  the  address  of  the  luncheon 
speaker,  Ill.*.Bro.*.Rev.  Malcolm  A.  Campbell,  D.D.,  33°, 
Past  Grand  Master  of  Quebec,  who  was  a  most  interested 
spectator  of  the  work  and  whose  genial  personality  assures 
him  of  a  hearty  welcome  on  succeeding  visits. 
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The  Consistory  conferred  the  19th,  21st,  22nd,  29th, 
30th,  31st  and  32nd  Degrees  upon  a  class  of  192.  Ill.’. Bro. ‘. 
F.  P.  Galbraith  32°,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Alberta,  delivered 
a  most  inspiring  address  after  dinner. 

May  22nd,  1947 — Kingston  Lodge  of  Perfection.  Ac¬ 
companied  by  Ill. ‘.Bros. '.Simpson,  Lees  and  Dent,  I  visited 
the  Lodge  at  a  special  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  witnessing 
the  exemplification  of  the  14th  Degree.  The  work  was  well 
done  before  a  large  attendance  of  members,  and  I  was  par¬ 
ticularly  delighted  to  revisit  Kingston  after  an  absence  of 
several  years. 

June  30th,  1947 — I  attended  the  funeral  of  our  late 
M.'.P.'.Bro.’.W.  H.  Wardrope  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  in  Melrose  Church,  Hamilton,  as  one  of  the 
honourary  pallbearers. 

I  had  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  Most  Excellent 
Grand  First  Principal  of  Grand  Chapter,  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  to  attend  the  Annual  Convocation  in  London  in 
April,  but  once  again  professional  duty  of  extreme  urgency 
compelled  a  last-minute  explanation  of  my  absence,  which  I 
regret  the  more  because  of  my  conviction  that  the  inter¬ 
change  of  courtesies  among  the  heads  of  the  various 
branches  of  Freemasonry  is  an  outward  and  visible  sign  of 
our  cordiality  and  good-will. 

July  16th-17th,  1947 — The  92nd  Annual  Communica¬ 
tion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  A.F.  &  A.M.  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario. 

Accompanied  by  the  Illustrious  Deputy  for  Ontario,  I 
visited  Grand  Lodge  in  my  official  capacity.  We  received  a 
cordial  welcome  from  Most  Worshipful  Bro.  C.  S.  Hamilton, 
Grand  Master,  and  were  hospitably  entertained. 

The  Grand  Lodge  has  experienced  two  very  successful 
years  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Most  Worshipful  Bro. 
Hamilton  who  now  resigns  the  gavel  to  Most  Worshipful 
Bro.  Thomas  Hamilton  Simpson,  K.C.  The  attendance  of 
members  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Lodge ; 
thirteen  States  and  seven  of  the  nine  Canadian  Provinces 
were  represented  either  by  their  Grand  Master  or  by  a 
deputy.  Over  thirteen  hundred  sat  down  to  dinner  and 
heard  with  rapt  attention  a  most  inspiring  address  from 
Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Rev.  W.  Harold  Young,  D.D,  33°.  It  gave  me 
peculiar  pleasure  to  meet  members  of  the  Rite  from  our  far 
western  provinces  and  also  from  the  maritimes,  who  were 
in  attendance  upon  this  Communication. 
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MEMBERSHIP 

Returns  from  all  Valleys  of  the  Jurisdiction  show 
steady  and  progressive  growth  in  every  department  of  our 
work.  Only  one  of  our  sixty-three  subordinate  Bodies  has 
failed  to  record  a  net  increase  in  membership  and  this,  a 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  reports  a  net  loss  of  but  one  member. 
The  net  increase  in  Lodges  of  Perfection  is  798,  in  Chapters 
of  Rose  Croix  507  and  in  Consistories  328.  Admissions  into 
the  Order  total  1,144,  which  is  155  in  excess  of  the  total 
reported  last  year.  Resignations  and  suspensions  show  a 
gratifying  decrease,  while  affiliations  and  restorations  to 
membership  remain  at  last  year’s  level.

FOREIGN  RELATIONS 

I  have  reported  to  the  Grand  Chancellor  with  respect 
to  the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  Southern  Masonic  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  U.S.A.,  and  of  England  and  Wales,  etc.,  whose  Grand 
Representative  I  am  near  this  Supreme  Council,  and  have 
added  a  few  items  of  interest  with  regard  to  the  progress  of 
Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  other  jurisdictions. 

There  are,  however,  some  matters  which  I  should  dis¬ 
cuss  here  for  the  benefit  of  Supreme  Council  with  regard  to 
the  subject  of  fraternal  relations. 

Under  date  of  July,  1946,  I  received  a  manifesto  pro¬ 
claiming  the  establishment  of  a  sovereign  and  independent 
Supreme  Council  for  the  Philippine  Islands,  signed  by 
Francisco  Geronimo  as  Grand  Commander  and  Cornelio 
Santiago  as  Grand  Chancellor  and  Secretary-General.  This 
must  be  regarded  as  an  irregular  organization.  The 
Supreme  Council  for  the  Southern  Masonic  Jurisdiction, 
U.S.A.,  exercises  jurisdiction  over  the  Philippine  Islands 
through  its  Deputy,  Frederic  H.  Stevens  33°,  Manila,  who 
was  interned  in  a  concentration  camp  through  the  Japanese 
occupation.  M.’.P.'.Bro.'.John  Henry  Cowles  has  already 
sent  out  a  warning  circular  in  regard  to  this  so-called 
Supreme  Council  and  it  is  recommended  that  no  fraternal 
communication  be  held  with  this  group. 

Romania : — The  Supreme  Council  of  Romania  was  dis¬ 
solved  by  Jean  Pangal,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
when  his  country  entered  the  war  on  the  side  of  the  Axis 
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powers.  Pangal  was  later  reported  to  have  fled  the  country, 
A  letter  has  been  received  under  date  of  March  11th,  1947, 
signed  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  Secretary^ 
General  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Romania  informing  uS 
of  the  re-establishment  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in 
that  country.  Since  February,  1937,  when  the  Order  in 
Romania  was  suppressed,  the  brethren  in  that  country  have 
enjoyed  no  fraternal  relations  with  any  other  Grand 
Masonic  Powers.  Their  buildings,  archives,  books,  rituals 
and  funds  have  been  destroyed  or  confiscated.  We  are  asked 
to  resume  our  former  fraternal  relations  and  to  exchange 
Grand  Representatives.  However,  the  warning  is  given  us 
that  all  mail  should  be  registered  and  sent  by  air.  In  the 
unsettled  state  of  Balkan  politics  it  appears  to  me  to  be  the 
part  of  wisdom  to  defer  recognition  for  at  least  another 
year. 

Italy: — No  clarification  of  the  muddled  state  of 
Masonic  affairs  reported  at  our  last  meeting  is  apparent  at 
the  moment  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  present  suspen¬ 
sion  of  fraternal  relations  be  continued. 

Costa  Rica : — This  Supreme  Council,  which  is  composed 
of  seceders  from  the  Supreme  Council  of  Central  America, 
as  reported  previously,  is  continuing  its  activities  and  writes 
seeking  recognition.  As  we  enjoy  amicable  relations  with 
the  Supreme  Council  of  Central  America  I  recommend 
against  recognition  of  this  irregular  Supreme  Council. 

Sweden: — (National  Grand  Lodge).  The  Supreme 
Council  for  England  and  Wales,  etc.,  has  entered  into  fra¬ 
ternal  relations  with  this  Grand  Body  and  has  conferred 
Honourary  Membership  in  the  Supreme  Council  on  His 
Majesty  King  Gustav  V,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Sweden.  Fraternal  relations  exist  between  Sweden  and 
the  two  American  Grand  Jurisdictions  and  I  recommend  the 
opening  of  correspondence  with  the  National  Grand  Lodge 
of  Sweden  with  a  view  to  establishment  of  fraternal  rela¬ 
tions  and  the  exchange  of  Grand  Representatives. 

I  received  a  letter  dated  March  11th,  1947,  from  Dr. 
Enrique  Llanso  Ordonez,  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme 
Council  for  Cuba,  informing  me  of  an  agreement  between 
his  Supreme  Council  and  that  of  Mexico  that  an  invitation 
should  issue  to  all  American  Supreme  Councils  for  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  or  other  representa¬ 
tives  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  welfare  of  the 
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Scottish  Rite  in  North  and  South  America.  No  definite 
time  or  place  of  meeting  was  indicated  in  the  letter.  I  re¬ 
plied  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  that  I  should  place 
the  matter  before  our  Supreme  Council  and  that  we  should 
also  avail  ourselves  of  an  early  opportunity  to  discuss  the 
proposed  plan  with  Bros. ‘.Cowles  and  Johnson  and  endeav¬ 
our  to  associate  ourselves  with  them  in  any  decision  upon 
so  vital  and  far-reaching  a  subject. 

In  June,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Brazil  wrote  me  along  the  same  lines, 
enclosing  a  long  letter  from  M.'.P.’.Bro.*. Raymond,  Sove¬ 
reign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  for 
France.  The  plan  of  a  meeting  had  become  more  definite 
both  as  to  time  and  to  place,  and  two  proposals  were  made 
to  me:  first,  that  a  meeting  of  all  Supreme  Councils  of  the 
Americas,  North  and  South,  should  be  held  early  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  1947,  at  Havana,  Cuba;  second,  that  a  meeting  of  all 
the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  world  should  follow  the  Havana 
meeting  later  in  the  month  of  December,  1947,  preferably  in 
New  York  or  in  some  other  city  of  the  United  States. 

On  July  2nd,  1947,  I  replied  to  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  for  Brazil,  acknowledging  his  letter  and  M.‘. 
P.hBro.k Raymond’s  enclosure,  and  continuing — “It  is  not 
possible  for  me  at  the  present  time  to  reply  categorically, 
as  the  question  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  by  my  Supreme 
Council  which  meets  in  Annual  Session  in  the  second  week 
of  September.  The  meeting  or  meetings  proposed  in  your 
letter  will  be  discussed  and  our  decision  communicated  to 
you  at  an  early  date  following  our  Annual  Session.,, 

I  do  not  know  what  action  the  Grand  Commanders  of 
the  Southern  and  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdictions  for  the 
U.S.A.  propose  to  take  in  this  matter,  but  I  shall  have  an 
opportunity  of  discussing  it  with  them  during  the  next  few 
weeks.  I  may  tell  Supreme  Council,  however,  that  I  do  not 
feel  any  personal  enthusiasm  over  such  a  conference  as  has 
been  proposed. 

Under  date  of  July  18th,  1947,  I  received  an  invitation 
from  M.'.P.hBro.'.Paul  Collet,  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Switzerland  to  have  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Canada  represented  at  a  meeting  to  be 
held  in  Lausanne  on  August  28th  and  29th,  for  the  purpose 
of  discussing  the  welfare  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in 
Europe  and  in  North  and  South  America.  It  is  apparent 
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that  the  invitation  has  been  sent  to  practically  all  Supreme 
Councils  which  maintain  existence  to-day,  except  those  for 
England  and  Wales,  Scotland  and  Ireland,  to  some  of  whom 
the  Supreme  Council  for  Canada  has  not  so  far  extended 
recognition. 

I  have  replied  to  M.’.P.'.Bro. ‘.Collet  that,  in  view  of 
our  own  Annual  Session,  it  will  be  impossible  for  Canada  to 
be  represented  at  Lausanne,  but  I  have  signified  our  interest 
in  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  and  in  any  decisions 
which  may  be  made. 

Since  the  above  paragraphs  were  written  I  received 
from  M.’.P.’.Bro.'.R.  J.  Raymond,  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  France,  a  letter  dated 
July  27th,  1947.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  acknow¬ 
ledges  his  invitation  to  attend  our  Annual  Session  and 
regrets  his  inability  to  be  present.  He  follows  with  an 
official  request  that  the  Supreme  Council  for  Canada  accept 
the  duty  of  organizing  for  1948  what  he  terms  a  Universal 
Conference  of  all  Supreme  Councils  of  the  world.  Appar¬ 
ently  this  is  one  of  the  topics  to  be  discussed  at  the  meeting 
in  Lausanne,  August  28th  and  29th,  and  the  suggestion  is 
likely  to  have  been  made  at  that  meeting. 

Grand  Commander  Raymond  concludes  that  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Canada  would  “undertake  a  very  fine 
and  fraternal  work”  in  agreeing  to  organize  this  world  con¬ 
ference  to  be  held  for  the  first  time  in  Canada,  and  offers 
the  help  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  France  and  the  allied 
European  Supreme  Councils. 

I  replied  to  M.*.P.‘.Bro.\ Raymond  on  August  1st,  in 
part  as  follows : 

“It  is  quite  impossible  for  me  to  offer  any  comment 
at  the  present  time  upon  the  attitude  of  our  Members 
to  the  suggestion  that  a  conference  of  all  Supreme 
Councils  of  the  world  should  be  held  in  Canada  in  1948. 

There  are  a  number  of  Supreme  Councils  maintain- 
a  more  or  less  precarious  existence,  who  are  not  recog¬ 
nized  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  Canada  and  I  am 
unable  to  offer  any  assurance  that  our  Members  would 
be  in  favour  of  a  conference  which  included  them. 

Your  suggestion  will,  however,  receive  the  most 
courteous  consideration  and  I  shall  have  an  opportunity 
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of  discussing  it  very  soon  with  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commanders  of  the  Northern  and  Southern  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  of  the  United  States  of  America,  whose  meetings 
I  expect  to  attend  in  September  and  October.” 

I  do  not  know  how  far  Supreme  Council  is  prepared  to 
go  in  undertaking  a  task  of  such  apparent  magnitude.  How¬ 
ever,  the  matter  cannot  be  left  in  the  air  and  I  hope  that  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  will  consider  very  carefully 
the  proposed  meetings  to  which  I  have  referred  and  be 
prepared  to  make  definite  recommendations  with  regard 
to  them  all. 


GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES 

By  the  death  of  M.’.P.’.Bro.’.W.  H.  Wardrope  and  Ill.*. 
Bro. ‘.Most  Rev.  Derwyn  T.  Owen,  the  offices  of  Grand 
Representative  near  us  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Scotland 
and  the  Supreme  Council  for  Ireland  have  been  vacated.  I 
have  suggested  for  the  approval  of  the  respective  Sovereign 
Grand  Commanders  P.‘. Bro. ‘.George  Henry  Ross  as  the 
Representative  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Scotland  and 
Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Stuart  Harman  Lees  as  Representative  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Ireland. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Dr.  H.  A.  Wellauer  has  been  confirmed  as 
our  Grand  Representative  near  the  Supreme  Council  for 
Switzerland  and  the  Supreme  Council  for  Switzerland  has 
approved  the  nomination  of  Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Charles  H.  Cunning¬ 
ham  as  their  Representative  near  us. 

EASTER  CEREMONIES 

Under  date  of  February  17th,  1947,  I  issued  the  follow¬ 
ing  Memorandum  to  all  Deputies : — 

‘‘Please  be  good  enough  to  remind  all  Members  of 
Supreme  Council  and  all  Most  Wise  Sovereigns  within 
your  jurisdiction  of  the  importance  of  securing  the 
largest  possible  attendance  at  the  Easter  Ceremonies. 

It  should  be  impressed  upon  Presiding  Officers 
that  they  are  personally  responsible  to  the  Deputy  for 
the  conduct  of  the  meetings,  both  on  Thursday  and 
Sunday,  in  accordance  with  the  authorized  Ritual ;  for 
the  admission  of  none  but  duly  qualified  members  of  the 
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18th  Degree  and  upwards,  and  for  an  accurate  registra¬ 
tion  of  the  attendance  at  both  meetings. 

The  report  of  attendance  should  be  forwarded  to 
the  Deputy  with  the  return  of  officers  elected  at  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

It  might  also  be  well  to  issue  a  warning  as  to  the 
exercise  of  great  discretion  in  permitting  the  publica¬ 
tion  in  the  lay  press  of  any  part  of  the  traditional 
Ceremonies.” 


I  am  delighted  to  learn  of  the  improved  attendance  this 
year  and  the  very  great  interest  manifested  by  the  members. 
The  attendance  in  Hamilton,  where  I  attended  the  services, 
excelled  all  previous  records.  Toronto  was  favoured  by  a 
visit  from  Ill.'.Bro.’.Rev.  Dr.  Lichliter,  who  came  from 
Boston  especially  to  witness  the  exemplification  of  the 
Canadian  ritual  and  to  deliver  the  Easter  sermon.  The 
Toronto  brethren  turned  out  to  welcome  their  distinguished 
visitor  in  numbers  which  overtaxed  the  accommodation  of 
their  Chapter  room.

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RITUAL 

The  Committee  on  Ritual  and  Ritualistic  Matter  has 
completed  its  task  of  revising  and  printing  the  30th,  31st 
and  32nd  Degrees.  The  books  are  now  in  process  of  being 
bound  and  will  shortly  be  ready  for  delivery  to  the  Con¬ 
sistories.  Commanders-in-Chief  will  be  good  enough  to 
return  to  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General  all 
copies  of  these  rituals  now  charged  to  them  and  apply  for  a 
sufficient  number  of  the  new  edition  to  serve  their  needs. 
May  I  express  the  hope  that  no  ritual  or  portion  thereof 
other  than  that  authorized  by  Supreme  Council  will  be  em¬ 
ployed  in  any  Consistory  of  our  obedience,  and  that  our 
Illustrious  Deputies  and  our  Members  of  Supreme  Council 
will  realize  their  personal  responsibility  in  this  regard. 

I  venture  also  to  commend  to  the  most  serious  attention 
of  our  Consistory  officers  the  official  dramatic  sections 
which  follow  the  31st  and  32nd  Degrees.  For  a  number  of 
years  the  drama  of  the  32nd  Degree  which  is  official  in  the 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  has  been  portrayed 
by  some  of  our  Consistories  by  permission  of  our  Supreme 
Council.  We  have  now  in  printed  form,  available  to  all  con¬ 
cerned,  the  dramas  of  the  two  final  degrees  of  our  series, 
which  are  inexpensive  to  stage,  entirely  Canadian  in  spirit 
and  thoroughly  Masonic  in  philosophy,  possessing  a 
tremendous  emotional  appeal  seldom  found  in  comparable 
literature.  A  better  acquaintance  with  them  and  their  more 
frequent  exemplification  will  repay  magnificently  any 
efforts  at  their  production. 

While  our  Lodges  and  Chapters  have  steadily  increased 
their  repertoire  and  many  of  the  junior  Bodies  now  work 
most  if  not  all  of  the  degrees  allotted  to  them,  the  Consis¬ 
tories  have  so  far  failed  to  realize  their  advantages  and  their 
possibilities.  There  is  need  for  an  awakening  of  enthusiasm 
in  respect  to  the  conferring  of  a  far  larger  number  of  the 
Consistory  degrees,  and  to  this  end  I  have  asked  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  of  Moore  Consistory  to  invite  the  Presiding 
Officer  of  each  sister  Body  in  the  Jurisdiction,  with  any 
others  who  may  find  it  possible,  to  attend  the  Fall  Reunion 
in  Hamilton,  in  the  hope  that  they  may  carry  away  an  in¬ 
spiration  which  will  be  reflected  in  expansion  of  our  ritual 
exemplification  in  other  provinces. 

DISCIPLINE 

It  will  be  remembered  that  at  our  meeting  last  year  a 
charge  of  unmasonic  conduct  was  preferred  by  the  Illustri- 
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ous  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan  against  a 
member  of  the  three  Bodies  in  Regina.  By  direction  of 
Supreme  Council  the  brother  was  suspended  from  member¬ 
ship  in  all  the  Bodies  pending  the  hearing  of  the  charge  at 
this  meeting.  In  order  to  save  time  I  have  referred  the 
matter  to  a  Commission  consisting  of  Ill.*.Bro.’.W.  J.  Major, 
K.C.,  Chairman,  Ill.'.Bro.'.F.  A.  Copus  and  Ill.’.Bro.’.C.  F. 
Sanford,  K.C.,  Members.  All  interested  parties  have  been 
duly  notified  to  attend  and  I  shall  expect  the  Commission  to 
present  its  findings  to  Supreme  Council  in  Executive 
Session  before  the  conclusion  of  this  meeting. 

BY-LAWS 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Illustrious  Deputy  for 
the  Province  of  Saskatchewan  I  have  approved  amendments 
to  the  By-laws  of  Regina  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

RULINGS 

An  unusual  and  annoying  incident,  which  occurred  last 
spring  in  one  of  the  Valleys  of  our  jurisdiction,  called  for 
the  exercise  of  authority  under  Article  28  (12)  as  amended 
at  our  last  Annual  Session. 

The  circumstances  are,  therefore,  reported  in  the  hope 
that  you  will  approve  the  action  taken  in  what  one  of  the 
participants  described  as  a  “desperate”  situation. 

Inasmuch  as  it  is  necessary  to  be  utterly  frank  in  my 
discussion,  I  shall  make  no  attempt  to  conceal  names  or 
places,  although  I  trust  that  Supreme  Council  will  agree  that 
all  details  here  related  may  be  excluded  from  the  printed 
record.  It  is  altogether  likely  that  the  Illustrious  Deputy  of 
the  Province  involved  will  refer  to  the  subject  in  his  official 
report. 


*  *  *  *  *  * 

I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  much  of  the  trouble 
has  arisen  through  the  continuance  in  office  of  what  is  prac¬ 
tically  a  permanent  “character  committee”,  composed 
largely,  if  not  entirely  of  Members  of  Supreme  Council.  I 
must  say  that  I  feel  it  is  much  better  to  bring  fresh  minds 
to  deal  with  single  applications  or  small  groups  of  applica¬ 
tions  as  the  case  may  be.  It  is  not  necessary  under  our 
Statutes  to  have  a  “character  committee”  appointed  annu- 
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ally  under  By-law,  though  many  of  our  Bodies  follow  that 
practice.  There  is  grave  danger  of  such  a  committee  becom¬ 
ing  autocratic  and  to  feel  that  it  has  power  to  decide  who 
shall  become  members  of  the  Order.  And  the  danger  is 
aggravated  if  the  members  of  such  a  committee  are  Mem¬ 
bers  of  Supreme  Council.  I  am  sure  it  is  far  wiser  to  have 
an  “investigating  committee”  of  three  or  more — Art.  73  (4) 
— appointed  ad  hoc ,  whose  discharge  becomes  automatic 
when  its  report  is  received. 

I  trust  that  I  may  have  Supreme  Council’s  approval  of 
my  unusual  but  necessary  action  in  delegating  to  Ill.’.Bro.'. 
Fraser  the  heavy  responsibility  of  representing  me  in  such  a 
critical  situation,  and  your  generous  acquiescence  in  my 
appreciation  of  his  services. 

PLACE  OF  NEXT  MEETING 

During  the  past  few  years  the  arrangements  for  our 
Annual  Sessions  have  thrown  an  increasing  burden  upon 
the  administrative  officers  of  Supreme  Council  due  to  diffi¬ 
culties  of  travel  and  hotel  accommodation.  I  think  we  are 
all  agreed  as  to  the  desirability  of  bringing  Supreme  Council 
in  its  corporate  capacity  to  as  many  of  the  Valleys  in  the 
jurisdiction  as  are  willing  and  able  to  entertain  us.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  beneficial  effect  upon  a  Scottish 
Rite  community  of  the  presence  of  Supreme  Council  for  an 
Annual  Session. 

Including  the  present  meeting,  the  Council  has  held  76 
Sessions  since  1874, — 36  of  these  meetings  were  held  in 
Montreal.  Of  the  other  40,  Hamilton  has  had  9,  Toronto  7, 
Ottawa  6,  Saint  John,  N.B.  4,  London  3,  Vancouver  2,  Hali¬ 
fax,  2,  with  one  each  in  Edmonton,  Regina,  Winnipeg,  Fort 
William,  Windsor,  Quebec  and  Calgary. 

The  traditional  custom  of  meeting  alternately  in  the 
west,  centre  and  east,  returning  in  reverse  order,  appears  to 
have  been  satisfactory  and  worth  retaining.  I  suggest  to 
Supreme  Council,  however,  that  the  time  has  arrived  when 
we  should  plan  at  least  two  or  three  years  ahead  in  order 
that  the  officers  of  Supreme  Council  and  local  committees 
at  the  place  of  meeting  may  have  more  time  to  make  neces¬ 
sary  arrangements.  I  suggest  that  this  question  be  left  in 
the  hands  of  the  Deputies  of  the  various  provinces,  who 
should  submit  on  the  last  day  of  this  Session  their  recom¬ 
mendations  for  our  places  of  meeting  during  the  next  three 
years.

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STATUTES  AND  REGULATIONS 

Comments  upon  the  inadequacy  of  our  Statutes  and 
Regulations  are  becoming  increasingly  frequent,  not  only 
from  members  of  Supreme  Council  but  from  the  administra¬ 
tive  officers  of  our  subordinate  Bodies.  It  has  been  pointed 
out  repeatedly  that  our  sections  on  membership  and  disci¬ 
pline  are  lacking  in  breadth  and  clarity,  making  necessary 
frequent  appeals  for  ruling  by  superior  authority.  With 
much  of  the  criticism  I  am  bound  to  agree,  but  I  do  not 
approve  of  tinkering  continually  with  our  written  Constitu¬ 
tion,  as  we  have  done  in  the  past  five  or  six  years. 

The  time  has  come  for  a  complete  revision  of  our 
Statutes  and  Regulations  by  comparison  with  those  of  sister 
jurisdictions.  The  task  is  not  one  to  be  entrusted,  as  in  the 
past,  to  a  Secretary-General  or  to  a  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander,  but  to  a  select  committee  whose  members  are 
especially  qualified  to  undertake  such  a  revision. 

Should  the  suggestion  meet  with  the  approval  of 
Supreme  Council,  ample  time  must  be  allowed  for  study  and 
consultation  and  nothing  more  than  a  preliminary  report 
ought  to  be  expected  at  our  next  Session. 


CONCLUSION 

So,  Peers  and  Brethren,  ends  a  review,  necessarily  re¬ 
stricted  in  detail,  of  our  activities  during  the  past  year.  It 
is  heartening  to  know  that  over  fifteen  thousand  Master 
Masons  have  enlisted  under  the  banner  of  the  Order,  sworn 
to  the  service  of  God,  their  country  and  mankind.  They 
must  become,  not  hearers  of  the  word  only,  but  living 
examples  and  teachers  of  the  great  principles  of  virtue, 
morality  and  brotherly  love  which  are  the  foundation  stones 
of  our  spiritual  temple.  The  world  still  gropes  in  the  half- 
light.  Distrust,  suspicion,  mendacity  and  fear  hang  like  a 
fog  to  obscure  the  rising  of  the  sun  of  righteousness. 

Save  for  those  wicked  men  who  live  but  to  set  class 
against  class  and  nation  against  nation,  all  the  earth  longs 
wearily  for  the  return  of  peace.  And  we,  who  are  Sons  of 
the  Light  and  have  the  True  Word,  must  quit  ourselves  like 
men  and  be  strong  in  the  fight  to  regain  it  and  to  bring 
order  out  of  chaos.

Ill. ‘.Bro.h Harold  Young,  in  his  Grand  Lodge  address  to 
which  I  have  referred,  prescribed  integrity,  common-sense 
and  unselfishness  as  the  remedial  agents  for  our  national 
and  international  ill-health.  To  these,  in  all  modesty,  I 
venture  to  add  patience ;  not  the  laissez-faire  of  the  political 
opportunist,  but  the  willingness  to  stand  still  and  see  the 
salvation  of  God,  Who  not  only  sitteth  upon  a  throne,  high 
and  lifted  up,  but  Who  marks  the  fall  of  the  sparrow  and 
stoops  to  bind  up  the  broken  heart. 

“He  that  believeth  shall  not  make  haste” 

“I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  heaven  saying, 
Behold,  the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  and  He 
will  dwell  with  them,  and  they  shall  be  His  people; 
and  God  Himself  shall  be  with  them  and  be  their 
God.  And  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from 
their  eyes ;  and  there  shall  be  no  more  death, 
neither  sorrow  nor  crying,  neither  shall  there  be

Faint  not,  then,  my  brethren,  nor  be  weary  in  well¬ 
doing.  Be  not  discouraged  at  men’s  apathy  nor  disgusted 
with  their  folly  nor  tired  of  their  indifference.  Care  not  for 
returns  and  rewards ;  see  only  what  there  is  to  do— and  do 
it,  leaving  the  result  to  God. 

Sworn  Knights  of  Justice,  Truth  and  Toleration,  good 
Knights  and  true,  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General,  be 
patient  and  work !

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SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT  OF  THE 
GRAND  SECRETARY-GENERAL,  1947 


Since  our  last  Annual  Meeting  the  set-up  in  our  office 
has  been  considerably  changed.  You  will  remember  that  an 
arrangement  was  made  in  1943  with  our  late  highly- 
esteemed  Grand  Secretary-General,  Ill.’.Bro/.J.  A.  Hender¬ 
son  33°,  to  amalgamate  his  own  downtown  office  with  our 
office  in  the  Scottish  Rite.  This  arrangement  continued 
following  the  untimely  death  of  Bro. ’.Henderson  until  the 
spring  of  this  year,  when  his  son,  Ill. ‘. Bro. '.F.  L.  Hender¬ 
son  33°,  felt  that  it  would  be  to  his  advantage  to  reopen  a 
downtown  office.  With  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on 
Audit  and  Finance,  we  engaged  Miss  Marion  Lees,  who  had 
been  acting  for  both  Bro.’. Henderson  and  Supreme  Council, 
as  our  full  time  secretary  and  it  was  necessary  for  us  to 
purchase  some  office  equipment,  including  desks  and  chairs, 
to  replace  the  furniture  removed  by  Bro. ‘.Henderson.  We 
feel  that  we  are  now  in  a  much  better  position  to  handle  the 
growing  work  of  our  office. 

HU. ‘.Bro. ‘.John  H.  Cuddie,  Assistant  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  has  our  membership  rolls  completed  and  they  have 
proved  to  be  very  valuable.  With  this  new  membership 
record  we  have  been  able  to  render  a  great  deal  of  assistance 
to  the  Grand  Secretaries  of  the  subordinate  Bodies,  making 
their  membership  rolls  more  accurate.  With  our  member¬ 
ship  cards  now  completed,  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Cuddie  is  preparing 
the  new  Name  Book  which  was  authorized  two  or  three 
years  since  and  we  fully  expect  that  this  book  will  be  ready 
for  distribution  before  the  end  of  the  present  year. 

The  Grand  Secretaries  of  the  subordinate  Bodies  have 
been  very  co-operative  and  we  wish  to  express  our  appreci¬ 
ation  of  the  interest  they  have  shown.  The  Annual  Returns 
were  all  received  in  good  time  and  while  far  too  many  had 
to  be  returned  for  corrections,  because  of  errors  in  exten¬ 
sion,  failure  to  report  deaths,  etc.,  the  Returns  on  the  whole 
were  in  better  shape  than  for  some  years  back. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  all  of  the  Deputies’ 
Reports,  with  one  exception,  have  been  received  and  copies 
were  sent  direct  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
General  State  of  the  Rite. 

Ht.,  ■ 

The  printed  matter  sent  out  by  the  subordinate  Bodies 
shows  continued  improvement  and  we  have  been  pleased 
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with  the  number  of  inquiries  and  orders  we  have  had  for 
new  electros,  etc.,  for  making  the  printed  matter  more 
attractive. 

Without  any  thought  of  patting  ourselves  on  the  back, 
we  believe  that  the  Proceedings  for  1946,  as  issued  last  Fall, 
to  be  the  most  complete  and  the  most  presentable  ever  pro¬ 
duced.  The  paper  cover  was  of  superior  quality  and  quite 
out  of  the  ordinary  run.  We  used  an  illustration  to  amplify 
the  Report  of  the  Deputy  for  Saskatchewan;  we  listed  the 
Honourary  Members  by  provinces  as  in  the  previous  year, 
but  showed  as  a  separate  item  our  members  at  large,  and 
then  probably  as  the  greatest  single  improvement,  was  the 
index. 

We  would  like  to  use  more  illustrations  and  if  any  of 
the  officers  or  members  know  of  any  worthwhile  work  that 
is  being  done  by  any  Valley  and  could  let  us  have  a  photo¬ 
graph,  we  would,  within  reason  and  with  your  approval, 
incorporate  same  in  the  Annual  Proceedings. 

Moray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  of  Vernon,  B.C.,  has 
received  its  warrant  or  charter,  this  being  the  first  warrant 
that  we  have  issued  in  many  years.  We  are  expecting  that 
before  long  we  will  receive  an  application  for  the  institution 
of  a  new  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Saskatchewan  and  are 
looking  forward  also  to  receiving  an  application  for  a  dis¬ 
pensation  from  Southern  Alberta. 

The  new  bookkeeping  system  which  we  suggested  has 
not  as  yet  been  installed,  but  we  are  expecting  that  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Audit  and  Finance  will  have  something  to  suggest 
at  this  meeting.  During  the  year  the  Committee  on  Audit 
and  Finance  invited  the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  the  Lieut. '.Grand  Com¬ 
mander  and  your  Secretary-General  to  meet  with  them  to 
discuss  financial  matters,  the  new  bookkeeping  system,  life 
membership  fees  as  compared  with  yearly  dues,  etc.  As  a 
result  of  these  meetings  a  number  of  pending  matters  were 
settled  and  among  suggestions  adopted  was  one  of  having 
printed  expense  account  pads  prepared  for  use  by  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Deputies  and  any  other  officers  of  Supreme  Council 
incurring  any  expense  on  behalf  of  the  Council.  We  have 
brought  a  parcel  of  these  pads  to  this  meeting  for  distribu¬ 
tion  to  the  Deputies  and  any  others  requiring  them. 
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You  will  remember  that  in  1943  we  amended  Article  87 
of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  eliminating  the  necessity  of 
a  delay  between  the  conferring  of  the  30th,  31st  and  32nd 
Degrees,  but  apparently  nothing  was  done  regarding  the 
changing  of  the  Consistory  applications  as  outlined  on  pages 
47,  48  and  49  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations.  This  meant 
that  a  candidate  for  the  Consistory  degrees  had  to  fill  in 
three  applications  and  the  latter  two  could  not  be  fully  com¬ 
plied  with  in  that  the  brother  signing  for  the  32°  had  to 
state  that  he  received  his  30°  and  31°.  Our  attention  to  this 
oversight  was  brought  to  mind  by  different  Consistory 
officers  and  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  authorized 
the  printing  of  a  new  single  application  to  be  signed  by  the 
brother  eligible  for  the  30°,  31°  and  32°.  It  will  be  necessary 
shortly  to  have  another  printing  of  the  Statutes  and  Regu¬ 
lations  and  at  that  time  we  will  show  the  new  application 
form. 

Ill.’.Bro.'.O.  E.  Stanton  33°  reported  that  the  proper¬ 
ties  used  in  conferring  of  the  33°,  including  the  trunks  for 
packing  and  transporting  same  were  in  bad  condition  and 
after  making  a  complete  inventory  of  these  properties  we 
had  them  appraised  and  thoroughly  overhauled.  Some  few 
replacements  were  necessary,  but  we  were  able  to  have  the 
trunks  and  boxes  strengthened  and  repaired  and  Ill.’.Bro.*. 
Walter  H.  Ross  33°  who  succeeded  Ill.’.Bro.’.O.  E.  Stanton 
33°,  as  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies,  we  believe  will  have 
found  the  equipment  all  to  be  in  pretty  good  order. 

If  we  might  make  a  recommendation  to  the  subordinate 
Bodies,  it  would  be  that  in  our  opinion  more  efficient  work 
can  be  done  where  the  same  brother  in  any  Valley  could  act 
as  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Regis¬ 
trar  of  the  Rose  Croix  Chapter,  in  the  Valleys  where  these 
Bodies  only  were  warranted  and  also  for  the  Consistory 
where  all  three  Bodies  meet.  We  do  not  feel  that  the  Con¬ 
stitution  should  be  changed  to  this  effect,  but  our  experience 
has  been,  particularly  during  the  last  few  years  when  we 
have  been  trying  to  build  up  the  membership  records,  that 
one  man  acting  for  the  two  or  three  Bodies  has  a  far  greater 
knowledge  of  his  membership,  a  better  acquaintance  with 
his  members  and  can  render  more  efficient  reports  than  is 
the  case  when  the  work  is  divided  between  two  or  possibly 
three  brethren. 
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Our  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  officers  of  both  the 
Southern  and  Northern  Jurisdictions  of  the  U.S.A.,  who 
time  after  time  have  so  willingly  and  promptly  acceded  to 
our  requests  for  information  and  other  courtesies. 

Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M/.P.'.Bro.'.Dr.  D. 
G.  Mcll wraith  33°  has  been  ready  with  his  advice  and 
counsel  whenever  called  upon  and  has  been  in  almost  daily 
attendance  at  our  office.  His  assistance  has  been 
invaluable. 

To  Ill.’.Bro.’.J.  H.  Cuddie  33°  and  to  Miss  Marion  Lees, 
now  our  full  time  secretary,  I  wish  to  extend  my  personal 
thanks  and  am  sure  that  you,  my  fellow-members  of 
Supreme  Council,  are  desirous  of  joining  me  in  expressing 
appreciation  of  the  splendid  work  they  are  doing.

The  advance  of  the  date  of  this  Annual  Session  necessitated  closing 
our  accounts  as  of  the  31st  day  of  July,  thereby  covering  only  a  period 
of  eleven  months.  The  net  result  is  but  little  affected  as  the  temporary 
loss  in  interest  would  be  more  than  offset  by  the  month’s  operating 
expenses. 

Total  revenue  from  all  sources  for  the  period  amounted  to  $25,974.76, 
a  few  cents  in  excess  of  that  of  the  twelve  months’  period  ending  the 
31st  of  August,  1946.  After  deducting  operating  expenses  of  $19,564.10 
and  charitable  donations  of  $6,333.56,  there  remained  a  surplus  of  $77.10 
to  be  added  to  our  net  worth. 

It  was  necessary  during  the  period  to  realize  on  some  securities  to 
provide  necessary  funds  pending  receipt  of  income.  These  consisted  of 
$1,000.00  Dominion  of  Canada,  3%  Bond,  maturing  1962,  and  $3,000.00 
Province  of  New  Brunswick,  4%  Bonds,  maturing  in  1948,  on  which  we 
received  premiums  of  $46.25  and  $45.00  respectively.  This  reduction  in 
investments  is  now  offset  by  an  increase  in  cash  on  deposit. 
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Our  total  assets  in  cash  and  securities  now  amount  to  $240,262.92, 
an  increase  of  $77.10  over  eleven  months  ago.  Revenue  from  Invest¬ 
ments,  including  non-revenue  producing  cash  in  the  Bank,  shows  an  aver¬ 
age  yield  of  approximately  3%  as  compared  with  3.09%  at  the  end  of 
August  of  last  year. 

Securities  as  listed  in  the  attached  schedule  are  deposited  with  the 
Canada  Permanent  Trust  Company,  as  custodian  of  the  same  for  Supreme 
Council. 

With  increasing  membership  and  the  consequent  increase  in  revenue 
on  the  one  hand  and  the  many  warnings  as  to  the  future  heard  from  so 
many  sources  on  the  other,  a  casual  review  of  our  operations  for  the  past 
ten  years,  which  produces  some  interesting  figures,  might  be  in  order. 
In  this  period,  generally  recognized  as  reasonably  prosperous,  revenue 
from  all  sources  has  increased  39%  over  that  of  1937,  while  operating 
expenses  have  increased  99%  in  the  same  period.  Charitable  donations, 
amounting  to  $58,850.00,  an  average  of  $5,885.00  a  year,  practically  ex¬ 
hausted  the  surplus  revenue  from  ordinary  and  regular  sources.  An  in¬ 
crease  of  $10,297.59  in  this  period  in  total  assets  now  shown  at 
$240,262.92  is  made  up  almost  entirely  by  the  net  profit  on  purchases 
and  sales  of  securities  in  the  amount  of  $10,284.00.  Without  this  profit, 
which  cannot  safely  be  regarded  as  a  recurring  revenue,  particularly 
from  trustee  securities,  our  total  assets  would  only  exceed  those  of  ten 
years  ago  by  $13.59. 

No  system  yet  devised  by  man  can  or  will  eliminate  changing  con¬ 
ditions  and  the  consequent  monetary  fluctuations  to  which  we  are  from 
time  to  time  and  will  continue  to  be  subjected.  The  results  as  reviewed 
over  this  ten  year  period  of  general  prosperity  indicate  the  necessity  to 
observe  due  caution  in  the  uncertain  future  of  a  disturbed  world.

The  roll  of  our  Representatives  of  Sister  Jurisdictions 
near  this  Supreme  Council  was  called  and  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander'  requested  the  Representatives  present 
at  an  early  date  to  advise  the  Supreme  Councils  represented 
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by  them  of  our  very  best  wishes  and  our  sincere  hope  for  a 
happy  continuance  of  the  amicable  relations  at  present 
enjoyed. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.O.  E.  Stanton  33°,  Grand  Chancellor  and 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  presented 
the  report  of  his  Committee. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  RELATIONS 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

The  Committee  regrets  to  report  that  even  after  two  years  of  post¬ 
war  adjustment,  or  the  endeavour  to  do  so,  it  finds  itself  in  much  the 
same  position  as  our  confreres  in  1946. 

The  encouraging  Masonic  news  comes  to  us  from  the  English  speak¬ 
ing  Supreme  Councils  where  the  keenest  interest  is  shown  in  our  beloved 
Rite.  Many  worthy  and  well  qualified  Masons  are  knocking  at  our  tyled 
doors,  anxious  to  receive  further  light  and  instruction  in  Masonry. 

In  some  of  the  countries  of  Europe,  Masonry  is  taking  every  pre¬ 
caution  in  its  revival,  so  as  to  have  only  those  members  who  were  not 
in  any  manner  associated  with  the  Nazis  or  Fascists.  With  respect  to 
conditions  of  Masonry  in  South  America,  the  Committee  has  no  first 
hand  information,  because  not  one  of  the  Representatives  of  those 
Councils  at  ours,  has  received  a  communication  from  the  Supreme  Coun¬ 
cil  he  represents  for  several  years. 

For  what  information  we  have  of  the  Supreme  Councils  in  Europe, 
the  Committee  is  indebted  to  the  “New  Age”  magazine  wherein  an  address 
delivered  by  Illustrious  Brother  John  H.  Cowles  33°,  Most  Puissant 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  U.S.A., 
is  printed.  This  address  was  delivered  at  a  Reunion  in  Covington,  Ken¬ 
tucky.  We  learn  from  this  address  that  Masonry  in  Greece  has  been 
revived  while  in  Turkey  it  is  suppressed.  As  Russia  dominates  Yugo¬ 
slavia  there  is  nothing  to  report,  but  in  Czechoslovakia,  though  Russian 
controlled,  it  is  hoped  that  Masonry  will  be  revived  in  a  few  months. 

In  France  as  well  as  Switzerland,  Masonry  has  survived  but  under 
difficult  conditions. 

In  Denmark,  Finland  and  Norway,  Masonry  was  suppressed  but  is 
now  being  revived  and  before  another  year  rolls  around,  we  hope  to 
receive  encouraging  reports. 
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In  Poland  Masonry  was  dissolved  and  no  doubt  a  considerable  time 
will  pass  before  we  will  have  any  reliable  news  of  its  revival. 

Of  the  countries  mentioned,  only  Denmark,  France  and  Switzerland 
are  in  amity  with  our  Council,  according  to  our  printed  Proceedings. 

For  the  information  of  our  brethren  these  are  excerpts  from  three 
of  the  Representatives’  letters  herewith: 

“After  having  written  the  Representative  of  the  Ecuador  Supreme 
Council  several  times  and  never  having  obtained  a  reply,  I  finally 
acknowledged  defeat  and  quit  writing.” 

“Insofar  as  Brazil  and  Colombia  are  concerned  I  can  only  say  the 
score  cards  are  quite  blank;  an  occasional — very,  very  occasional — an¬ 
nouncement  in  the  Spanish  language  and  the  receipt  of  a  quarterly  Bul¬ 
letin  from  Colombia  also  in  Spanish,  is  the  extent  of  any  contacts  with 
each  of  these  Supreme  Councils.  Years  ago  I  wrote  them  a  letter  or  two 
but  received  no  reply,  so  for  some  time  past  I  have  not  bothered  to 
write.” 

“Since  my  appointment  as  Representative  of  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Venezuela  I  have  tried  to  communicate  with  them  at  different  times, 
the  last  time  in  1945,  but  not  having  had  any  reply,  I  have  given  it  up 
as  a  bad  job.” 

The  above  excerpts  are  indicative  of  the  replies  received  from  all 
Representatives,  with  the  exception  of  one. 

For  the  information  of  the  Representatives,  the  Committee  has  been 
informed  that  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General  for  the  translation  of  any  reports,  circulars,  etc.,  received  in  a 
foreign  language. 

England  and  Wales,  etc:  Our  Representative  near  it,  Most  Puissant 
Bro.’.Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl  of  Donoughmore  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander;  its  Representative  near  us  Most  Puissant  Bro.'.D.  G.  Mcllwraith 
33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  who  reports: — • 

“The  centenary  celebration  was  held  last  year  in  the  presence  of 
representative  delegations  from  Scotland,  Ireland,  America  (Northern 
Jurisdiction),  Australia,  India,  New  Zealand  and  South  Africa  and  from 
the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden.  During  the  four  days,  meetings 
of  the  30°,  31°,  32°  and  33°  were  held  and  Centenary  Chapter  No.  377 
was  consecrated. 

During  the  year  warrants  have  been  granted  to  15  new  Chapters  and 
1347  new  members  have  been  admitted. 
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The  Rev.  Arnold  Whitaker  Oxford,  M.D.,  has  resigned  the  office  of 
Grand  Prior  which  he  has  held  since  1920  and  he  has  been  succeeded  by 
the  Rev.  Cuthbert  G.  R.  Sydney-Turner,  D.S.O.,  O.B.E.  The  Supreme 
Council  has  conferred  Honourary  Membership  on  Ill.*. Bro. ‘.Dr.  Oxford  in 
recognition  of  his  long  and  distinguished  service. 

Honourary  Membership  has  also  been  conferred  on  His  Majesty 
King  Gustav  V,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden. 

Exchange  of  Grand  Representatives  has  taken  place  between  the 
Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  National  Grand  Lodge 
of  Norway. 

Scotland:  Our  Representative  near  it  Most  Illustrious  Bro.'.Rt. 
Hon.  The  Earl  of  Elgin  and  Kincardine  33°,  its  Representative  near  us, — 
vacant  due  to  the  death  of  Most  Puissant  Bro.’.W.  H.  Wardrope,  K.C. 
33°.  A  nomination  has  been  made  as  reported  in  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander’s  Allocution. 

Again  information  has  been  furnished  by  the  “New  Age”  that  the 
Rt.  Hon.  The  Lord  Belhaven  and  Stenton  33°,  C.I.E.,  has  resigned  as  an 
Active  Member  and  Grand  Treasurer,  and  has  been  made  an  Honourary 
Member.  Captain  John  Christie  Stewart  32°,  Past  Grand  Master  Mason 
of  Scotland  was  created  a  33°  Mason  and  elected  an  Active  Member, 
also  that  Ill. ’.Bro.’. Allan  M.  Henderson  has  resigned  and  was  made  an 
Honourary  Member. 

The  Supreme  Council  “has  extended  the  hand  of  fellowship  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Norway”.  It  conferred  Honourary  Membership  upon 
His  Majesty  King  Christian  X  of  Denmark. 


Ireland:  Our  Representative  near  it  Most  Puissant  Bro. ‘.Dr.  J. 
Gilbart  Smyly  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander;  its  Representative  near 
us  is  vacant  due  to  the  death  of  Ill.*. Bro. ’.Most  Rev.  Derwyn  T.  Owen 
33°.  In  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  address  he  reported  a  nomin¬ 
ation  had  been  made. 

Again  we  learn  from  the  “New  Age”  that  Masonry  is  progressing  in 
this  jurisdiction,  but  the  actual  number  of  members  is  not  given. 

Our  brethren  in  Canada  are  reminded  that  there  are  only  nine  Active 
Members  in  each  of  the  Supreme  Councils  in  England,  Scotland  and 
Ireland  and  that  the  membership  in  the  subordinate  Bodies  is  small  as 
compared  with  those  on  the  North  American  continent. 
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Switzerland:  Our  Representative  near  it,  Dr.  H.  A.  Wellauer; 
its  Representative  near  us,  Ill.'.Bro.’.C.  H.  Cunningham  33°.  No  definite 
information  about  this  Council  except  the  notation  given  previously  in 
this  report. 


Denmark:  National  Grand  Lodge, — Our  Representative  near  it, 
Alex.  Troedsson,  Grand  Secretary;  its  Representative  near  us,  Ill.'.Bro.’. 
Axel  H.  Knutson,  33°.  During  the  past  year  there  has  been  very 
friendly  correspondence  between  our  two  Grand  Bodies.  The  outstand¬ 
ing  event  of  the  Masonic  year  was  the  death  of  King  Christian  X,  Grand 
Master,  who  has  been  succeeded  by  H.R.H.  Prince  Harald,  to  whom  our 
congratulations  and  best  wishes  have  been  sent  on  his  assumption  of 
office. 

America:  Southern  Jurisdiction  —  Our  Representative  near  it, 
General  Charles  P.  Summerall  33°,  Grand  Treasurer-General;  its  Repre¬ 
sentative  near  us,  Dr.  D.  G.  Mcllwraith  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 
Occasional  correspondence  has  been  maintained  between  our  two  Supreme 
Councils  during  the  past  year  but  there  are  no  available  data  on  the 
activities  of  the  Southern  Council  since  our  Session  last  year.  The 
Southern  Supreme  Council  meets  biennially  and  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  has  accepted  the  invitation  of  M.'.P.'.Bro.'.John  Henry 
Cowles  to  attend  the  1947  Meeting  in  Washington  in  October. 

America:  Northern  Jurisdiction — Our  Representative  near  it,  P.\ 
Bro.'. George  E.  Bushnell  33°,  Lieut. '.Grand  Commander;  its  Representa¬ 
tive  near  us,  M.'.P.*. Bro. ‘.James  Henry  Winfield  33°.  Its  Annual  Session 
usually  precedes  ours,  but  this  year  on  account  of  our  earlier  date  of 
meeting  it  is  expected  that  a  delegation  from  our  Supreme  Council  will 
be  able  to  visit  the  Northern  Supreme  Council  at  its  Annual  Session  in 
Cincinnati,  September  22nd. 

In  the  Allocution  of  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  delivered  on 
Tuesday,  September  9th,  he  reported  that  he  had  received  an  invitation 
to  attend  a  meeting  of  Supreme  Councils  to  be  held  in  Lausanne,  in  the 
latter  part  of  August,  and  that  he  had  replied  that  owing  to  the  Meeting 
of  our  Council  early  in  September,  it  would  be  impossible  for  Canada 
to  be  represented,  but  he  would  be  pleased  to  receive  a  report  of  the 
results  of  that  meeting. 

Our  Grand  Commander  also  reported  he  had  received  a  communica¬ 
tion  from  Ill. '.Bro. '.Raymond  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of 
France  suggesting  that  the  Supreme  Council  for  Canada  should  organize 
a  Universal  Conference  of  all  Supreme  Councils  of  the  World.  Our 
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Grand  Commander  replied  that  the  suggestion  would  be  given  consider¬ 
ation  at  the  meeting  of  the  Canadian  Council  in  September,  also  he  would 
discuss  the  matter  with  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  the 
Northern  and  Southern  Supreme  Councils  at  their  meetings  in  September 
and  October  respectively. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  requested  this  Committee  to  make 
a  definite  recommendation  in  its  Report  to  our  Council. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  foregoing  suggestion  of  a  Univer¬ 
sal  Conference  to  be  organized  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  Canada,  your 
Committee  do  not  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  suggestion.  Your 
Committee  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  until  Masonic  and  political 
conditions  in  Europe  are  in  a  more  stable  condition,  we  should  move 
slowly. 

Should  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  after  his  consultations  with 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  the  Northern  and  Southern  Juris¬ 
dictions  obtain  further  information  on  this  subject  which  might  put  a 
different  aspect  on  our  recommendation,  he  could  circularize  the  Active 
Members  of  our  Council  and  receive  their  views  and  vote,  if  necessary. 

Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  referred  to  the  correspondence  in 
reference  to  a  meeting  of  all  the  Supreme  Councils  on  the  North  and 
South  American  continents  to  be  held  early  in  December  in  Cuba,  to  be 
followed  by  a  meeting  of  all  the  Supreme  Councils  in  the  world  to  New 
York  in  the  latter  part  of  December,  1947. 

Our  Grand  Commander  will  discuss  this  subject  with  the  Grand 
Commanders  of  the  Northern  and  Southern  Jurisdictions  at  their 
meetings. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  there  should  be  an  unanimity  of 
opinion  of  the  Southern,  Northern  and  Canadian  Supreme  Councils  before 
such  an  important  and  far  reaching  conference  be  held.  An  agenda 
should  be  prepared  and  forwarded  to  every  Supreme  Council  for  serious 
consideration.  This  will  take  time  and  the  latter  part  of  1948  would  be 
about  the  earliest  date  before  such  a  meeting  could  be  held  and  it  might 
even  be  in  1949. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  is  that  the  suggested  meet¬ 
ings  in  Cuba  or  New  York  be  not  accepted  for  reasons  stated. 

With  reference  to  Italy  in  the  Allocution  of  our  Grand  Commander, 
the  Committee  agree  with  his  recommendation  that  relations  be 
suspended  for  another  year. 

The  Committee  uphold  the  Grand  Commander  in  that  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Costa  Rica  is  illegal,  therefore  cannot  be  recognized. 
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The  Committee  concur  in  the  recommendation  made  by  the  Grand 
Commander  that  we  defer  for  a  year  at  least  the  recognition  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Rumania. 

The  Committee  heartily  approve  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander’s  recommendation  that  we  enter  into  negotiations  with  the 
National  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden. 

Other  pamphlets  have  been  submitted  to  the  Committee  for  examin¬ 
ation  on  which  comment  in  this  report  was  deemed  unnecessary  as  they 
dealt  with  matters  in  Europe.

On  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario  I  extend  to  the  sister  provinces  in  the  Do¬ 
minion  of  Canada  our  sympathy  in  their  losses  by  death  of  the  members 
of  the  Rite. 
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Activities  During  the  Year: — 

On  tlie  10th  September,  1946,  in  obedience  to  a  promise  previously 
made,  I  motored  to  Kapuskasing  and  visited  a  group  of  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasons  in  that  locality  to  discuss  some  of  their  problems;  there  I 
found  a  number  of  enthusiastic  Freemasons  in  that  far  flung  area  who 
are  very  anxious  to  extend  the  influence  of  the  Rite.  They  are  members 
of  the  Valley  of  North  Bay  and  time  and  distance  are  important  factors 
in  the  individual  member’s  activity  and  enjoyment  as  a  Scottish  Riter.

Bros. \C.  H.  Cunningham  33°,  C.  M.  Dent  33°, 
Commander-in-Chief;  J.  H.  Cuddie  33°,  Assistant  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  and  H.  B.  Jackson  32°,  T.’.P.’.G.’.M.’.of  Murton  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection,  1  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection  and 
Murray  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  the  City  of  Ottawa.  These 
meetings  were  very  successful,  the  work  was  exceptionally  well  done  and 
the  hospitality  of  the  Ottawa  brethren  was  very  pleasant.

Cunningham  33°,  C.  M.  Dent  33°  and  I  journeyed  to  Toronto  and  were 
present  at  the  funeral  service  in  St.  James’  Cathedral  for  the  late  Ill.*. 
Bro.'.Most  Rev.  Derwyn  Trevor  Owen  33°,  Grand  Prior  of  our  Supreme 
Council. 

The  services  were  most  impressive  in  their  simplicity  and  dignity 
and  were  attended  by  a  great  gathering  of  citizens  of  the  city  and  the 
Dominion.  It  was  a  marvellous  tribute  to  a  great  and  good  man. 

On  the  25th  April,  1947,  with  several  local  brethren  I  was  present 
at  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Brantford  Scottish  Rite  Association  in  the 
Kerby  House,  Brantford.

The 
Scottish  Rite  brethren  in  and  about  the  city  of  Brantford  are  doing  a 
noble  work  in  the  practical  application  of  Freemasonry. 

On  1st  May,  1947,  a  large  number  of  Scottish  Rite  members  were 
present  at  the  funeral  of  Ill. *.Bro.‘. Frank  E.  Perney  33°. 

On  the  7th  May,  1947,  I  visited  the  Guelph  Valley  accompanied  by 
Ill.'.Bro.’.J.  H.  Cuddie  33°,  Assistant  Grand  Secretary-General,  and  Ill.*. 
Bro.'.J.  II.  Gibson  32°.  We  witnessed  the  conferring  of  the  14°  on  a 
large  class  of  candidates  in  the  presence  of  a  great  gathering  of  brethren. 

On  the  12th-16th  May,  1947,  the  Spring  Assembly  of  Murton  Lodge 
of  Perfection  and  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  was  held  and  was  one  of 
the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  the  Rite.  80  candidates  were 
admitted  into  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  192  were  welcomed  into 
membership  in  the  Consistory.  The  degree  work  was  excellent,  many 
visitors  were  made  welcome,  the  enthusiasm  was  great  and  Scottish  Rite 
was  seen  at  her  best. 

On  the  22nd  May,  1947,  we  motored  to  Kingston  to  be  present  at 
the  conferring  of  the  14th  Degree  by  the  Kingston  Lodge  of  Perfection. 
M.’.P.’.Bro.'.D.  G.  Mcllwraith  33°,  Sov.*. Grand  Commander;  Ill.'.Bro.*. 
Stuart  H.  Lees  33°,  Grand  Secretary-General;  Ill.'.Bro.'.C.  M.  Dent  33°, 
Commander-in-Chief,  and  I  were  in  the  party.  It  was  a  very  pleasant 
visit  and  we  renewed  old  friendships  and  made  many  new  ones. 

On  the  30th  June,  1947,  I  attended  the  funeral  of  the  late  Ill.’.Bro.*. 
W.  H.  Wardrope  33°,  Past  Sov.’. Grand  Commander,  in  company  with  a 
large  gathering  of  Masonic  brethren.  The  funeral  service  was  in  Melrose 
United  Church. 

This  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  activities  of  your  Deputy  for  the 
year  ended  30th  June,  1947. 
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It  has  been  a  privilege,  an  honour  and  a  pleasure  to  serve  the 
Scottish  Rite  in  that  capacity.  Wherever  I  went  I  was  welcomed  with 
kindness  and  courtesy  and  the  brethren  were  always  willing  to  exhibit 
their  work  and  to  discuss  their  problems. 

The  degree  work  in  the  Valleys  is  being  done  carefully  and  well  by 
enthusiastic  workers  and  committees  and  the  classes  of  candidates  are 
large  in  numbers  and  consist  of  intelligent  and  earnest  men. 

My  visits  have  been  made  very  effective  and  pleasant  by  various 
members  of  the  Rite  who  accompanied  me  on  these  journeys.  The 
presence  of  these  brethren  was  of  incalculable  value  to  the  Valleys 
visited. 

Since  the  cessation  of  war  there  has  been  a  renewal  of  visits  between 
Valleys  and  several  degree  casts  have  visited  the  Provincial  Consistory 
from  Ottawa,  Toronto,  London  and  Guelph  to  present  degrees. 

It  is  also  noted  with  pleasure  that  groups  of  members  of  the  Rite 
have  visited  Craft  lodges  and  participated  in  degree  work  thus  cement¬ 
ing  the  bonds  of  friendship  and  sitmulating  good  will  in  Freemasonry, 

Scottish  Rite  Associations  in  many  Valleys  are  continuing  and  en¬ 
larging  on  the  work  of  practical  Freemasonry  in  their  respective  com¬ 
munities  while  our  individual  members  are  playing  important  parts  in 
local  and  national  affairs. 

Easter  Ceremonies: —  were  observed  in  the  12  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix 
in  the  province.  Large  numbers  of  Sovereign  Princes  were  present  at 
the  Feast  of  the  Paschal  Lamb,  the  Extinguishing  and  the  Re-Lighting 
of  the  Lights. 

A  table  of  attendance  at  these  meetings  is  appended. 

Membership : — 

The  Lodges  of  Perfection,  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  and  the  Provincial 
Consistory  have  received  into  membership  large  numbers  of  most  desir¬ 
able  and  intensely  interested  candidates.  This  is  very  gratifying  to  the 
officers  and  workers  and  members  and  is  very  conducive  to  the  prestige 
and  ever  growing  influence  of  the  Rite.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  QUEBEC 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Again  it  is  an  honour  and  a  privilege  to  present  my  report  as  Deputy 
for  the  Province  of  Quebec,  for  the  year  ending  June  30tli,  1947. 

Deaths: 

Since  my  last  report  I  am  happy  to  state  that  I  am  not  called  upon 
to  report  the  passing  of  any  member  of  Supreme  Council  in  the  province, 
but  in  the  subordinate  Bodies  there  were  a  number  called  to  Higher  Life. 

I  mention  three  only,  Ill. '.Bros. '.Rev.  George  Abbott  Smith  32°  and 
George  M.  Brewer  32°,  Director  of  the  Constans  Allegory  in  the  Valley 
of  Montreal,  and  Ill.'.Bro.'.T.  A.  Begley  32°  an  outstanding  worker  in 
the  Valley  of  Quebec. 

With  all  the  members  of  Supreme  Council,  as  well  as  Rite  members 
in  Canada,  we  mourn  the  loss  of  Ill. '.Bro.'. Most  Rev.  Derwyn  T.  Owen 
33°,  Primate  of  all  Canada  and  Grand  Prior  of  our  Supreme  Council,  who 
was  suddenly  called  to  Higher  Life  on  April  9th.  The  attendance  at  his 
funeral  service  of  persons  from  all  walks  of  life  and  creeds  was  evidence 
of  the  high  estimation  in  which  our  worthy  brother  was  held.  To  Mrs. 
Owen  and  family  our  heartfelt  sympathy  is  extended. 

On  June  27th  the  call  to  that  Higher  Life  we  all  hope  for,  came  to 
Ill. '.Bro. '.William  H.  Wardrope  33°,  Past  M.'.P.'. Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander,  after  a  long  lingering  illness.  During  his  life  he  had  many 
varied  interests  and  his  Masonic  career  was  one  of  continued  progress 
to  the  highest  office  in  Craft  Masonry  as  well  as  in  our  beloved  Scottish 
Rite.  He  was  very  popular  in  the  various  Masonic  Bodies  of  which  he 
was  a  member  and  was  delighted  when  making  visitations  where  he  was 
always  received  with  warmest  welcome.  To  the  surviving  members  of 
his  family  we  extend  our  sincere  sympathy. 

General: 

The  outstanding  event  in  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Province  of  Quebec 
was  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Supreme  Council  in  the  city  of  Quebec  in 
October,  1946.  Our  brethren  in  the  Ancient  City  as  well  as  their  charm¬ 
ing  ladies  felt  honoured  and  delighted  to  entertain  Supreme  Council 
members,  visitors  and  ladies  during  their  all  too  short  stay.  There  are 
so  many  places  of  historical  interest  in  and  around  the  Ancient  City, 
time  did  not  permit  more  than  short  visits  to  a  few  of  them. 

To  the  writer  it  was  a  great  satisfaction  to  have  Supreme  Council 
meet  in  Quebec,  because  he  has  been  advocating  this  visit  for  a  number 
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of  years  and  he  again  pays  tribute  to  all,  both  ladies  and  members  who 
made  the  meeting  a  success. 

In  the  month  of  November  a  delegation  from  the  Vermont  Con¬ 
sistory  paid  a  visit  to  Montreal  Sovereign  Consistory  and  exemplified 
the  20th  Degree,  according  to  the  Northern  Supreme  Council’s  ritual. 
The  degree  was  splendidly  presented.  In  make  up  and  presentation  of 
the  ritual  Ill.*. Bro.\ Harrison  Cook  33°,  as  George  Washington,  was 
outstanding. 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  with  us  at  the  same  time  Ill.'.Bro.*. 
Aaron  Grout  33°,  Deputy  for  Vermont,  and  Ill.’.Bro.'.Eev.  Mcllyar 
Licliliter  33°,  Grand  Prior  of  the  Northern  Supreme  Council;  the  latter 
had  been  visiting  other  Valleys  of  the  Eite  in  Ontario  and  was  able  to 
visit  Montreal  on  his  way  home  to  Boston.  He  was  accompanied  by  Mrs. 
Licliliter  and  we  endeavoured  to  make  their  all  too  brief  stay  as  pleasant 
as  possible. 

Montreal: 

The  meetings  of  the  Consistory,  Chapter  and  Lodge  were  well  attend¬ 
ed,  and  in  the  Lodge  an  additional  degree  was  exemplified  in  full. 
Eitualistic  work  was  well  up  to  the  standard.  The  Consistory  was 
presided  over  by  Ill.’.Bro.'.B.  C.  Bell  32°  to  November,  when  Ill.'.Bro.". 
J.  McL.  Marshall  32°  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Commander-in-Chief. 
Tll.'.Bro.'.W.  H.  Hobbs  33°  led  the  officers  in  the  Chapter  for  the  second 
year  and  in  April,  Ill.'.Bro. '.Alex.  Hurry  33°  was  elected  Most  Wise 
Sovereign.  Ill.'.Bro.'.E.  W.  Louthood  32°,  T.'.P.’.G.'.M.'. completed  his 
first  year  with  a  splendid  record.  Being  a  fine  ritualist  and  organizer, 
he  inspired  the  other  officers  to  put  their  best  efforts  in  their  respective 
parts.  I  had  the  honour  of  installing  the  new  officers  in  the  Consistory 
and  Chapter. 

The  accompanying  statistical  sheet  will  show  reasonable  gains  in 
each  Bodv. 

Quebec: 

I  made  a  number  of  visits  to  the  Valley  of  Quebec  and  on  one 
occasion  joined  with  a  delegation  from  Hochelaga  Grand  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  under  the  direction  of  Ill.'.Bro. ‘.Louthood  32°,  to  present  the  13° 
in  full,  at  the  request  of  Ill.'.Bro.’.G.  F.  Simpson  32°,  T.'.P.’.G.'.M. ‘.of 
Quebec. 

I  also  witnessed  the  conferring  in  full  of  the  14°  on  nine  candidates, 
the  largest  number  of  candidates  in  this  Valley  for  a  number  of  years, 
by  Ill.'.Bro. '.Simpson,  who  is  a  fine  ritualist  and  his  enthusiasm  and 
good  work  seemed  to  permeate  the  other  officers,  and  I  can  say  without 
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fear  of  contradiction,  that  the  conferring  of  the  14°  was  the  best  I  have 
seen  by  members  of  the  Quebec  Lodge  in  my  many  visits  to  the  Ancient 
City. 

In  the  Rose  Croix  there  were  only  two  candidates.  The  attendance 
was  small  but  Ill.'.Bro.'.D.  G.  P.  Sanderson  33°  conferred  the  degree  in  a 
dignified  manner. 

Courtesies: 

Ill.'.Bro.’.Ledue  32°,  Commander-in-Chief,  of  the  Vermont  Consistory, 
after  the  exemplification  of  the  20°,  in  a  courteous  and  complimentary 
manner  presented  a  silk  U.S.  flag,  with  staff  and  stand,  to  the  Montreal 
Body  as  a  token  of  good  feeling  and  brotherhood  between  the  two 
Valleys.  Ill.  ’.Bro.’.  Marshall  32°,  Commander-in-Chief,  accepted  the 
handsome  gift  on  behalf  of  Montreal,  in  well  chosen  words  gracefully 
expressed,  and  stated  it  would  be  kept  as  a  perpetual  reminder  of  that 
brotherly  feeling  of  our  neighbours  on  the  other  side  of  that  “imaginary 
line”  between  the  two  countries. 

Hochelaga  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  pleased  to  waive  juris¬ 
diction,  at  the  request  of  the  Illustrious  Deputy  for  Ontario,  on  two 
brethren,  residents  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  in  favour  of  Ottawa  Lodge 
of  Perfection. 

Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  was  happy  to  confer 
the  Rose  Croix  degrees,  at  the  request  of  the  Illustrious  Deputy  for  New 
Brunswick,  on  two  brethren  duly  elected  to  receive  them  in  Harington 
Chaper  of  Rose  Croix. 

Present  indications  are  that  the  coming  Masonic  year  will  be  a  busy 
one  and  a  reasonable  increase  in  membership  is  expected.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NEW  BRUNSWICK 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  beg  to  present  my  report  as  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Nev 
Brunswick  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1947. 

On  behalf  of  the  brethren  of  the  Valley  of  Saint  John  we  wish  to 
express  our  deep  regret  at  the  passing  of  our  late  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  William  Hugh  Wardrope,  who  was  an  honorary  member  of 
this  Valley. 

We  have  also  been  called  upon  during  the  past  year  to  lament  the 
passing  of  eight  of  our  members,  including  one  member  of  the  Supreme 
Council — the  late  Chief  Justice  John  Babington  Macaulay  Baxter — who 
was  also  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick. 
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We  have  been  very  active  during  the  past  twelve  months,  there  were 
nine  regular  meetings  and  two  emergent  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection,  four 
regular  and  three  emergent  in  Harington  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and 
three  regular  and  five  emergent  in  the  New  Brunswick  Consistory,  all  of 
which  were  well  attended,  and  the  degree  teams  exemplified  the  degrees 
in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  In  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  we  admitted 
sixty-seven  initiates,  restored  two,  lost  seven  by  death,  and  two  with¬ 
drawals — a  net  gain  of  sixty,  bringing  our  number  to  four  hundred;  in 
Harington  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  we  admitted  twenty-five  initiates, 
restored  one,  lost  seven  by  death  and  two  withdrawals,  making  a  net 
increase  of  seventeen,  bringing  our  number  up  to  a  total  of  two  hundred 
and  fourteen,  while  in  the  New  Brunswick  Consistory  there  were  thirty- 
one  initiates,  one  restored,  six  lost  by  death,  two  withdrawals — a  net 
increase  of  twenty-four,  making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-one 
members. 

To  accomplish  this  has  meant  a  great  deal  of  work  for  our  members. 
It  was  necessary  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  to  hold  two  Reunions,  one 
on  November  21,  1946  with  thirty-seven  candidates  and  one  on  June  20th 
1947  with  twenty-four  candidates. 

On  March  11th  last  an  organ  recital  was  given  by  our  organist  which 
was  well  attended  and  very  much  enjoyed. 

Our  attendance  at  the  Easter  meetings  was  as  follows — on  Maundy 
Thursday,  eighty-four  including  candidates,  while  on  Easter  day  there 
were  forty-nine.  This  is  slightly  better  than  last  year  but  is  still  not 
satisfactory  and  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  increase  in  membership.  We 
think  one  drawback  is  the  fact  that  so  many  of  our  members  do  not 
reside  in  the  city  of  Saint  John  which  makes  it  rather  difficult  for  them 
to  attend  as  they,  naturally,  like  to  be  at  home  during  the  Easter  season. 
A  meeting  of  the  Fredericton  brethren  was  held  in  Fredericton  and  was 
attended  by  most  of  their  local  members;  we,  of  course,  cannot  add  this 
to  our  official  records. 

We  are  expecting  another  satisfactory  year  for  1947-48  as  there  are 
many  still  waiting  to  come  in  to  join  our  forces. 

Harmony  prevails  in  all  three  Bodies.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NOVA  SCOTIA 
AND  PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND 


To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

It  is  with  a  high  degree  of  satisfaction  that  I  review  Scottish  Rite 
activity  in  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1947.  It  has  been  a  successful  year  in  many  respects.  What¬ 
ever  difficulties  we  have  had  have  been  largely  overcome  by  the  kind 
co-operation  of  so  many  brethren.  To  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
Bodies  of  the  Rite  belongs  much  of  the  credit  for  our  achievements.  The 
willingness  of  busy  men  to  give  so  generously  of  their  time  and  talent 
in  teaching  by  drama  or  ceremony  the  great  truths  which  the  Scottish 
Rite  system  of  degrees  seeks  to  impart  is  worthy  of  commendation. 

The  brethren  in  these  provinces  join  in  sympathy  with  Supreme 
Council  in  the  great  loss  sustained  by  the  sudden  passing  of  Illustrious 
Brother,  the  Most  Reverend  Derwyn  T.  Owen,  Grand  Prior.  His  several 
visits  to  these  provinces  both  as  a  leader  in  the  Church  and  in  Masonry 
endeared  him  to  all  who  came  under  his  gracious  influence.  We  also 
mourn  the  passing  of  Past. ‘.M.’.P.’. Brother  W.  H.  Wardrope  33°  whose 
name  is  enshrined  in  our  memories. 

I  regret  to  report  the  passing  of  four  (4)  of  our  esteemed  brethren — 
Ill  Bro.'. Burgess  M.  Blackadar  32°;  Ill. '.Bro.*. Donald  Campbell  32°; 
Ill.'.Bro.'.D.  A.  Cameron  32°  and  Ill. ‘.Bro. '.A.  T.  Jewitt  32°.  “We  mourn 
tlieir  loss  but  console  ourselves  with  the  reflection  that  the  souls  of  the 
righteous  dead  are  immortal.  ” 

Official  Visits: 

On  January  30,  1947,  accompanied  by  Illustrious  Brethren  C.  Laurie 
Ells  33°.  F.  Wm.  Johnson  33°,  R.  V.  Harris  33°,  C.  L.  Torey  33°,  and  C. 
F.  Jubien  33°,  I  visited  the  Nova  Scotia  Consistory  and  witnessed  the 
conferring  of  the  impressive  Twenty-Fourth  Degree  by  Illustrious 
Brother  A.  M.  Walker  32°  and  a  large  cast.  The  degree  was  presented 
in  a  very  dignified  and  effective  manner. 

The  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  visited  on  February  13,  1947, 
when  it  was  my  privilege  to  address  the  Lodge  and  install  officers.  I 
was  accompanied  by  Illustrious  Brethren  Ells,  Torey  and  Jubien. 

On  the  Thursday  after  Easter,  accompanied  by  Illustrious  Brethren 
Johnson,  Torey,  Jubien  and  Harris,  I  officially  visited  and  addressed 
Keith  Chapter  Rose  Croix. 
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On  June  14,  1947,  Illustrious  Brother  Ells  and  myself  journeyed  to 
Prince  Edward  Island  on  an  official  visit.  We  were  joined  at  Char¬ 
lottetown  by  Illustrious  Brother  L.  M.  MacKinnon  33°  and  proceeded  to 
Summerside  on  June  15tli  where  the  members  of  Albert  Edward  Lodge 
of  Perfection  attended  the  evening  service  of  the  Central  Church  at 
which  there  was  a  goodly  number  of  the  brethren  and  their  families. 
The  lesson  was  read  by  Illustrious  Brother  Donald  Baker  32°  and  the 
sermon  was  delivered  by  the  Deputy. 

Monday  evening,  June  16th,  accompanied  by  Illustrious  Brethren 
Ells  and  MacKinnon,  I  visited  Albert  Edward  Lodge  where  we  were 
cordially  received  by  the  T.*.P.\G.\M.\,  W.  H.  Rogers  14°.  Again  we 
were  privileged  to  address  the  brethren  and  to  witness  the  conferring 
of  the  Fourth  Degree  by  Ven.’.Bro.'.F.  A.  Yanlderstine  14°.  We  were 
favourably  impressed  with  the  earnest  and  accurate  interpretation  of 
ritual  in  this  degree.  The  Grand  Secretary,  Ven.’.Bro.’.R.  E.  Ellis,  is 
doing  a  fine  piece  of  work  and  we  were  pleased  to  find  the  general  state 
of  Albert  Edward  Lodge  greatly  improved. 

It  was  our  privilege  to  call  on  a  number  of  the  brethren  in  various 
points  in  “The  Island”.  On  this  tour  I  was  greatly  assisted  by  Ill.’. 
Bro.’. Laurie  Ells  33°  whose  wise  counsel  and  fraternal  spirit  were  deeply 
appreciated. 

Projects  and  Social  Activities: 

In  accordance  with  a  well  established  custom  in  the  Valley  of 
Halifax  the  annual  Church  service  was  held  at  the  North  Street  Chris¬ 
tian  Church  on  November  3,  1946.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  Ill.’. 
Bro. ‘.Canon  W.  E.  Ryder  32°,  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Nova  Scotia 
Consistory.  The  attendance  was  good  and  the  service  much  appreciated. 

The  singing  of  Christmas  carols  in  the  apartments  on  Christmas  Eve 
by  brethren  and  their  families  cheered  our  hearts  and  deepened  our  faith 
in  the  beauty  and  truth  and  goodness  which  came  to  earth  so  long  ago 
in  the  Babe  of  Bethlehem  and  still  live  in  thousands  of  hearts. 

Among  the  outstanding  events  of  the  year  were  two  ‘get-togethers’ 
of  Scottish  Rite  members  in  the  Annapolis  Valley,  one  in  November,  1946, 
and  the  other  in  May,  1947.  Both  of  these  meetings  were  held  in  the 
Cornwallis  Inn  in  Kentville  under  the  able  and  efficient  leadership  of 
Ill.*. Bro. ’.Laurie  Ells  33°.  There  are  about  twenty-six  members  in  the 
Annapolis  Valley  whose  only  opportunity  to  meet  with  the  brethren  is 
to  attend  the  convocations  in  Halifax;  hence  the  tendency  to  become 
indifferent  because  of  isolation.  These  ‘get-togethers’  have  succeeded 
in  bringing  these  brethren  together  and  manifestly  awakening  or  in¬ 
tensifying  their  interest  in  the  Rite.  Assisting  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Ells,  whose 
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genial  and  affable  manner  contributed  greatly  to  the  success  of  the 
Kentville  meetings,  were:  Brothers  Ellis,  MacPherson,  Palmeter  and 
others.  The  guest  of  honour  on  May  29  was  M.’.P.'.Bro.’.J.  H. 
Winfield  33°  whose  address  was  most  helpful  and  encouraging. 

Other  social  activities  which  were  enjoyed  by  a  large  number  of 
participants  were  the  annual  dinner  on  October  10,  1946,  after  which 
the  Fourth  Degree  was  conferred  on  a  large  class  of  candidates  by  Ill.*. 
Bro.’.A.  H.  MacMillan  32°  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova 
Scotia. 

On  November  3,  1946,  the  Sixth  Degree  was  conferred  by  a  cast  com¬ 
posed  of  Annapolis  Valley  brethren  with  Ill.’.Bro/.P.  S.  Cochrane,  M.D., 
32°  as  K.'.S.".  The  Eighth  Degree  was  presented  by  the  South  Shore 
cast  by  Ill/.Bro.'.M.  M.  Gardner  32°  as  Master.  The  evening’s  work 
was  preceded  by  a  ‘get-together’  and  dinner  for  the  visiting  performers. 

The  Nova  Scotia  Consistory  held  a  dinner  preceding  the  annual 
meeting  on  January  30,  1947,  the  speaker  being  Ill.’.Bro.'.J.  S.  Hoyt  33° 
of  Saint  John,  N.B. 

On  behalf  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  Halifax,  Ill.’.Bro.'.R.  V. 
Harris  33°  presented  a  beautiful  jewel  to  the  Deputy. 

The  Consistory  also  held  its  annual  Spring  Reunion  in  May. 

Membership: 

The  four  Bodies  in  these  two  Provinces  show  a  healthy  increase  in 
membership: — Lodges  of  Perfection  gained  39;  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  39; 
Consistory  13;  (See  appended  statistical  table).  The  largest  class  of 
candidates  in  the  history  of  the  Valley  of  Halifax  having  been  elected 
to  take  their  degrees  in  the  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  will  be 
initiated  at  the  Fall  Reunion. 

In  this  connection  I  should  like  to  commend  the  very  thorough  work 
that  has  been  done  by  the  Membership  and  Character  Committee  of 
which  Ill.'.Bro.’.C.  F.  Jubien  33°  is  Chairman.  Also,  to  quote  from  the 
Annual  Report  of  Ill. \Bro.\ Earl  J.  Vincent  32°  T.*.P.*.G.*.M.’. 

“We  who  have  seen  the  light  should  be  prepared  to  share  it  with 
those  who  are  capable  of  appreciating  it.  We  have  a  great 
message  to  teach  and  proclaim  by  example  and  precept.  I  should 
like  to  see  the  Scottish  Rite  represented  by  at  least  a  few 
members  in  every  Craft  Lodge  in  Nova  Scotia.  I  think  this 
should  be  our  aim.  There  is  no  yard  stick  by  which  we  can 
measure  the  benefits  which  would  result  if  every  community 
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in  the  Jurisdiction  numbered  a  few  active  Scottish  Rite 
Masons;  with  this  aim  in  view  I  think  we  should  give  consid¬ 
eration  to  making  it  easier  to  obtain  their  degrees,  suggesting 
that  in  the  near  future  the  difficulty  might  be  overcome  by 
holding  a  Reunion.”  1 

Easter  Ceremonies: 

Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Day  celebrations  were  observed  in 
Keith  Chapter  with  reverence,  dignity  and  beauty.  The  officers  of  the 
Chapter  are  to  be  congratulated  for  the  fine  order  of  service  and  best 
attendance  in  the  history  of  Keith  Chapter.  The  Easter  address  was 
given  by  Ill.'.Bro.'.M.  M.  MacOdrum  32°,  President  of  Carleton  College, 
Ottawa,  and  was  instructive  and  appropriate. 


Courtesies: 

To  the  Illustrious  Deputy  of  Ontario  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks 
for  arranging  with  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Ottawa  and  Moore 
Consistory  to  confer  degrees  on  two  of  our  brethren.  It  was  a  privilege 
for  Keith  Chapter  in  Halifax  to  confer  Chapter  degrees  on  a  brother 
from  Windsor,  Ontario. 

We  of  the  Rite  in  Halifax  have  been  greatly  pleased  to  note  the 
recovery  from  a  lengthy  illness  of  one  of  our  most  esteemed  leaders, 
Ill.'.Bro.’.F.  William  Johnson  33°.  As  customary,  he  has — during  the 
past  six  months — been  actively  engaged  in  Scottish  Rite  affairs  but  only 
a  short  time  ago  we  learned  to  our  disappointment  of  his  intention  to 
locate  in  Ontario  where  he  and  Mrs.  Johnson  will  soon  take  up  residence.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  MANITOBA 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren : 

As  Deputy  of  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  of  Freemasonry  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  it  affords  me  pleasure 
once  again  to  present  an  encouraging  picture  of  continued  progress  and 
sincere  interest  displayed  by  our  membership  in  the  fraternal  activities 
of  all  the  Bodies  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Free¬ 
masonry  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  and  to  pay  tribute  to  the  splendid 
group  of  officers  who  preside  over  the  welfare  of  the  several  Bodies; 
they  indeed  merit  the  confidence  reposed. 
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We  also  wish  to  express  our  deep  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the 
degree  teams  who  have  always  presented  the  degrees  with  dignity,  and 
a  sincere  endeavor  to  portray  the  lessons  therein  contained.  Also  our 
appreciation  of  the  past  officers  who  are  always  willing  to  assist  when 
called  upon. 

Attendance  at  all  meetings  of  the  various  Bodies  has  continued  to 
expand,  with  resultant  difficulty  to  the  officers  in  providing  suitable 
accommodation  for  the  brethren.  In  my  report  last  year  mention  was 
made  of  alterations  so  as  to  increase  the  seating  accommodation;  these 
alterations  were  completed  in  time  for  the  September  meeting  of  the 
Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection  14°.  The  extra  seating  during  the  past 
season  has  proved  inadequate  on  numerous  occasions,  and  an  architect 
has  been  appointed  to  study  the  feasibility  of  providing  even  larger 
quarters  for  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies. 

Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection  14°  continued  its  healthy  growth  and 
high  standard  of  interest  and  enthusiasm  during  the  past  Lodge  season. 
The  degrees  4°  -  14°  being  exemplified  during  the  winter  months  in  full 
ritualistic  form.  A  class  of  twenty-five  initiates  receiving  the  degrees 
in  extenso  during  the  season  1946-7. 

The  essential  degrees  were  conferred  at  our  Reunion  in  April  on  a 
class  of  forty  initiates.  It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  refer  to  the  fine  type 
of  men  seeking  admission  into  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry,  and  augurs  well  for  the  success  of  the  Rite. 

In  Bethesda  Chapter  Rose  Croix  18°  continued  enthusiasm  and 
growth  prevailed  during  the  past  season.  The  Fifteenth  and  Eighteenth 
Degrees  were  conferred  upon  a  class  of  forty-seven  candidates.  Degree 
teams  for  the  16th  and  17th  degrees  have  recently  been  appointed  to 
provide  exemplification  of  these  degrees  during  the  coming  season. 

Attendance  at  the  Easter  Ceremonies  of  Bethesda  Chapter  Rose 
Croix  increased  over  previous  years,  the  attendance  on  Maundy  Thurs¬ 
day  being  384,  and  Easter  morning  401. 

Brandon  Chapter  Rose  Croix  reports  an  attendance  on  Maundy 
Thursday  of  48,  and  Easter  morning  35,  their  membership  being  scattered 
over  the  country  makes  it  extremely  difficult  to  have  a  large  attendance 
at  the  Easter  Ceremonies. 

Manitoba  Consistory  under  the  leadership  of  Ill.'.Bro.'.C.  R.  Sayer 
33°  experienced  a  very  active  and  progressive  1946-7  season.  In  Sep¬ 
tember  by  special  dispensation  of  the  Deputy,  Manitoba  Consistory  32° 
met  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  city  of  Brandon  for  the  purpose  of 
conferring  Degrees  19  -  30  upon  a  class  of  31  candidates.  During  the 
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following  month  of  October  a  further  class  of  43  candidates  received  the 
same  degrees  in  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg. 

Subsequently  these  combined  classes  received  the  31st  and  32nd 
Degrees  in  Winnipeg  on  March  21st,  1947. 

International  visitations  were  made  by  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
Ill.’.Bro.'.C.  R.  Sayer  33°,  officers  and  members  of  Manitoba  Consistory 
to  the  Valleys  of  Minot  and  Minneapolis.  These  visits  resulted  in  return 
visits  to  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  other 
brethren  from  Minneapolis  and  Minot  to  witness  conferring  of  the  31st 
and  32nd  Degrees  by  Manitoba  Consistory. 

Annual  Returns  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  as 
of  June  30tli,  1947,  show  a  net  increase  in  the  Winnipeg  Lodge  of 
Perfection  14°,  of  49.  Bethesda  Chapter  Rose  Croix  18°,  an  increase  of 
34,  and  Manitoba  Consistory  32°,  an  increase  of  64. 

Brandon  Lodge  of  Perfection  14°  shows  a  net  increase  of  13,  while 
Brandon  Chapter  Rose  Croix  remains  the  same  as  last  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  BRITISH  COLUMBIA 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Again  I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  the  following  report  on 
Scottish  Rite  matters  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  for  the  year 
ending  June  30th,  1947. 

Briefly,  I  can  state  with  considerable  satisfaction  and  pleasure  that 
the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  British  Columbia  have  had  a  most  successful 
year;  successful  both  as  to  growth  and  work  well  done. 

I  have  visited  all  the  Bodies  in  the  province  with  the  exception  of 
Kootenay  Lodge  of  Perfection.  I  found  it  quite  impossible  to  make  this 
trip  but  propose  paying  them  a  visit  when  work  is  resumed  this  fall.  I 
however,  have  good  reports  from  them  and  am  satisfied  that  they  are 
carrying  on  the  work  in  a  manner  which  would  meet  with  approval.  They 
have  had  a  very  successful  year  as  will  be  shown  later  by  my  statistical 
report;  the  fourteenth  degree  was  conferred  by  them  on  a  class  of  twelve 
on  June  21st,  last. 

Visitations: 

One  of  the  special  events  in  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  this  province 
during  the  year  was  the  celebration  of  the  50th  anniversary  of  Vancouver 
Lodge  of  Perfection.  This  took  place  on  Saturday,  Sept.  14th,  1946  and 
was  well  attended.  A  brief  outline  of  the  history  of  the  Lodge  was 
delivered  which  proved  very  interesting. 

On  Tuesday,  Dec.  10th,  1946,  I  visited  Moray  Chapter  Rose  Croix 
at  Vernon,  delivered  the  charter  granted  by  Supreme  Council  at  its  1946 
session,  constituted  the  Chapter  and  assisted  in  installing  the  officers. 
This  was  an  historic  occasion,  consummating  as  it  did  the  excellent  work 
done  by  the  Knights  of  the  Valley  of  Vernon  and  bringing  into  full

installed  the  officers. 

April  10th,  1947  I  attended  Vancouver  Rose  Croix  Chapter  and 
witnessed  the  installation  of  the  officers  by  Ill/.Bro.'.F.  J.  Burd  33°. 

April  17tli,  1947,  I  visited  Victoria  and  installed  the  officers  of 
Victoria  Rose  Croix  Chapter. 

On  June  5th,  1947,  I  visited  Vernon  on  the  occasion  of  the  annual 
Reunion  of  the  Okanagan  Lodge  of  Perfection.  Unfortunately  on  account 
of  sudden  illness  I  was  unable  to  attend  the  meeting  but  I  received  most 
satisfactory  reports  from  those  Ill.  Brethren  who  accompanied  me.  The 
meeting  was  well  attended  and  as  is  always  the  case  in  the  Valley  of 
Yernon,  a  most  hearty  and  fraternal  welcome  was  extended  to  us.

Each  of  the  above  was  granted  for  what  I  considered  good  and 
sufficient  cause.

We  have  received  requests  from  the  Ill.  Deputies  of  other  provinces 
for  the  conferring  of  degrees  on  their  candidates  all  of  which  we  have 
been  pleased  to  grant.  We,  on  the  other  hand  have  received  similar 
courtesies  from  the  Ill.  Deputies  of  other  provinces.  To  them  we  tender 
our  grateful  thanks. 

Easter  Ceremonies: 

The  ceremonies  were  again  well  attended  as  shown  by  the  following 
figures.  The  degree  work  in  Vancouver  was  carried  out  in  an  excep¬ 
tionally  able  and  impressive  manner  while  Maundy  Thursday  ceremonies 
were  performed  with  dignity  and  attention  to  detail.  I  am  assured  that 
these  remarks  apply  equally  to  both  the  Victoria  and  Vernon  Chapters. 

Following  the  Easter  morning  ceremonies  the  members  were 
addressed  by  Ill.'.Bro.'.H.  H.  Watson  33°  on  “a  message  for  Easter”.  A 
well  prepared  address,  delivered  in  his  usual  able  manner,  made  a 
profound  impression  on  all  who  heard  it.

From  the  above  you  will  note  that  there  has  been  a  substantial 
growth  in  all  the  Bodies  of  the  Bite  in  this  province  throughout  the 
year;  the  candidates  have  been  carefully  selected  and  have  shown  a 
keen  interest  in  the  teachings  of  the  several  degrees  through  which  they 
have  passed. 

In  making  my  several  visits  I  have  examined  minute  books,  accounts 
and  procedure  generally  and  am  well  satisfied  that  our  Statutes  and 
Begulations  are  being  adhered  to  by  the  Scottish  Bite  Bodies  in  British 
Columbia. 

All  annual  returns  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General  accompanied  by  the  necessary  remittances. 

In  closing  may  I  express  my  appreciation  of  the  kind  attention 
which  I  have  received  from  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  his  able 
assistant. 

And  now  just  one  word  of  thanks  and  gratitude  to  those  Illustrious 
Brethren  who  have  so  ably  assisted  me  during  the  year  and  those  who 
have  extended  courtesies  during  my  several  visitations — all  of  which 
are  deeply  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  ALBERTA 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  have  the  honour  for  the  first  time  to  submit  to  you,  as  Deputy 
for  the  Province  of  Alberta,  my  report  upon  the  activities  of  the  various 
Bodies  working  in  this  province  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1947. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  for  me  to  refer  to  the  circumstance 
under  which  I  became  Illustrious  Deputy  for  Alberta,  the  resignation  of 
Illustrious  Brother  E.  A.  Braithwaite,  M.D.,  who  had  occupied  this 
exalted  position  for  thirty-five  years  and  who  marks  this  year  his  jubilee 
in  the  A.  &  A.S.B. 

Deservedly  popular  among  his  brethren,  all  were  sorry  to  learn  of  a 
rather  sudden  illness  which  seized  upon  him  a  little  more  than  a  year  ago 
but  from  which  he  appears  to  be  making  a  fair  recovery.  It  was  obvious 
the  work  of  the  Deputyship  imposed  too  great  a  strain  upon  him  and 
very  wisely,  in  the  opinion  of  his  friends,  he  relinquished  office,  his 
resignation  being  accepted  with  expressions  of  regret  and  eulogy  for  his 
past  work,  by  the  Supreme  Council  at  Quebec  in  October  1946,  and  the 
rank  of  Past-Active  conferred  upon  him. 

Though  in  his  86th  year  he  is  still  retained  as  Provincial  Chief 
Coroner  for  the  Province  of  Alberta  and  everyone  will  wish  that  he  be 
spared  for  more  years  of  usefulness  and  service. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  a  most  flourishing  condi¬ 
tion  for  all  the  Bodies  in  this  Province.  The  Calgary  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion  14°  shows  a  net  increase  of  45;  the  Delta  Sovereign  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  18°  shows  a.  net  increase  of  29;  the  Edmonton  Lodge  of 
Perfection  14°  shows  a  net  increase  of  28;  the  Mizpali  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  18°  shows  a  net  increase  of  12;  the  Alberta  Consistory  32°  shows 
a  net  increase  of  39. 

The  hand  of  death  has  robbed  us  of  18  of  our  brethren  whom  we 
mourn,  grateful  for  the  contribution  they  individually  made  to  the 
dissemination  of  our  philosophy  in  their  impact  upon  the  circle  in  which 
they  moved. 

Mention  is  made  in  another  place  of  the  passing  of  two  of  our  most 
eminent  brethren,  Ill. '.Bro.'. Fred  English  and  Ill/.Bro.'.E.  T.  Bishop. 
Both,  in  their  day,  gave  of  their  best  and  in  remembrance  they  compel 
our  homage. 
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The  sorrow  endured  by  our  Supreme  Council  in  having  lost  one  of 
their  most  illustrious,  faithful  and  accomplished  brethren  is  our  sorrow. 
We  sincerely  mourn  the  death  of  the  Illustrious  Grand  Prior,  the  Most 
Reverend  Derwyn  Trevor  Owen,  one  who  endeared  himself  and  gave  of 
himself  to  all  his  Brethren  throughout  this  great  Dominion. 

We  entertain  the  kindliest  remembrance  of  his  last  visit  to  us  at  the 
Epiphany  last  year  and  his  eloquence  in  reminiscence  and  encouragement 
for  the  days  ahead  will  long  remain  an  inspiration  for  all  who  were 
privileged  to  hear  him. 

Apart  from  the  numerical  strength  accruing  to  us  during  the  year 
there  has  appeared  an  even  closer  fraternal  relationship,  reflected  in  the 
increased  attendances  at  our  gatherings  and  in  the  number  of  visitors 
who  have  essayed  the  journey  of  some  four  hundred  miles  to  be  with 
their  brethren  in  Calgary  and  Edmonton  respectively.  In  my  own  visits 
to  Calgary  I  have  been  accompanied  by  a  goodly  number  of  the  Edmon¬ 
ton  brethren  and  profit  and  pleasure  resulted  therefrom. 

A  marked  feature  of  the  year’s  survey  is  the  increased  interest  in 
the  ceremonial  and  ritual  of  our  assemblies  evinced  by  so  many  of  the 
brethren,  and  from  reports  we  receive  from  our  own  brethren  who  are 
privileged  to  visit  throughout  the  Dominion  we  feel  we  do  not  fall  far 
short  of  the  excellent  standard  set  by  our  brethren  East  and  West. 

During  the  year  the  Constans  Drama  was  again  presented  in  a 
most  acceptable  manner  under  the  guidance  of  Ill. ’.Bro.'. John  Martland 

90° 
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Aided  by  the  generosity  of  a  member,  the  whole  cast  appeared  in 
costumes  reflecting  the  greatest  credit  upon  those  who  designed  and 
fabricated  them. 

Ill.*. Bros. '.Crane-Williams  and  Galbraith  witnessed  the  dramatic 
work  of  the  31st  and  32nd  degrees  at  the  Spring  Reunion  Assembly  in 
Hamilton  this  year  and  have  expressed  the  greatest  admiration  for  it  in 
its  new  form  and  setting. 

Ill.’.Bro.'.Crane-Williams  also  witnessed  the  Constans  Drama  in 
Montreal  and  declares  he  was  never  more  moved  by  any  Masonic 
presentation  than  when  he  saw  this  superbly  acted  morality  play. 

We  expect  shortly  to  receive  the  script  of  the  revised  Military 
Drama  and  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  merits  of  both,  though  if 
the  Military  Drama  assumes  the  pre-eminence  it  may  be  some  time  before 
it  could  be  portrayed  in  Edmonton,  as  much  time  for  practice  and  cash 
for  adequate  presentation  will  be  required. 
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The  Easter  Ceremonies  were  attended  by  increased  numbers  both  in 
Calgary  and  in  Edmonton,  the  former  Brethren  being  favoured  with  an 
address  from  Ill. ".Bro. '.John  Martland,  while  in  Edmonton  the  address 
was  delivered  by  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.A.  M.  Macdonald. 

During  the  year  talks  upon  matters  affecting  Freemasonry  in  general 
and  the  A.  &  A.S.  Rite  in  particular  have  been  given  and  after  listening 
to  one  upon  the  history  of  the  Rite,  it  was  generally  felt  that  more  time 
and  attention  should  be  given  to  this  educational  feature  of  our 
activities. 

The  urge  to  “enlarge  the  coasts”  within  the  confines  of  our  province 
slowly  but  surely  gains  momentum. 

Red  Deer  has  the  subject  of  a  Perfection  Lodge  constantly  in  mind, 
and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  on  Maundy  Thursday  when  it  became 
impossible  for  several  of  our  Brethren  to  journey  to  Calgary  or  Edmon¬ 
ton,  they  obeyed  the  ancient  charge  to  assemble  together  and  a  very 
reverential  and  dignified  unofficial  meeting  was  held  with  Ill.’. Bro. *. 
F.  P.  Galbraith  directing  their  intentions. 

Lethbridge  has  proceeded  apace;  some  eighteen  Scottish  Rite  mem¬ 
bers  have  enthusiastically  engaged  themselves  in  sounding  out  likely 
candidates  and  already  there  appear  some  thirty  names  on  a  prospective 
list. 

Accommodation  for  meetings  is  assured  them  by  the  Masonic  Temple 
Board  in  Lethbridge  and  ere  June  of  next  year  we  hope  to  see  this  new 
child  safely  brought  to  birth. 

The  social  side  of  our  existence  does  not  wane.  Ladies’  nights,  both 
in  Calgary  and  in  Edmonton,  are  evenings  of  delight  in  which  friendships 
are  renewed  and  the  heart  taught  how  to  remain  young. 

Golf  tournaments  and  bonspiels  to  the  fore  in  their  respective 
seasons  give  the  members  opportunities  to  appreciate  the  sportsmanship 
that  can  never  be  dissociated  from  the  brethren  of  the  mystic  tie  and 
the  utmost  excitement  prevails  as  the  trophies  presented  by  our  revered 
stalwarts  are  striven  for. 

As  I  write  and  for  months  past,  the  thought  uppermost  in  the 
minds  of  our  Brethren  is  the  forthcoming  visit  of  the  Supreme  Council 
to  Alberta. 

If  experience  confirms  what  anticipation  prepares,  eur  Rulers 
Supreme  will  take  home  to  the  East  and  in  their  hearts  much  of  the 
sunshine  of  Alberta.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  SASKATCHEWAN 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

The  Scottish  Rite  brethren  of  Saskatchewan  join  in  extending  a 
hearty  welcome  to  Supreme  Council  on  its  visit  to  “the  West”  and  assure 
the  members  that  from  this  tour  will  come  fresh  inspiration  and  renewed 
enthusiasm  for  the  work  of  the  Order  in  these  far  reaches  of  the  juris¬ 
diction. 

Subject  to  reservations,  the  year,  in  my  province,  has  been  successful 
and  satisfactory.  The  Craft  set  new  records  for  increased  membership 
and  the  Scottish  Rite  has  made  relatively  corresponding  gains.  Appended 
is  a  statistical  table  showing  details  of  membership  and  increases  in  the 
several  Bodies.  In  Lodges  of  Perfection  against  a  gross  increase  of  121 
there  were  losses  of  24  making  the  net  increase  97  and  the  total  mem¬ 
bership  1139.  This  is  cited  to  bring  to  attention  the  high  percentage  of 
loss  suffered  annually  and  the  resultant  necessity  for  constant  activity 
to  interest  worthy  Master  Masons  to  join  with  us.  While  numbers  are 
not  the  prime  consideration,  they  are,  nevertheless,  essential  for  our 
continued  existence. 

The  unhappy  incident  which  occurred  in  Saskatoon  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection,  as  fully  reported  by  the  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander,  interfered,  not  only  with  the  usual  harmony  of  that  splendid 
Body,  but  was  reflected  in  reduction  of  the  number  of  new  members 
admitted.  We  earnestly  hope  that  the  breach  has  been  healed  and  that 
the  coming  year  will  be  marked  not  only  by  fresh  demonstrations  of 
brotherly  love  and  forbearance,  but  by  the  accession  of  new  members 
in  goodly  numbers. 

During  the  year,  eleven  regular  Reunions  were  held  by  the  several 
Bodies  and  three  special  classes  arranged,  one  by  Saskatoon  Lodge  of 
Perfection  at  North  Battleford  and  two  by  Consistory  at  Moose  Jaw 
and  Saskatoon.  This  enterprise  of  occasionally  “taking  the  Lodge  to 
the  members’’  is  highly  popular  and  greatly  appreciated  by  those  resid¬ 
ing  at  points  remote  from  the  Orients  of  the  Bodies.  Official  visits  have 
been  made  to  all  Lodges  and  the  work  as  observed  is  consistently  of  a 
high  order  evincing  thoughtful  study  and  faithful  practice  to  the  end 
that  the  initiates  may  be  soundly  instructed  in  the  teachings  of  the 
Order.  A  feature  was  the  large  number  of  new  members  employed  in 
the  various  casts.  In  the  work  of  visitation  I  acknowledge  the  splendid 
services  rendered  by  Illustrious  Brothers  Ross,  Hedley  and  McKinnon 
in  representing  Supreme  Council  in  my  stead  and  of  the  support  given 
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Die  by  other  Honorary  Inspectors-General  on  the  occasion  of  my  official 
visits.  The  work  of  the  secretaries  of  the  several  Bodies  is  again  com¬ 
mended  and  the  notices  of  meetings,  and  for  Eeunions,  have  added  to 
the  interest  and  success  thereof. 

The  Easter  Ceremonies  both  in  attendance  as  recorded  hereunder, 
and  in  interpretation,  attained  a  high  standard  and  indicated  a  sincere 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  officers  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  directive 
issued  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

Various  dispensations  as  required  were  issued  and  reported  promptly 
and  all  statutory  returns  were  filed  in  due  time  as  required. 

We  again  acknowledge  with  thanks  fraternal  services  rendered  and 
courtesies  extended  by  the  Illustrious  Deputies  for  South  Florida,  British 
Columbia  and  Alberta,  and  by  officers  of  several  Scottish  Rite  Bodies 
to  whom  our  letters  of  recommendation  were  presented  by  members 
travelling  beyond  our  borders.  Within  our  province  the  practice  of  ex¬ 
changing  accredited  representatives  as  visitors  to  other  Reunions  has 
been  extended  with  splendid  results  both  fraternally  and  in  improved 
degree  work.  Intervisitation  is  a  Masonic  privilege  of  inestimable  value. 
In  the  Valley  of  Regina,  a  Scottish  Rite  degree  team  has,  on  several 
occasions,  on  invitation,  conferred  Craft  degrees,  thus  strengthening  the 
ties  that  bind  our  Order  to  the  Craft.  Representatives  of  the  Preceptory 
and  the  Rite  have  exchanged  fraternal  visits  officially. 

Our  Scottish  Rite  enterprise  for  the  “relief  of  Corinth”  as  reported 
a  year  ago  was  completed  early  this  year  by  the  safe  delivery  to  in¬ 
dividual  sufferers  of  every  article  donated.  The  expense  of  delivery 
exceeded  our  estimate,  but  the  Brethren  promptly  subscribed  double  the 
amount  required  to  take  care  of  the  deficit  and  we  were  thereby  enabled 
to  send  further  supplies  of  needed  drugs  to  supplement  our  former  con¬ 
tributions.  Messages  of  heartfelt  thanks,  including  a  gracious  acknow¬ 
ledgement  from  the  Archbishop  of  Corinth,  who  acted  on  the  committee 
for  distribution,  were  conveyed  personally  to  the  various  Bodies  by 
Illustrious  Brother  Plasteras  whose  graphic  recital  of  the  needs  and 
sufferings  of  his  countrymen  and  of  what  our  effort  had  meant  to  some 
of  them  brought  home  to  each  the  duty  to  render  aid  to  Europe’s  suf¬ 
fering  peoples — a  duty  even  more  compelling  today  than  at  any  previous 
time.  From  our  experience  we  feel  strongly  that  Supreme  Council  might 
well  sponsor  a  united  effort  of  all  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  in  some  such  humanitarian  project. 

It  was  with  deep  sorrow  and  a  sense  of  personal  loss  that  we  heard 
of  the  sudden  passing  of  Most  Reverend  Brother  Owen,  our  Illustrious 
Grand  Prior,  great  statesman  of  the  Church  and  true  Mason.  His  early 
associations  with  the  AVest  and  his  later  interest  in  its  development 
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endeared  him  to  thousands  of  Westerners,  who  mourn  his  untimely 
passing  and  join  with  us  in  expressing  heartfelt  sympathy  to  those  he 
left  behind. 

Preparations  are  now  being  made  for  Fall  Reunions  and  officers 
report  prospects  bright  for  good  classes.  However,  crop  conditions,  in 
large  areas  of  the  wheat  belt  are  this  year  very  unsatisfactory,  and  it 
is  to  be  anticipated  that  the  number  of  new  members  will  be  fewer.  We 
shall  have  time  to  consolidate  our  recent  gains  and  to  give  attention  to 
mastering  the  fundamentals  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  order  that 
we,  and  those  who  have  recently  joined  with  us  may  become,  in  fact, 
as  well  as  in  name,  Masters  of  the  Royal  Secret.  As  such  we  would  then, 
be  constrained  in  this  hour  of  the  world’s  great  need,  to  put  into  prac¬ 
tice  those  sublime  teachings  “for  the  benefit  of  our  country,  and  man¬ 
kind”  and  the  preservation  of  our  civilization. 

This  is  our  task.

Rev.  Robert  John  Renison  32°  be  granted  permission  to 
receive  the  degree  of  Inspector-General  33°  at  the  next 
Annual  Session,  he  having  been  nominated  and  elected  at 
our  Meeting  in  Quebec,  but  being  unavoidably  absent  at  our 
present  Session.  His  request  was  granted. 
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The  Deputy  for  Nova  Scotia  presented  the  regrets  of 
Ill. \Bro.\ Archdeacon  Walter  Earl  Ryder  32°,  who  had 
been  nominated  and  elected  to  receive  the  degree  of  Inspec¬ 
tor-General  33°  at  this  Session,  but  who  had  been  unable  to 
attend  and  asked  that  Bro. ‘.Ryder  be  coroneted  at  the  next 
Annual  Session.  His  request  was  granted. 

On  motion  of  Ill. ‘.Bros. ’.Stanton  and  Simpson,  the 
Grand  Secretary-General  was  instructed  to  print  the  names 
of  the  elected  nominees  for  the  degree  of  Inspector-General 
33°  in  the  Annual  Proceedings. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.James  A.  Simpson  33°,  Deputy  for  Ontario, 
addressed  the  brethren  briefly  asking  for  their  co-operation 
in  suggesting  to  the  Deputies  the  names  of  Sublime  Princes 
who  in  their  opinion  had  merited  advancement  to  the 
Supreme  Council. 

The  Grand  Secretary-General  reported  that  a  number 
of  the  Consistories  felt  that  a  new  application  form  for 
candidates  taking  the  degrees  from  19  -  32  inclusive  should 
be  prepared.  By  unanimous  consent  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence  and  Legislation,  through  its  chairman,  Ill.’. 
Bro. ‘.Douglas  Fraser  33°,  presented  an  amendment  to  the 
Statutes  and  Regulations  as  follows: 

“Resolved  that  Art.  76  be  amended  by  substitut¬ 
ing  for  “thirtieth”  in  the  sixth  line  thereof  the  words 
“thirty-second”  and  by  deleting  therefrom  all  the 
words  from  and  including  “in”  in  the  said  line  to 
“degree”  in  the  eighth  line  thereof. 

The  said  section  76  shall  then  read — 

“Art.  76 — Separate  applications  must  be  made, 
and  ballots  taken  as  follows : — For  the  degrees  from 
the  fourth  to  the  fourteenth  inclusive,  in  the  Lodge  of 
Perfection ;  for  the  degrees  from  the  fifteenth  to  the 
eighteenth  inclusive,  in  the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix ;  for 
the  degrees  from  the  nineteenth  to  the  thirty-second 
inclusive,  in  the  Consistory  of  Sublime  Princes  of  the 
Royal  Secret”. 

The  resolution  of  the  Committee  was  received  and,  on 
motion,  unanimously  adopted.

ON  CHARGE  OF  UNMASONIC  CONDUCT 
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To  the  Supreme  Council,  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 

Rite  of  Freemasonry : 

Your  Commission  appointed  to  hear  the  charge  of  un- 

masonic  conduct  laid  against - of  the  Sovereign 

Chapter  Rose  Croix  in  Regina  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

The  charge  against  him  is  that  he  did  not  subscribe  to 
the  obligation  of  the  18th  Degree. 

Mr.  -  was  admitted  as  a  Knight  Rose  Croix  in 

Regina  on  the  17th  day  of  April  1924,  he  being  one  of  a 
class  of  twenty-three  candidates. 

Mr.  -  did  not  appear  in  person  before  the  com¬ 

mission  but  filed  a  written  statement  from  which  the  fol¬ 
lowing  is  taken — “I  could  not  take  the  Rose  Croix 
obligation,  being  of  the  Jewish  Faith.” 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  commission  and  we  so  find 
that  all  Knights  Rose  Croix  must  take  the  obligation  which 
binds  to  secrecy  the  secrets  or  mysteries  of  the  Order  and 
pledges  allegiance  to  the  Sovereign  Chapter  and  to  the 
Supreme  Council. 

Your  commission  therefore  recommends  that  the 
suspension  imposed  upon - be  continued  indefinite¬ 

ly  until  such  time  as  he  subscribes  to  the  obligation  and 
when  this  is  done  the  matter  of  his  restoration  can  be 
further  considered.

The  securities  set  forth  in  the  Schedule  of  Investments  amounting  to 
$224,452.17  are  held  and  certified  to  by  The  Canada  Permanent  Trust 
Company. 

The  bank  balances  with  The  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce,  Hamilton, 
$14,237.47  after  providing  for  outstanding  cheques  and  Canada  Perman¬ 
ent  Mortgage  Corporation,  Toronto  $1,573.28  are  verified  by  direct  con¬ 
firmation. 


The  Operating  Receipts  of  $25,883.51  and  Payments  of  $25,897.66 
show  Expenditure  in  excess  of  Receipts  of  $14.15,  which  would  have  been 
a  credit  balance  but  for  the  change  in  closing  at  July  31st  previously 
August  31st,  as  the  Receipts  are  reduced  by  income  of  $680.00  receivable 
in  August.

THE  MOST  PUISSANT  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Again  we  are  indebted  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  a 
faithful  account  of  his  stewardship:  a  masterly  review  of  Scottish  Rite 
activities — an  inspiring  message  of  hope  and  a  clear  call  to  service. 

We  heartily  endorse  his  expression  of  thanks  to  our  hosts  for  their 
generous  hospitality  and  his  tribute  to  Illustrious  Brother  Braithwaite, 
a  pioneer  Freemason  and  dean  of  Western  Grand  Masters.  The  historical 
data  presented  in  successive  allocutions  is  of  great  interest  and  will,  in 
time,  provide  source  material  for  a  complete  history  of  the  Rite  in  the 
Dominion.

We  admire  the  assiduity  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in 
paying  fraternal  visits  to  numerous  Bodies  of  the  Bite  and  assure  him 
that  he  is  welcome  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  Jurisdiction. 
As  our  official  representative  on  other  occasions,  he  consistently 
enhances  the  reputation  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Dominion  of 
Canada.  For  the  faithful  performance  of  these  exacting  duties,  the 
thanks  of  Supreme  Council  are  tendered. 

The  summary  of  membership  and  the  evidence  of  the  healthy  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Order  in  this  particular  is  gratifying  to  us  as  it  is  to  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  to  whose  progressive  leadership  much  of 
the  advance  is  justly  attributable. 

We  note  with  satisfaction  the  success  of  the  Western  Tour  made  in 
conjunction  with  this  Session  of  Supreme  Council,  another  step  in  the 
advancement  of  Masonic  fellowship  in  this  Dominion-wide  Jurisdiction.

The  recognition  of  various  Councils  will  no  doubt  be 
specifically  dealt  with  by  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Delations. 

We  congratulate  the  Illustrious  Brethren  who  have  been  honored 
by  appointment  as  Grand  Depresentatives  of  Ireland  and  Scotland,  and 
recommend  that  the  choices  as  made,  be  confirmed.

The  credit  for  the  improvement  in  the  conduct  of  the  Easter  Cere¬ 
monies  is  due,  in  large  measure,  to  the  attention  given  thereto  by  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  and  we  trust  he  will  continue  to  exercise 
vigilance  in  this  matter  and  regarding  improper  publicity  as  referred  to 
in  his  directive. 

We  recommend  the  approval  of  the  disbursement  of  funds  for 
charitable  purposes  by  the  special  committee  as  reported  and  refer  to 
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Supreme  Council,  for  its  earnest  consideration,  the  request  for  a  further 
vote  for  benevolence. 

In  this  connection  we  make  the  suggestion  that  the  time  has  arrived 
when,  in  view  of  the  many  donations  now  being  made  for  charitable 
purposes  through  so  many  different  organizations,  and  our  reported 
financial  position,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  his  Committee 
should  consider  further  disbursements  from  Supreme  Council  for 
benevolence  on  the  basis  of  emergent  relief  and  urgent  necessity. 

We  commend  the  consistent  stand  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander,  in  his  capacity  as  such,  in  insisting  on  uniformity  of  ritual  and 
strict  adherence  to  the  degree  work  as  approved  and  adopted  by  Supreme 
Council. 

We  recommend  to  Supreme  Council  its  approval  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander’s  action  in  dealing  with  the  incident  referred  to  in 
his  Allocution  under  the  heading  of  Rulings. 

We  agree  that  in  the  interests  of  harmony  all  details  concerning 
this  unusual  situation  should  be  excluded  from  the  printed  record. 

We  think,  however,  that  the  portion  of  this  section  which  deals  with 
“character  committees”  is  of  such  vital  importance  that  it  should,  with 
the  necessary  changes,  including  an  expression  of  disapproval  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  Supreme  Council  acting  thereon,  be  included  in  the  printed 
report. 

The  proposal  to  adopt  an  advance  itinerary  for  Annual  Sessions  has 
great  merit  and  we  are  heartily  in  accord  therewith,  as  we  are  with  the 
appointment  of  a  Select  Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Constitution. 
Supreme  Council  should  take  early  action  at  this  session  to  implement 
these  recommendations. 

The  clarion  call  to  service  and  sacrifice  with  which  this  splendid 
Allocution  closes  should  be  answered  by  each  and  every  brother  of  the 
Rite  throughout  our  wide-spread  Jurisdiction, — “Lead  on,  and,  with  God’s 
help,  we  will  follow  wheresoever  you  lead.”

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
THE  GENERAL  STATE  OF  THE  RITE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

The  responsibility  of  setting  down  a  comprehensive  digest  of  the 
State  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  so  wide  a  country  as  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  even  when  indicated  by  the  Reports  of  the  Illustrious  Deputies 
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whose  territorial  jurisdictions  cover  this  vast  area,  presents  at  once  a 
great  problem  and  a  great  opportunity. 

The  note  of  confident  advance  is  struck  in  all  Deputies’  Reports. 
No  Valley  indicates  a  recession,  and  the  increase  in  membership  and  in 
sustained  interest  in  every  province  merits  our  grateful  acknowledge¬ 
ment  to  all  those  whose  untiring  efforts  and  gifts  of  heart,  mind, 
strength  and  substance  have  furthered  the  progress  of  the  Rite  so 
signally  in  the  past  year.

The  study  of  these  figures  shows  a  healthy  growth  in  all  parts  of 
the  Rite,  New  Brunswick  showing  the  largest  percentage  gains  in  the 
Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Consistory,  and  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward 
Island  the  largest  in  Rose  Croix  Chapter  membership.  Only  in  Rose 
Croix  Chapters  have  the  comparative  net  increases  dropped  behind  1946. 

Membership  in  the  Rite  has  not  quite  kept  pace  with  the  increase 
in  Craft  Masonry  on  the  basis  of  percentages,  but  the  relative  propor¬ 
tions  show  a  remarkable  constancy  over  the  last  three  years,  as  between 
the  various  Bodies. 

Certainly  the  figures  taken  together  or  separately  indicate  that 
steady  progress  is  being  made,  and  the  rate  of  increase  appears  to  be 
reasonably  constant  throughout  the  three  year  period  of  1945,  1946  and 
1947. 

A  great  deal  of  thought  and  discussion  has  been  given  to  the 
relative  proportions  of  intermembership  as  between  Craft,  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  Rose  Croix  Chapters  and  Consistories.  These  appear  about 
constant  at  8%,  65%,  60%  and  39%  respectively. 

While  it  is  unfortunate  that  only  8  out  of  100  Master  Masons  in 
Canada  join  the  Rite  and  that  only  39  out  of  100  who  join  Lodges  of 
Perfection,  go  forward  to  finish  their  researches  in  the  Consistory,  still 
it  is  surely  of  equal  concern  that  only  65  out  of  100  14°  Masons  con¬ 
tinue  to  the  18°. 

Master  Masons  pursue  their  search  for  Masonic  light  and  learning 
undoubtedly  for  a  variety  of  personal  reasons,  and  these  reasons,  and 
the  course  adopted  by  their  brethren  in  close  association,  determine  the 
path  they  follow,  if  they  wish  to  proceed.  All  things  being  equal  and  if 
they  are  actuated  by  a  love  for  Freemasonry  and  its  teachings,  then  the 
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chances  are  that  they  will  select  the  avenue  which  offers  the  most  con¬ 
genial  path.  Many  Master  Masons  never  aspire  to  any  further  advance¬ 
ment,  being  entirely  satisfied  with  the  immediate  advantages  they  have 
acquired,  and  to  which  Craft  Masonry  entitles  them,  and  not  being  at 
all  interested  in  its  moral  philosophy  or  its  lessons  for  life  and  living  in 
intimate  fellowship  with  their  fellowmen  and  with  God.  While  it  is  not 
possible,  according  to  our  ancient  landmarks  that  solicitation  should  be 
permitted  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  membership  of  Craft  Lodges, 
it  is  permissible  and  expedient  that  a  proper  form  of  approach  and 
invitation  should  be  employed  in  extending  the  membership  and  influ¬ 
ence  of  the  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry.  But  this  should  never  take 
the  form  of  high  pressure  competitive  bidding  for  Craft  Masons  to  join 
the  Rite  in  contradistinction  to  other  branches  of  Freemasonry.  It 
should  always  be  remembered  that  while  Masonry  is  a  luxury  for  the 
enjoyment  of  men  fitted  to  participate  in  its  privileges,  still  the  Scottish 
Rite  has  a  specialized  system  of  teaching,  and  of  government  and 
inculcates  its  lessons  to  delineate  a  particular  type  of  social,  political, 
moral  and  spiritual  interpretation  of  the  eternal  verities,  which  all  types 
of  men  cannot  understand  and  appreciate  in  the  same  way  or  to  the  same 
extent.  While  numbers  are  gratifying,  and  aid  in  solving  many  problems 
of  organization  and  finance,  in  themselves  they  do  not  contribute 
strength,  if  with  the  numbers  there  is  not  an  intense  loyalty  to  the  ideals 
and  a  firm  determination  to  maintain  and  uphold  the  tenets  and  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  Rite  and  steadfastly  to  observe  obedience  to  the  obligations 
entered  upon. 

There  will  always  be  certain  parts  of  the  Masonic  structure  which 
appeal  more  to  certain  brethren  than  do  other  parts,  and  some  of 
these  objectives  in  Masonic  membership  may  have  pre-eminence 
because  of  opportunities  of  frolic  and  fraternal  benevolence  and  achieve¬ 
ment  in  humanitarian  efforts  financed  by  means  denied  to  the  Craft 
generally.  This  is  all  very  understandable,  and  often  commendable  for 
many  Scottish  Rite  Masons  derive  more  benefit  and  pleasure  in  the 
appeal  of  certain  degrees  than  they  get  from  others  in  the  system.  This 
tends  to  prove  that  the  utmost  care  should  be  used  to  attract  to  our  Rite 
those  who  are  fitted  for  more  than  financial  reasons  to  carry  out  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  Scottish  Rite  Masons.  For  in  the  last 
analysis  the  test  of  the  Rite  will  be  the  character  and  purpose  of  its 
members,  who  by  the  pre-eminence  of  the  qualities  of  fraternal  brother¬ 
hood,  exemplified  by  daily  lives,  which  shine  forth  the  precepts  of  the 
Rite,  that  they  attract  and  command  the  regard  and  esteem  of  all  with 
whom  they  come  in  contact.  Then  Craft  members  will  want  to  enter 
into  more  intimate  association  with  them  in  the  environment  and  the 
atmosphere  where  these  qualities  are  nurtured  and  flourish. 

Rumor  has  it  that  in  certain  places  there  is  stern  competition  for 
candidates  for  the  so-called  “Higher  Degrees”.  This  should  never  be, — 
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for  Masonry  in  all  its  various  branches  has  great  lessons  to  teach  and 
great  labours  to  perform  in  many  areas  of  human  relationships,  and  in 
evincing  an  unswerving  devotion  and  loyalty  to  Almighty  God. 

One  most  arresting  and  helpful  communication  has  been  received 
from  our  Grand  Treasurer-General  in  response  to  the  request  of  this 
Committee  for  relevant  material  for  inclusion  in  this  Report.  It  deals 
in  part  with  this  particular  matter.  As  Immediate  Past  Grand  Master* 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  his  observa¬ 
tions  are  of  particular  value,  and  the  liberty  is  taken  of  quoting  portions 
of  his  letter. 

“We  need  the  goodwill  of  Craft  Masonry,  and  never  has  there  been 
a  greater  need  for  co-operation”. 

“The  State  of  the  Rite  and  the  Condition  of  Masonry  are,  in  my 
opinion,  synonymous  terms.  In  my  opinion,  we  in  common  with  the 
church  have  failed  to  ‘sell’,  if  I  may  use  the  word,  to  our  membership  the 
idea  that  they  as  individuals  were  doing  anything  worthwhile  or 
accomplishing  any  results.  We  have  devoted  too  much  time  and  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  tangibles,  which  anyone  can  see  and  appreciate,  and  have 
neglected  the  intangibles.  The  result  is  a  very  large  percentage  of  both 
our  members  pay  their  dues  or  their  monetary  commitments  as  their  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  tangible  work  of  their  lodge  or  church.  They  have 
done  their  whole  duty  as  they  see  it.  They  feel  that  they  themselves 
have  benefitted  in  some  measure  and  their  usefulness  ends  there,  entirely 
overlooking  the  influence  of  themselves  as  individuals  or  the  institutions 
upon,  and  their  contribution  to,  the  good  of  society  in  general.  I  am 
firmly  convinced  that  to  attain  the  success  we  so  earnestly  seek,  ways 
and  means  must  be  found  of  convincing  the  individual  that  he  is  doing 
something  and  that  he  is  accomplishing  results. 

“I  wish  every  Mason  in  Canada  could  have  heard  Harold  Young’s 
address  along  these  lines  in  July. 

“As  the  result  of  the  past  two  years’  experience,  I  am  more  firmly 
convinced  than  ever  of  the  lack  of  appreciation  by  our  members  of  the 
intangibles,  or  as  our  late  Bro.  Owen  called  them,  the  imponderables”. 

Briefly,  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  offers  to  Craft 
Masons  whose  zeal  and  aspirations  are  towards  a  more  abundant 
knowledge  of  the  philosophical  teaching  of  Freemasonry,  a  fellowship  in 
the  understanding  of  the  great  fundamental  truths  by  which  man  lives 
and  advances  towards  a  more  perfect  understanding  of  his  destiny  in 
fulfilling  the  purposes  of  his  Creator  in  harmonious  co-operation  with  his 
fellowman.  The  Rite  does  this  by  a  system  of  teaching  in  degrees,  which 
are  complete  in  themselves  and  not  designed  to  lead  on  to  further 
Masonic  advancement  or  to  qualify  for  anything  other  than  a  richer  and 
fuller  life  here  and  an  appreciation  of  that  life  which  is  eternal. 
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The  Easter  Ceremonies  have  always  been  a  focal  point  of  our 
Scottish  Rite  observances,  and  the  table  appended  indicates  the  attend¬ 
ances  and  percentages  with  a  comparison  covering  percentage  totals  for 
three  years.

There  has  been  a  steady  appreciable  improvement  in  the  recorded 
attendance  at  the  Easter  season  in  the  different  provinces.  From 
observations  in  the  Deputies’  Reports,  it  would  appear  that  isolated 
Knights  Rose  Croix  were  beginning  to  hold  this  solemn  tryst  by  gather¬ 
ing  where  they  could  conveniently  meet  when  it  was  impossible  to  join 
their  Brother  Knights  in  Rite  apartments.  In  no  case  however  has  a 
record  been  kept  of  such  additional  attendance  and  the  number  of  such 
Knights  has  not  been  included  in  any  statistical  return.  It  would  seem 
appropriate  that  such  gatherings  should  be  encouraged  and  records  for¬ 
warded  to  the  nearest  Rose  Croix  Chapter  in  the  province  to  be  appended 
to  their  returns  in  order  that  these  statistics  may  reflect  the  spirit  in 
which  the  obligation  of  the  Knights  is  being  performed.  In  view  of  the 
emphasis  laid  upon  this  matter  of  Easter  Observances  by  our  M.'.P.*. 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  and  the  essential  place  it  occupies  in  our 
Scottish  Rite  system  and  in  our  religious  faith,  it  is  clear  that  more 
specific  intimation  should  be  given  to  all  Knights  to  remind  them  of 
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their  duty  and  privilege  and  to  indicate  how  the  difficulties  of  place 
and  environment  can  be  overcome  and  a  fitting  ceremony  observed 
where  attendance  in  the  Chapter  is  impossible. 

All  Deputies  refer  to  the  excellent  ritualistic  work  being  done  within 
the  Valleys  under  their  care.  Special  interest  is  being  shown  in  the 
“Constans  Degree”  which  has  been  portrayed  in  nearly  all  the  provinces 
but  Ontario  and  been  most  enthusiastically  acclaimed.  There  is  evidence 
throughout  the  reports  that  an  ever  increasing  number  of  degrees  are 
being  worked,  and  that  extra  personnel  are  constantly  being  employed, 
which  adds  vital  interest  to  a  wider  circle  of  members  as  the  number  of 
workers  is  increased.  The  officers  of  the  several  Bodies  have  received 
sincere  praise  for  their  efforts  and  achievements  during  the  past  year. 

Owing  to  the  constantly  increasing  membership,  it  is  evident  that 
the  apartments  of  the  Rite  are  becoming  inadequate  to  accommodate  the 
attendances,  and  many  Valleys  are  commenting  on  the  need  of  larger 
quarters.  This  is  a  healthy  sign,  but  care  should  be  taken  before  engag¬ 
ing  in  extensive  building  operations  at  the  present  unsettled  state  of 
construction  costs. 

Throughout  Masonry  in  Canada  there  has  been  a  general  review  of 
the  financial  obligations  and'  implications  of  granting  life  memberships 
without  adequate  provision  of  resources  to  provide  for  the  carrying 
out  of  the  long  term  financing  of  the  Body.  Many  Lodges  and 
Chapters  are  suffering  greatly  from  the  lack  of  income  owing  to  the 
great  preponderance  of  life  members  who  have  ceased  to  contribute  any 
revenue.  A  solution  has  been  attempted  by  utilizing  actuarial  tables  to 
compute  the  cost  of  life  membership  in  terms  of  the  age  of  the  member 
and  the  revenue  required  during  his  lifetime.  It  would  be  well  if  the 
Rite  Bodies  would  review  their  financial  situation  in  the  light  of 
possible  future  difficulties  with  a  view  to  correcting  their  position  when 
initiation  fees  are  perhaps  more  abundant  than  in  the  future  when 
economic  conditions  may  interfere  with  the  size  of  classes.  It  is  sound 
economics  that  operating  costs  should  be  met  by  current  revenue,  which 
should  be  in  the  form  of  dues  paid  by  the  members,  either  annually  or 
from  the  income  of  invested  funds  which  actuarily  provide  the  equiva¬ 
lent  of  dues  for  each  member’s  lifetime, — these  invested  funds  having 
been  provided  by  the  member’s  own  initiation  fee,  which  has  been  ear¬ 
marked  for  that  purpose  from  the  time  of  his  joining.  This  practice 
would  obviate  the  danger  of  accepting  candidates  on  the  basis  of  their 
initiation  fees  rather  than  the  moral  and  fraternal  qualifications. 

Reference  in  a  special  section  of  the  reports  of  the  1944  and  1945 
Committee  on  the  General  State  of  the  Rite  has  been  made  to  specific 
matters  recommended  for  discussions  and  having  a  bearing  on  the  future 
progress,  and  prosperity  of  the  Rite.  While  some  of  the  items  (a)  to  (j)

of  1944  and  (1)  to  (7)  of  1945  have  received  consideration,  and  some 
relate  particularly  to  war  conditions,  yet  there  is  still  an  abundance  of 
material  for  thought  and  in  the  event  of  the  most  urgent  matters  not 
being  dealt  with  at  this  Annual  Session,  it  might  be  practicable  to 
appoint  special  committees  with  assigned  items  to  report  upon  during 
the  year  to  the  M.'.P.b Sovereign  Grand  Commander  when  appropriate 
action  could  be  taken. 

This  Report  would  be  incomplete  without  recording  the  great  loss 
the  Rite  has  sustained  since  our  last  Assembly  in  the  passing  of  the 
Primate  of  all  Canada,  Ill.  Bro.  Most  Reverend  Derwyn  Trevor  Owen, 
our  Illustrious  Grand  Prior  and  Ill.  Bro.  William  Hugh  Wardrope, 
K.C.,  Past  M.*.P.\ Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  both  of  whom  have 
given  such  distinguished  service  to  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  and  to  this 
Supreme  Council.  Their  lives  have  been  shining  examples  of  those  things 
the  Rite  strives  to  inculcate  in  the  Fraternity  to  inspire  a  richer  service 
for  God  and  for  our  fellowmen. 

The  “News  Letter”  of  the  Northern  Jurisdiction  is  a  most  interesting 
commentary  on  Rite  affairs  in  the  Northern  Jurisdiction  U.S.A.  Some 
such  bulletin  for  Canada  might  contribute  to  the  solidarity  of  our  Rite 
and  the  interest  of  our  general  membership  in  Rite  affairs  beyond  their 
own  particular  Valley.  The  Western  Tour  of  Supreme  Council  this  year, 
in  addition  to  the  visits  of  our  M.'.P.’. Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to 
both  West  and  East  in  recent  years,  has  done  very  much  to  bind  the 
Scottish  Rite  Masons  of  Canada  into  an  understanding  fraternal  unity. 
Now  that  we  know  each  other  better,  and  the  ties  of  fraternal  affection 
are  strong,  it  would  seem  an  appropriate  time  to  institute  air  effective 
means  of  closer  touch  with  our  mutually  interesting  activities  at  more 
frequent  intervals.  As  members  of  the  Rite  circulate  in  the  course  of 
business  or  pleasure  across  the  Dominion,  their  principal  mode  of  casual 
recognition  is  the  “Ring”,  symbol  of  Eternity  and  unbroken  friendship, 
the  visible  mark  of  a  mutual  compact.  Its  wearers  should  always  greet 
each  other  with  the  fraternal  interest  and  mutual  regard  which  the 
fellowship  of  kindred  interests  and  obligations  should  inspire. 

In  conclusion  it  is  proper  to  report  that  the  Illustrious  Deputies, 
after  giving  full  and  faithful  accounts  of  diligence  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  find  the  Rite  advancing  everywhere  throughout  the 
Dominion,  its  name  and  reputation  high  and  its  influence  for  good  in¬ 
creasing.  New  Valleys  are  struggling  towards  the  time  when  they  will 
be  recognized.  New  initiates  are  coming  forward  who  bear  promise  of 
being  the  strength  and  support  of  the  future  years.  The  spirit  of 
fraternal  interest  and  mutual  regard  is  evident  in  inter-visitations 
between  Provinces  and  the  United  States,  and  by  the  presence  among  us 
of  an  increasing  number  of  our  distinguished  brethren  from  beyond  the 
seas.  Yet  we  should  never  become  complacent  and  self-satisfied  with 
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our  own  happy  state,  but  should  gird  ourselves  with  all  the  inherent 
strength  of  purpose  of  our  beloved  Rite,  that  we  may  worthily  contribute 
towards  the  re-establishment  of  happiness  to  the  less  fortunate  of  our 
fellowmen — 


Clear  before  us,  through  the  darkness, 
Gleams  and  burns  the  guiding  light; 
Brother  clasps  the  hand  of  brother, 
Stepping  fearless  through  the  night.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RITUALS 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

The  Committee  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic  Matter  presents  its  report 
on  its  activities  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council. 

The  Committee  expresses  its  gratification  with  the  reports  of  the 
excellent  presentation  of  the  degrees  in  the  Lodges,  Chapters  and  Con¬ 
sistories.  All  the  Bodies  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  have  added  to  their 
membership,  thereby  creating  a  greater  interest  in  general,  as  well  as  a 
greater  incentive  on  the  part  of  the  officers  to  maintain  the  high  stand¬ 
ard  of  efficiency  in  the  presentation  of  the  degrees  and  a  desire  to  leave 
a  lasting  impression  for  good  upon  the  recipients. 

The  Thirtieth  Degree,  Knight  Kadosh,  after  some  unforeseen  delays, 
has  been  completed,  and  is  now  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary-General  for 
distribution  to  the  various  Consistories. 

A  further  re-editing  of  the  Thirty-First  Degree,  and  drama  of  the 
Thirty-Second  Degree  was  considered  advisable,  especially  in  the  dramas, 
and  they  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  for  completion. 
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Council  will  recollect  that  during  the  second  Executive  Session  in 
1946  a  report  was  presented  on  the  suggested  changes  in  the  wording  of 
the  Lecture  in  the  4th  Degree  and  it  was  decided  to  leave  this  matter 
open  for  another  year. 

During  that  interval  several  members  of  the  Council  devoted  careful 
thought  to  this  particular  item  and  your  Committee  tenders  its  thanks 
and  appreciation  for  their  helpful  suggestions,  which  have  enabled  us  to 
present  what  is  hopefully  believed  to  be,  not  only  a  satisfactory  change, 
but  an  actual  improvement  on  the  paragraphs  to  which  objection  was 
taken. 

Your  Committee  has  been  made  aware  of  a  growing  feeling  among 
the  members  of  our  Consistories  and  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix,  that  some 
significant  alteration  be  permitted  in  respect  to  the  14°  ring,  which  would 
designate  the  advance  of  the  wearer  to  a  higher  degree. 

Your  Committee  recognizes  full  well  that  our  Statutes  and  Regula¬ 
tions  in  describing  the  Ring  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  provide  explicitly 
-as  follows: — 

“Alterations  or  additions  to  the  symbol  on  the  ring 
purporting  to  show  that  the  wearer  has  received  a 
higher  degree  are  not  permissible.” 

However,  it  would  seem  that  some  official  notice  might  be  taken  of 
the  apparently  sincere  desire  for  a  different  emblem  to  show  the  at¬ 
tainment  of  the  higher  degrees.  The  Committee  would,  therefore,  recom¬ 
mend  to  the  Council  that  it  give  thoughtful  attention  to  this  matter  and, 
if  considered  advisable,  direct  the  Committee  to  bring  in  specific  recom¬ 
mendations  to  the  next  Annual  Meeting.

Bro. '.John  H.  Cowles  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  responded  in  a 
light  vein,  adding  a  more  serious  note  in  regard  to  the  work 
he  expected  of  his  own  members  and  of  all  Scottish  Rite 
brethren.  P.’.Bro.’. George  E.  Bushnell  33°,  Lieut. ‘.Grand 
Commander  of  the  Northern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  referred 
to  the  great  pleasure  he,  with  Mrs.  Bushnell,  had  enjoyed  on 
the  extended  trip  we  had  made  prior  to  arriving  in  Calgary 
and  hoped  that  many  of  our  members  would  be  able  to 
attend  the  Annual  Session  of  the  Northern  Supreme  Coun¬ 
cil  to  be  held  in  Cincinnati,  September  23rd.  In  calling  on 
Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Major  R.  L.  Loyd  33°  of  the  Supreme  Council  for 
England  and  Wales,  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
again  referred  to  the  very  handsome  scroll  presented  by 
Bro. ’.Loyd  on  behalf  of  his  Supreme  Council  and  also 
advised  the  brethren  that  Major  Loyd  had  personally 
presented  to  our  Council  a  very  handsome  ash  tray, 
made  of  stone  and  metal  taken  from  the  ruins  of  that 
portion  of  the  Houses  of  Parliament  in  London  that 
had  been  bombed  in  the  early  days  of  the  War.

Major  Loyd  expressed  his  thanks  for  the  cour¬ 
tesies  and  hospitality  extended  to  himself,  Mrs,  Loyd  and 
Miss  Zelda  Loyd  since  their  arrival  in  Canada,  throughout 
the  Western  trip  and  at  Calgary.  He  spoke  very  highly  of 
Canada’s  record  through  the  War  years  and  since  and 
hoped  that  it  would  be  possible  for  many  of  our  members  to 
visit  the  old  Mother  Land  and  our  brethren  there  under 
happier  conditions  than  at  present  prevailed.

M.A.,  D.D.,  D.C.L.,  33° 

The  death  of  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Most  Rev.  Derwyn  Trevor 
Owen,  M.A.,  D.D.,  D.C.L.,  33°,  Active  Member  and  Grand 
Prior  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
Archbishop  of  Toronto,  and  Primate  of  all  Canada,  occurred 
with  tragic  suddenness  in  Toronto  on  April  9th,  1947. 

He  was  born  in  Twickenham,  England,  July  29th,  1876, 
the  son  of  Trevor  Randulph  Owen,  an  officer  of  the  11th 
Hussars,  while  his  mother  was  a  daughter  of  Surgeon-Gen¬ 
eral  Paynter,  C.B.  At  the  age  of  six,  our  late  brother  was 
brought  to  Canada  by  his  father  to  a  homestead  near  Bran¬ 
don,  Manitoba,  and  five  years  later  the  family  moved  to 
Gore’s  Landing  on  the  shore  of  Rice  Lake,  not  far  from 
Peterborough,  Ontario,  where  the  future  Archbishop 
attended  school.  Later  his  education  was  continued  at 
Cobourg  and  Toronto,  where  he  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Trinity  College. 

In  1900  Derwyn  Trevor  Owen  was  ordained  deacon 
and,  a  year  later,  priest  in  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St. 
Alban,  Toronto,  and  in  1901-2  he  spent  some  time  in  Eng¬ 
land  doing  parochial  work.  Returning  in  1902  to  the  curacy 
of  St.  James’  Cathedral,  Toronto,  he  remained  till  1908 
when  he  was  made  Rector  of  Holy  Trinity  Church. 

In  December  of  1914,  Ill. ‘.Bro.*. Owen  was  transferred 
from  the  Diocese  of  Toronto  to  the  Diocese  of  Niagara,  suc¬ 
ceeding  Rev.  Almon  Abbott  as  Rector  of  Christ’s  Church 
Cathedral,  Hamilton,  and  later  as  Dean  of  Niagara.  In 
1925,  following  the  death  of  Bishop  Clark,  Dean  Owen  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  and  was  consecrated  Bishop  of 
Niagara  on  June  24th,  1925.  In  1932,  with  the  retirement 
of  Archbishop  Sweeney  from  the  See  of  Toronto,  Bishop 
Owen  was  elected  and  translated  to  become  Bishop  of  Tor¬ 
onto  and  in  August,  1934,  he  succeeded  Most  Rev.  C.  L.' 
Worrall  as  Primate  of  All  Canada.  His  elevation  to  the 
Primacy  met  with  warm  approval  throughout  the  entire 
denomination  and  the  Archbishop  proved  an  indefatigable 
worker,  with  a  positive  genius  for  organization.  He 
travelled  extensively  throughout  Canada  and  was  known 
and  loved  in  every  part  of  the  Church  of  England  in  the 
Dominion. 
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He  took  an  early  and  active  interest  in  Freemasonry, 
which  increased  with  the  passage  of  the  years.  Initiated 
in  Ionic  Lodge,  No.  25  G.R.C.,  Toronto,  January,  1905,  he 
affiliated  with  The  Barton  Lodge,  No.  6,  G.R.C.,  Hamilton, 
in  1915.  He  received  his  14°  in  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion,  January,  1918,  his  18°  in  Hamilton  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  June,  1918,  and  his  32°  in  Moore  Sovereign  Con¬ 
sistory,  January,  1920.  For  many  years  he  headed  the  cast 
of  the  19°,  and  successive  reunion  classes  bear  loving  testi¬ 
mony  to  his  dignified  and  sympathetic  interpretation. 
Supreme  Council  called  him  to  Honourary  Membership 
October  4th,  1927,  and  his  election  and  installation  as 
an  Active  Member  followed  in  October,  1934. 

After  the  death  of  Ill.'.Bro/.W.  M.  Logan  33°,  Arch¬ 
bishop  Owen  was  elected  to  succeed  him  as  Grand  Prior  of 
the  Supreme  Council  in  October,  1937,  which  office  he  held 
until  his  death. 

In  1928,  he  was  elected  to  membership  in  the  Provin¬ 
cial  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  and  in  its 
solemn  and  impressive  ritual  and  the  intimacy  of  its  per¬ 
sonal  friendship  he  found  and  frequently  expressed  his 
deep  satisfaction.  He  had  filled  the  office  of  Provincial 
Grand  Chaplain  for  ten  years. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  the  former  Nora  Grier 
Jellett  whom  he  married  in  April,  1904,  two  sons  and  two 
daughters;  his  youngest  son,  a  captain  in  the  army,  was 
killed  in  action. 

Ill.*.Bro.\Rt.  Rev.  L.  W.  B.  Broughall  33°,  Bishop  of 
Niagara,  pays  the  following  moving  tribute  to  his  memory: 

“An  uninterrupted  and  close  association  and  friend¬ 
ship  of  fifty-three  years  enables  me  to  speak  with  some 
knowledge  of  the  character  and  work  of  Derwyn  Trevor 
Owen,  Lord  Archbishop  of  Toronto  and  Primate  of  All 
Canada,  whose  recent  death  has  brought  such  profound 
sorrow  to  his  friends  and  widespread  sense  of  loss  through¬ 
out  Canada  and  beyond. 

“His  work  and  the  high  honours  he  attained  are  already 
recorded.  How  fruitfully  and  faithfully  he  carried  out  his 
increasing  responsibilities  is  affirmed  by  the  tributes  paid 
to  him  by  leaders  of  all  religious  communions  in  Canada 
and  by  public  men  representing  all  phases  of  our  common 
Canadian  life.  All  these  expressions  of  regard  are  alike  in 
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this,  that  while  acknowledging  the  great  gifts  of  leadership 
and  wisdom  he  possessed,  and  the  use  he  made  of  them  for 
the  benefit  of  the  cause  he  maintained,  special  emphasis  is 
laid  on  his  character  and  the  impression  it  made  on  indivi¬ 
duals  and  assemblies  that  looked  to  him  for  guidance.  In 
assembly,  with  a  group,  or  with  an  individual,  there 
emanated  from  Derwyn  Owen’s  personality  something  that 
made  one  feel  better  and  surer  of  good  things.  His  genuine 
sympathy  and  understanding  made  him  easy  to  approach. 
His  wide  experience  and  sense  of  humour  made  him  a  de¬ 
lightful  companion.  He  had  a  deep  sense  of  duty,  a  tolerant 
mind  and  kindly  soul.  While  holding  firmly  to  his  own 
convictions,  he  was  always  able  to  grasp  the  point  of  view 
of  others.  Patient  with  those  who  sincerely  disagreed  with 
him,  he  was  impatient  of  all  that  was  petty  and  narrow  tin 
view.  These  qualities  assured  him  of  a  welcome  in  all 
gatherings  that  looked  forward  to  promoting  the  Christian 
religion  and  the  welfare  of  our  country. 

“His  service  to  Masonry  is  a  matter  of  proud  record. 
He  will  be  sadly  missed  in  our  Councils. 

“The  roots  of  his  fine  spirit  and  character  were  found 
in  his  abiding  faith  and  humble  service  of  Jesus  Christ  his 
Lord  and  Saviour.” 

The  funeral  of  the  late  Archbishop  was  held  in  St. 
James’  Cathedral,  Toronto,  on  Saturday,  April  12th,  and 
was  very  largely  attended.  The  cathedral  was  thronged  by 
leaders  in  church  and  state  and  in  the  business  and  fra¬ 
ternal  life  of  the  community.  His  Excellency  the  Governor- 
General  sent  a  representative  and  His  Honour  the  Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor  of  Ontario  attended  in  person.  The  Most 
Worshipful  the  Grand  Master,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  and  the  Deputy  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  the 
Royal  Order  of  Scotland  were  among  the  honourary  pall¬ 
bearers.  The  Deputy  for  Ontario,  the  Deputy  for  Quebec 
and  a  very  large  number  of  Active  and  Honourary  Members 
attended. 

The  service  was  most  impressive  in  its  simplicity  and 
interment  took  place  in  the  graveyard  of  St.  John’s  Church, 
York  Mills,  the  committal  service  being  read  by  his  long¬ 
time  friend  and  brother,  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Niagara.

Most  Puissant  Brother  William  Hugh  Wardrope,  K.C., 
33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme 
Council  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada  died  at  his  late 
residence,  Hamilton,  on  June  27th,  1947,  after  a  long  and 
tedious  illness,  borne  with  exemplary  fortitude. 

William  Hugh  Wardrope  was  born  in  Ottawa,  Ontario, 
August  12th,  1860,  a  son  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Wardrope, 
D.D.,  one  time  Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada,  and  Sarah  Masson,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Thomas  Masson,  Kingston,  Ontario.  He  received  his 
education  in  the  Ottawa  public  schools  and  in  the  collegiate 
institute  at  Guelph,  where  his  father  enjoyed  a  long  and 
distinguished  pastorate.  After  matriculation  he  read  law 
with  Guthrie,  Watt  &  Cutten  of  Guelph  and  was  called  to 
the  Ontario  bar  in  1884.  For  some  time  he  practiced  his 
profession  in  Guelph,  removing  to  Hamilton  in  1892.  For 
several  years  he  served  as  secretary  of  the  Private  Bills 
Committee  and  assistant  law  clerk  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  in  Ontario,  and  on  his  resignation  from  these 
offices  in  1901  to  return  to  private  practice  he  was  pre¬ 
sented  with  an  address  signed  by  every  member  of  the 
House  in  appreciation  of  his  courtesy  and  ability.  He  re¬ 
ceived  the  patent  of  King’s  Counsel  in  1902. 

After  engaging  in  practice  he  became  interested  in 
provincial  politics  and  was  an  unsuccessful  candidate  for 
the  Ontario  Legislature  in  1908.  His  interests  were  wide 
and  varied.  During  the  first  Great  War  he  was  President 
of  Hamilton  Branch,  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society,  from 
1915  to  1918  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Aged  Women’s  Home.  For  twelve  years  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Hamilton  General  Hospital 
and  was  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Building  Committee  of 
the  Young  Women’s  Christian  Association.  He  was  an  en¬ 
thusiastic  lover  of  Charles  Dickens  and  for  many  years  was 
President  of  the  Dickens  Fellowship. 

A  man  of  intense  religious  convictions,  he  was  brought 
up  in  the  faith  of  his  fathers  and  was  an  elder  in  MacNab 
Street  Presbyterian  Church,  Hamilton,  for  many  years. 
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After  the  disruption  in  1925  he  affiliated  with  Melrose 
United  Church,  in  which  he  continued  to  serve  as  a  member 
and  an  officer  until  laid  aside  by  illness. 

His  Masonic  history  is  long  and  full  of  interest. 
Initiated  in  Acacia  Lodge,  No.  61,  Hamilton,  in  July,  1895, 
he  was  installed  as  its  Wor.  Master  'in  1906.  Six  years  later 
he  was  elected  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  the  Ham¬ 
ilton  District  and  served  in  this  office  for  the  term  1912- 
1913.  He  became  Deputy  Grand  Master  1915-1917  and 
filled  the  chair  of  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  the 
years  1917-1919.  In  June  of  1919  he  represented  his  Grand 
Lodge  at  the  Masonic  Peace  Conference  in  London,  Eng¬ 
land,  where  representatives  were  assembled  from  all  parts 
of  the  British  Empire  and  from  many  of  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  the  United  States  of  America.  Until  his  physical  powers 
failed  him  he  retained  a  lively  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  of  the  Craft  which  he  loved. 

He  was  a  member  of  Hiram  Chapter,  No.  2,  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Canada,  and  a  Past  Grand  Registrar  of  the 
Grand  Chapter.  He  was  also  a  member  of  Godfrey  de 
Bouillon  Preceptory,  K.T. 

He  entered  the  Scottish  Rite  in  January,  1903  and  com¬ 
pleted  his  Consistory  degrees  in  December  of  that  year.  He 
served  as  Most  Wise  Sovereign  of  Hamilton  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  in  1910-1911.  In  1918  he  received  the  coronet 
of  an  Inspector-General  33°  and  was  admitted  to  Honourary 
Membership  in  Supreme  Council.  Active  Membership  was 
conferred  upon  him  in  October,  1925.  Nine  years  later  at 
the  triennial  Session  held  in  Montreal  he  was  elected  M.\ 
P.\ Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council 
and  filled  this  office  until  October,  1940.  He  loved  the  Rite, 
took  the  keenest  pleasure  in  its  work,  was  extremely  popular 
with  his  brethren  and  was  never  so  happy  as  when  engaged 
in  fraternal  visiting,  where  his  genial  personality  and  his 
oratorical  gifts  always  assured  him  a  hearty  welcome. 

He  was  the  Grand  Representative  of  the  Supreme 
Council  for  Scotland  near  our  Supreme  Council  and  was  an 
Honourary  Member  of  the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  South¬ 
ern  and  Northern  Jurisdictions,  U.S.A.  and  of  the  Supreme 
Councils  for  England  and  Wales,  etc.,  and  for  Scotland. 
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He  was  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Royal  Order  of 
Scotland  in  1917  and  took  the  deepest  satisfaction  in  its 
work,  although  he  never  held  office. 

Wardrope  Lodge,  No.  555,  Hamilton,  honoured  itself, 
as  it  honoured  him,  by  adopting  his  name  to  designate  the 
Lodge  when  it  was  warranted  in  July  of  1920. 

M.*. Bro. ’.Wardrope  was  married  in  1887  to  Elizabeth 
Stewart  Macdonald,  the  eldest  daughter  of  the  late  Dr.  John 
Duff  Macdonald  who  was  a  very  prominent  figure  in  the 
professional  life  of  Hamilton  in  the  eighties  and  nineties. 
Mrs.  Wardrope  died  in  1937,  leaving  three  sons  and  one 
daughter  of  the  marriage,  all  of  whom  survive  their  parents. 

Funeral  services  for  our  distinguished  brother  were 
held  in  Melrose  Church,  Hamilton,  on  Monday,  June  30th, 
conducted  by  the  minister,  the  Rev.  John  Mutch,  D.D. 
While  not  under  Masonic  auspices,  the  funeral  was  very 
largely  attended  by  members  representative  of  all  branches 
of  Freemasonry.  The  honourary  pallbearers  were  M.  Wor. 
Bro.  C.  S.  Hamilton,  Grand  Master;  Rt.  Wor.  Bro.  T.  H. 
Simpson,  Deputy  Grand  Master;  M.  Wor.  Bro.  R.  B.  Dar- 
gavel,  Past  Grand  Master;  the  M.’.P.*.  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Canada,  the  Ill.*. 
Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  Mr.  C.  W.  Reid 
Bowlby,  K.C.,  President  of  the  Hamilton  Law  Society.  The 
active  pallbearers  included  Ill.’.Bro.’.E.  B.  Thompson,  Pro¬ 
vincial  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  Rt. 
Wor.  Bro.  Ewart  Dixon,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada  in  Ontario  and  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Hon.  Colin  Gibson,  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State  for  Canada. 

So  passed  from  among  us  one  of  the  elder  brethren 
who  had  far  outlived  the  alloted  span  and  who  had  enjoyed 
to  the  full  his  association  with  his  brethren  in  all  walks  of 
life.  A  man  of  unimpeachable  integrity,  broad  charity  and 
an  inexhaustible  capacity  for  friendship,  he  touched  life  at 
many  points  and  has  left  us  the  richer  for  the  privilege  of 
his  acquaintance. 

To  his  family,  his  countless  friends  and  his  Masonic 
brethren  we  extend  our  sincere  sympathy. 

“And  he,  when  he  had  served  his  generation  by  the  will 
of  God,  fell  on  sleep  and  ivas  laid  unto  his  fathers”.

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ILL.’.BRO.’.  JABEZ  MILLER,  33° 

Ill.'.Bro.'.Jabez  Miller,  33,  Past  Active  Member  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  died  at  Grace 
Hospital,  Winnipeg,  on  September  4th,  1947,  following  a 
cerebral  haemorrhage. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.Jabez  Miller  was  one  of  the  best  known  and 
genuinely  loved  Freemasons  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba, 
and  by  his  death  Winnipeg  lost  one  of  its  prominent  citizens, 
whose  participation  in  many  organizations  devoted  to 
human  betterment  gained  for  him  the  reputation  of  being 
a  friend  to  the  poor  and  distressed,  in  whose  memory  he 
will  ever  live. 

Bro.’. Miller  was  born  in  Port  Hope,  Ontario,  9th  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1861,  and  received  his  education  in  the  public  and 
high  schools  of  that  town.  He  apprenticed  to  the  jewellery 
trade  in  1878,  and  came  to  Winnipeg  in  1882  with  his  then 
employer,  the  late  Mr.  D.  R.  Dingwall,  and  a  few  years  later 
was  one  of  the  founders  and  a  director  of  the  D.  R.  Dingwall 
Co.  Limited,  becoming  secretary-treasurer  of  the  company 
at  its  incorporation.  Bro. '.Miller  retired  from  the  vice¬ 
presidency  of  Birks-Dingwall,  jewellers,  in  1945,  after 
following  his  trade  for  66  years. 

He  was  an  active  churchman,  having  been  a  member 
of  Central  United  Church,  and  past  president,  and  past 
moderator  of  that  church,  later  connecting  himself  with 
Young  United  Church,  and  was  a  member  of  its  session  at 
the  time  of  his  death. 

For  many  years  Bro. '.Miller  served  on  the  Board  of 
Management  of  Manitoba  and  Wesley  Colleges,  also  on  the 
joint  executive  board  of  the  two  colleges,  and  for  twenty 
years  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  the  Y.M.C.A.  and  took 
an  active  part  in  all  its  affairs. 

Bro. ‘.Miller  was  initiated  in  Freemasonry  in  Hope 
Lodge,  No.  114,  G.R.C.,  Port  Hope,  Ontario,  and  raised  to 
the  Sublime  Degree  of  Master  Mason  in  that  Lodge,  Sep¬ 
tember  1st,  1893.  On  arriving  in  Winnipeg  he  affiliated 
with  Ionic  Lodge,  No.  25,  G.R.M.,  September  1st,  1899,  and 
was  elected  its  Worshipful  Master  in  1908,  and  D.D.G.M.  of 
the  First  Masonic  District  in  1912. 

In  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba,  he  held  the  position 
of  Grand  Treasurer  during  the  years  1920  to  1923,  and 
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Grand  Junior  Warden,  1924.  He  reached  the  high  office  of 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  in  1927, 
which  position  he  filled  with  quiet  dignity. 

In  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  Bro. ’.Miller  had  a  long 
and  successful  career,  receiving  the  4th  Degree  in  the  Win¬ 
nipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  5th  October,  1898,  and  the 
14th  Degree  20th  January,  1899;  in  Bethesda  Chapter,  Rose 
Croix,  the  15°  -  18°,  1903,  and  in  Manitoba  Consistory 
19°  -  32°,  21st  February,  1912. 

The  Supreme  Council  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
honoured  Bro. ’.Miller  by  conferring  upon  him  the  Degree 
of  Inspector-General  33°  at  London,  October  1917,  and 
elected  him  to  Active  Membership  at  Montreal  in  1922.  At 
that  same  Session  of  Supreme  Council,  Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Miller 
was  elected  Deputy  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  Province 
of  Manitoba,  which  high  position  he  held  for  many  years 
with  dignity  and  honour.  In  later  years  owing  to  failing 
health  Bro. ’.Miller  felt  compelled  to  apply  for  Past  Active 
rank,  which  was  granted  by  Supreme  Council  with  sincere 
regret  and  thanks  to  Bro. ’.Miller  for  many  years  for  faith¬ 
ful  service. 

Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Miller  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Mary  Isobel, 
two  daughters,  Beatrice  and  Phyllis,  also  one  son,  Gordon, 
and  one  grandson,  all  of  Winnipeg. 

The  funeral  service  was  held  on  Saturday,  September 
6th,  1947,  with  interment  in  the  family  plot  In  Elmwood 
Cemetery,  Rev.  Dr.  W.  E.  Donnelly,  pastor  of  Young  United 
Church  conducting  the  service,  assisted  by  Rev.  Dr.  George 
A.  Woodside  33°. 

Ill. ’.Bro. '.Miller  loved  his  home,  and  to  those  who  will 
miss  him  most  we  extend  our  sincere  sympathy.

ILL. -.BRO.-. ROBERT  FRANCIS  GREEN,  33 
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ILL. \BRO.-. ROBERT  FRANCIS  GREEN,  33° 

On  October  5th,  1946,  at  his  home  in  the  city  of  Vic¬ 
toria,  B.C.,  there  passed  from  our  midst  one  of  the  real 
pioneers  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  Senator 
Robert  Francis  Green  33°.  In  his  passing  British  Columbia 
has  lost  an  outstanding  citizen,  one  who  was  active  'in  both 
the  political  and  business  life  of  the  province  from  very 
early  days. 

Bro.h Green  was  born  at  Peterborough,  Ont.,  on  Nov. 
14th,  1861.  He  was  the  youngest  of  ten  sons — a  normal 
family  in  those  days.  His  father,  Benjamin  Green,  and  his 
mother,  Rebecca  (Lipsett)  Green,  emigrated  from  Ireland 
in  the  early  days  and  settled  in  the  then  back-woods  town 
of  Peterborough. 

He  attended  the  public  schools  and  collegiate  institute 
of  Peterborough  and  at  an  early  age  entered  the  employ  of 
his  father  who  carried  on  a  general  store  in  Peterborough. 

Some  time  in  the  latter  part  of  the  seventies  Brother 
Green  left  home  and  settled  in  Erie,  Penn.,  where  he  met 
the  lady  who  was  to  be  his  life  partner,  Cecelia  Elizabeth 
McDonnell.  They  were  married  Jan.  31st,  1889.  Three 
children  were  born  to  them — one  only  surviving  at  this  date, 
Major  Robert  Howard  Green,  Victoria,  B.C. 

In  April,  1882,  he  returned  to  Canada  and  joined  the 
great  army  of  Canadians  who  were  flocking  into  the  west. 
After  a  short  period  in  Winnipeg  he  decided  to  join  the 
construction  parties  which  were  pushing  through  the  build¬ 
ing  of  the  C.P.R.  He  continued  'in  this  work  at  various 
points  until  the  Riel  rebellion  broke  out  in  1885  when  he 
joined  the  troops  under  General  Strange  and  was  assigned 
to  the  commissariat  department  of  the  army.  At  the  close 
of  the  rebellion  he  proceeded  further  west  as  far  as  Revel- 
stoke,  B.C.,  where  he  entered  into  partnership  with  his 
brother,  S.  H.  Green,  in  the  general  store  business.  This 
undertaking  appeared  to  have  been  quite  successful  as  they 
gradually  expanded,  established  branches  under  the  name 
of  Green  Bros,  at  Illecillewaet,  Sproat’s  Landing  (now  Rob¬ 
son),  Ainsworth,  Kaslo,  and  other  points  in  the  Kootenay 
and  Slocan  mining  areas. 

Kaslo  afterwards  became  the  headquarters  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  which  was  later  amalgamated  with  other  businesses  of 
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a  similar  nature,  becoming  what  was  known  in  the  upper 
country  for  many  years  as  the  Byers,  Giegrich,  Green  Co., 
Ltd.  This  business  was  carried  on  for  a  number  of  years 
until  Bro.  Green  disposed  of  his  interests  in  Kaslo  and 
removed  to  Victoria  where  he  made  his  home  until  the  time 
of  his  death.  While  in  Victoria  he  was  interested  in  the 
general  agency  business  of  Green  &  Burdick  Bros.,  Ltd., 
and  was  on  the  directorate  of  several  B.C.  interests  includ¬ 
ing  the  News  Publishing  Co.  of  Nelson  and  the  Trail  Pub¬ 
lishing  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  was  a  director  of  the  Royal  Trust  Co. 
He  was  a  life-long  Conservative. 

Brother  Green  soon  took  an  active  interest  in  the  social 
and  political  life  of  the  upcoming  city  of  Kaslo.  In  1893  he 
was  elected  and  served  as  the  first  mayor  of  Kaslo  and 
served  again  in  the  years  1898-1899.  In  1898  he  was  elected 
to  represent  his  constituency  in  the  Legislature  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  where  he  remained  until  1908 
when  he  resigned.  During  this  time  he  served  under  the 
late  Sir  Richard  McBride;  part  of  the  time  as  Provincial 
Secretary,  Minister  of  Mines  and  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Lands  and  Works. 

He  was  elected  to  the  House  of  Commons  in  1912  where 
he  sat  until  1921  when  he  was  called  to  the  Senate.  Here 
he  remained  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

The  Masonic  history  of  Brother  Green  was  quite  out¬ 
standing.  He  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  Kaslo 
Lodge,  No.  25,  B.C.R.,  in  1895  and  by  special  dispensation 
of  the  Grand  Master  was  elected  worshipful  master  at  the 
annual  election  of  that  year.  In  1899  he  was  appointed 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Dist.  No.  6,  and  later  acted 
on  various  committees  in  Grand  Lodge. 

In  Capitular  Masonry  he  was  also  very  active.  He  was 
exalted  in  Kootenay  Chapter,  No.  3,  and  after  passing  the 
various  offices  was  elected  Z  in  1899  and  re-elected  in  1900. 
Bro. ‘.Green  was  interested  in  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  for 
some  forty-five  years,  receiving  his  14th  degree  in  the  Van¬ 
couver  Lodge  of  Perfection,  May  15th,  1901,  his  18th  degree 
in  Vancouver  Rose  Croix  Chapter,  Aug.  8th,  1902  and  his 
32nd  degree  'in  British  Columbia  Consistory,  Dec.  4th,  1915. 
His  activities  in  this  field  of  Masonry  were  recognized  by 
Supreme  Council  when  in  1933  he  was  elected  an  Honourary 
Inspector-General  33°,  an  honour  which  he  carried  with 
dignity  and  distinction. 
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In  addition  to  Bro.h  Green’s  Masonic  affiliations 
recited  above  he  was  one  of  the  very  early  members  of 
Western  Canada  Conclave,  No.  25,  Knights  of  Rome  and 
Red  Cross  of  Constantine;  he  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Royal  Order  of  Scotland. 

Bro.h Green  was  one  of  that  honoured  body  of  pioneers 
who  did  so  much  towards  settling  and  building  up  this  vast 
province  of  ours.  His  aim  was  not  so  much  “what  can  I  do 
for  myself?”  but  “What  can  I  do  to  help  develop  my 
country?”;  in  this  he  played  his  part  well  and  earned  the 
esteem  and  appreciation  of  all  who  knew  him. 

From  an  editorial  in  the  Nelson  Daily  News  I  quote  as 
follows : 

“No  man  possessed  more  lovable  qualities.  Throughout 
his  long  life — faithful  in  kindly  thoughtfulness  toward  all 
with  whom  he  came  in  contact — he  made  literally  thousands 
of  friends.  To  them  he  was  unswervingly  loyal  .  .  .  He 
liked  people.  He  found  deep  satisfaction  in  being  helpful 
to  them.” 

He  was  a  grand  old  man,  a  gentleman  of  the  old  school, 
of  pleasing  personality  and  kindly  heart  and  those  of  us 
who  knew  him  best  will  miss  him  most. 

To  his  widow  and  son  we  extend  our  deepest  sympathy 
in  their  bereavement.  A  kindly,  affectionate  husband,  a 
wise  and  understanding  father  and  a  good  citizen  has  gone 
to  his  reward.

Again  the  shadow  of  sorrow  has  crossed  the  threshold 
of  our  Supreme  Cpuncil  With  the  sudden  and  untimely 
passing  of  our  beloved  associate,  Ill.’.Bro.'.Morley  Eland 
MacKenzie,  who  died  at  his  home  in  Toronto  on  Sunday 
morning,  the  3rd  day  of  November,  1946,  in  his  57th  year, 
as  the  result  of  a  heart  attack. 

His  passing  was  an  especial  shock  because  after  listen¬ 
ing  to  a  broadcast,  he  retired  around  midnight  on  Saturday 
apparently  in  good  health.  Within  a  few  short  hours  he 
was  called  to  his  eternal  rest. 

He  was  born  at  Corinth,  Elgin  County,  Ontario,  the  son 
of  the  late  George  Alexander  and  Elmina  MacKenzie;  he 
married  Florence  Barbara  Edwards  of  Montreal,  Quebec, 
who  survives  him.  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.MacKenzie  was  educated  at 
Corinth  Public  School,  and  Tillsonburg  Collegiate.  He  en¬ 
tered  the  Traders’  Bank  as  a  junior  clerk  in  1907.  Follow¬ 
ing  amalgamation  With  the  Royal  Bank,  he  served  as  Man¬ 
ager  of  several  branches,  and  later  as  Inspector;  in  1921, 
he  resigned  to  organize  the  Ontario  Government  Savings 
Offices. 

His  services  in  the  field  of  Freemasonry  brought  to 
him  merited  honours.  He  served  with  distinction  as  Master 
of  two  Craft  Lodges,  Bay  of  Quinte  and  Kingsway.  He 
served  the  Grand  Lodge  A.F.  &  A.M.,  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  as  D.D.G.M.  of  Toronto  District  “B” ; 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  and  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance. 

He  was  a  member  of  St.  Patrick  Chapter,  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  a  member  of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
Toronto  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Moore  Consistory  and  was 
coroneted  on  the  3rd  of  October,  1944,  33°,  an  Honourary 
Member  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Dominion  of 
Canada. 

It  was  in  the  Ancient  Arabic  Order  of  Nobles  of  the 
Mystic  Shrine  where  his  exceptional  energy  and  warm, 
sympathetic  personality  found  their  most  responsive  recep¬ 
tion  in  their  extensive  charitable  work  for  crippled  children. 
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He  served  as  Potentate  of  Rameses  Temple,  as  repre¬ 
sentative  to  the  Imperial  Council  where  his  organizing  and 
financial  abilities  were  recognized  in  his  election  as  Im¬ 
perial  Potentate  in  1943,  the  first  Canadian-born  to  be 
elected  to  that  high  office. 

A  public  memorial  service  was  held  in  St.  Paul’s — 
Avenue  Road  United  Church,  conducted  by  Rev.  Dr.  W. 
Harold  Young  33°,  an  Honourary  Member  of  the  Supreme 
Council  A.&A.S.R.  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  at  which 
were  present  a  most  representative  company  of  friends  and 
acquaintances  from  every  walk  of  life  in  such  numbers  as 
to  tax  the  capacity  of  the  large  church. 

The  accomplishments  of  our  colleague  as  a  national, 
financial  and  fraternal  leader  were  numerous  and  of  en¬ 
during  value.  Recollection  of  his  kindly  vision,  personal 
charm  and  unfaltering  integrity  is  a  challenge  to  all  who 
work  for  a  brighter  to-morrow. 

In  his  passing  we  mourn  the  loss  of  a  great  leader,  a 
devoted  Mason  and  a  loyal  and  lovable  brother. 

As  Freemasonry  mourns  the  passing  of  one  of  its  dis¬ 
tinguished  members,  an  irreparable  loss  is  also  sustained  by 
his  family.  To  his  wife  and  kin  we  extend  our  heartfelt 
sympathy.

ILL. \BRO,\  JOHN  BABINGTON  MACAULAY  BAXTER,  33 
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ILL.  *.BRO.\ JOHN  BABINGTON  MACAULAY  BAXTER,  33° 

In  the  death  of  the  late  Chief  Justice  J.  B.  M.  Baxter, 
the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  has  lost  one  of  her  most 
distinguished  sons ;  few  men  have  made  a  greater  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  public  life  of  his  native  province.  He  was 
born  on  the  16th  day  of  February,  1868,  in  the  City  of  Saint 
John,  N.B.,  and  died  at  his  residence  in  Saint  John  West, 
December  27th,  1946. 

Educated  for  the  law,  he  was  called  to  the  Bar  of  the 
province  at  the  age  of  twenty-three  and  received  the  patent 
of  a  King’s  Counsel  in  1909.  He  was  appointed  Recorder  of 
the  City  of  Saint  John  in  1910  and  a  Judge  of  the  Appellate 
Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Brunswick  in  1931. 
In  1935  he  became  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
which  office  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

In  common  with  many  members  of  his  profession,  he 
took  an  early  and  active  interest  in  politics,  becoming  an 
alderman  of  the  city  of  Saint  John  at  the  age  of  twenty-four 
and  serving  his  city  in  that  capacity  for  thirteen  years. 

In  December  1911  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  New 
Brunswick  Legislature  and  became  Attorney  General  of  the 
Province  in  1914.  From  September  to  December  1921  he 
served  as  Minister  of  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  in  the 
Dominion  Cabinet,  sitting  as  member  for  Saint  John  City 
and  County  from  1921  to  1925.  In  the  latter  year  he  became 
Premier  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  which  position 
he  held  until  his  appointment  to  the  Bench  in  1931. 

He  had  an  interesting  military  career,  having  joined 
No.  2  Battery,  Brigade  Garrison  Artillery,  as  a  gunner  in 
May,  1888.  He  received  his  commission  as  Lieutenant  a 
year  later  and  rose  through  successive  promotions  to  be 
LieutjColonel  commanding  the  unit  in  1907,  retiring  in 
1912. 

His  Masonic  career  began  with  his  initiation  in  Carle- 
ton  Union  Lodge,  No.  8,  in  March,  1893  and  he  became  Wor. 
Master  in  1897,  serving  the  lodge  in  that  capacity  for  two 
years.  He  presided  over  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Bruns¬ 
wick  as  its  Grand  Master  1932  to  1934.  In  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  he  received  his  14°  in  October,  1921, 
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his  18°  in  May,  1922  and  his  32°  'in  October,  1924.  His 
Masonic  activity  was  rewarded  with  the  coronet  of  Inspec¬ 
tor-General  (Hon.),  October  3rd,  1933,  at  the  annual 
Session  of  Supreme  Council  held  in  Ottawa. 

Ill. *.Bro.\ Baxter  was  honoured  with  the  degree  of 
LL.D.  by  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  and  by  the 
University  of  St.  Joseph’s  College,  N.B.,  and  with  the  degree 
of  D.C.L.  by  King’s  College,  Windsor,  N.S. 

In  a  lifetime  of  faithful  service  to  his  city,  his  province 
and  his  country,  his  unfailing  kindness,  his  delightful 
humour  and  his  keen  sense  of  justice  endeared  him  to  his 
hosts  of  friends  and  made  his  companionship  a  rare  and 
valued  privilege.

A  real  pioneer  has  passed  to  his  rest  during  the  year, 
leaving  a  gap  in  the  ranks  of  our  Consistory  not  easy  to  fill. 
Ill. \Bro.\ English  died  in  Los  Angeles,  California,  on  Mon¬ 
day,  January  6th,  1947,  where  he  was  wintering  with  his 
wife  as  has  been  their  custom  for  some  years. 

He  was  born  at  Parkhill,  Ontario,  on  Sept.  15th,  1870, 
his  end  com'ing  in  his  77th  year. 

When  quite  a  child  his  parents  moved  west  to  Mani¬ 
toba,  settling  at  Virden,  his  father  establishing  a  hardware 
business  there.  At  that  time,  in  the  early  eighties,  Virden 
was  very  much  of  a  “canvas  town”,  most  of  the  people 
living  in  tents  while  building  more  permanent  dwellings. 

Unfortunately,  his  father  died  after  only  one  year  in 
Virden,  leaving  a  widow  and  six  children.  These  young 
folk  had  to  start  work  as  soon  as  possible  and  so  the  only 
education  our  Brother  received  was  the  little  gained  in  a 
school  in  Ontario  and  later  'in  a  course  in  a  business  college 
in  Winnipeg. 

At  the  age  of  17  Bro.‘. English  went  to  Calgary  and 
entered  the  service  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  re¬ 
maining  in  that  service  for  twenty-five  years,  as  telegra¬ 
phist  and  station  agent,  at  Medicine  Hat,  Walsh,  Banff,  Red 
Deer  and  Strathcona;  the  last  seven  years  of  his  railway 
service  was  as  agent  in  Calgary. 

Leaving  the  C.P.Ry.  in  1911  he  was  appointed  collector 
of  customs  at  the  “port”  of  Calgary,  continuing  in  that 
position  twenty-five  years,  being  retired  in  September, 
1936. 

After  his  retirement,  together  with  Mrs.  English  he 
divided  his  time  between  California  in  the  winter  and  Cal¬ 
gary  in  the  summer. 

He  was  throughout  his  life  an  adherent  of  the  Angli¬ 
can  Church,  worshipping  at  St.  Stephen’s  and  Christ 
Church,  Calgary. 

In  1942  our  Brother  and  Mrs.  English  celebrated  the 
50th  anniversary  of  their  wedding. 
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His  manifold  and  insistent  duties  first  on  the  railway 
and  latterly  in  the  customs  precluded  him  from  taking  an 
active  part  in  public  affairs  and  apart  from  a  little  golf  and 
bridge  his  hobby  seems  to  have  been  Freemasonry,  in  which 
he  attained  the  highest  honours. 

He  was  initiated  in  Cascade  Lodge,  No.  42,  Grand 
Register  of  Manitoba,  at  Anthracite,  Alberta,  February 
18th,  1891.  He  was  installed  Master  of  his  mother  lodge 
in  1893;  elected  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  June 
1895;  and  elected  Junior  Grand  Warden  in  June  1896 — a 
truly  meteoric  rise,  doubtless  accounted  for  by  his  sterling 
qualities  not  less  than  by  the  paucity  of  members  of  that 
day.  He  was  Master  of  Acacia  Lodge,  No.  66,  South  Ed¬ 
monton,  Alberta  from  1899-1904,  and  when  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Alberta  was  inaugurated  in  October  1905,  Bro.h 
English  was  elected  the  first  Senior  Grand  Warden.  Master 
of  Calgary  Lodge,  No.  23,  Calgary  in  1906,  1907,  and  1909 
and  elected  M.W.  Grand  Master  in  June  1926. 

He  became  a  Life  Member  of  Acacia  Lodge,  No.  11, 
Edmonton,  and  Calgary  Lodge,  No.  3,  Calgary,  and  a  Noble 
of  the  Mystic  Shrine  in  A1  Azhar  Temple,  Calgary,  in  De¬ 
cember  1907. 

In  Royal  Arch  Masonry  he  was  exalted  in  Alberta 
Chapter,  No.  106,  at  Calgary  in  1894. 

He  served  as  First  Principal  of  North  Star  Chapter, 
Edmonton,  in  1902  and  First  Principal  of  Alberta  Chapter, 
Calgary,  in  1906 
* 

A  Grand  Chapter  being  formed  in  October  1914,  Bro.h 
English  served  as  Grand  Superintendent  (District)  for  the 
year  1914-1915. 

He  received  the  Knight  Templar  Degree  in  Albert 
Edward  Preceptory,  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  in  1895. 

He  was  Recorder  of  A1  Azhar  Temple  from  its  incep¬ 
tion  in  1907  until  1932. 

In  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  Ill. ‘.Bro.h 
English  was  admitted  to  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  14°  in 
Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  in  June  1896.  Received  the  Rose 
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Croix  degree  in  Winnipeg  in  October  1899  and  served  as 
T.P.G.M.  of  Calgary  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  the  year  1920. 

He  served  as  M.W.S.  of  Delta  Chapter  Rose  Croix,  Cal¬ 
gary,  m  1926.  Received  the  Consistory  degrees  in  Alberta 
Consistory,  32°  at  Edmonton,  March  11th,  1920,  and  was 
coroneted  an  Inspector-General  33°  in  Toronto,  Ontario, 
October  24th,  1923. 

Paraphrasing  our  ritual,  Bro.'. English  moved  quietly 
and  modestly  in  the  sphere  of  his  life,  fulfilling  his  duties 
as  a  man,  a  subject  and  a  husband  without  blemish.  He 
was  pious  and  benevolent,  a  sincere  friend  and  a  true 
Mason.

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ILL.’.BRO.’. WILLIAM  MASEY  GORDON,  33° 

William  Masey  Gordon  was  born  at  Bushy  Park, 
Bristol,  England,  on  the  14th  of  March  1868,  the  son  of 
George  Gordon  and  Elizabeth  Masey  Gordon.  He  died  at 
the  Royal  Alexandra  Hotel  in  the  City  of  Winnipeg  on  the 
22nd  of  January  1947,  after  a  long  illness. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Gordon’s  was  a  life  of  service.  He  came  to 
Western  Canada  as  a  boy  of  seventeen.  He  immediately 
entered  the  employ  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  and  he 
remained  with  that  company  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

In  1889  he  transferred  to  the  Express  branch  as  a  clerk 
and  steadily  advanced  from  one  position  to  another  until 
in  1927  he  became  General  Superintendent  of  Canadian 
Pacific  Express  Lines  west  of  the  Great  Lakes.  During 
that  period  he  was  located  in  Nelson  and  Vancouver,  B.C., 
and  finally  from  1927  onwards  in  Winnipeg. 

He  was  superannuated  in  1933. 

Ill. ’.Bro. '.Gordon  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  Burke, 
the  daughter  of  a  pioneer  western  family.  For  many  years 
they  maintained  a  summer  home  at  Birds  Hill,  a  suburb  of 
Winnipeg.  There,  after  his  superannuation,  they  indulged 
in  their  mutual  hobby  of  horticulture.  The  “Gordons”  were 
known  far  and  wide  not  only  for  the  beautiful  flowers  and 
grounds,  but  also  for  the  warm  and  kindly  hospitality  of 
Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.and  Mrs.  Gordon. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Gordon  was  initiated  into  Freemasonry  on 
April  13,  1891,  in  Ancient  Land  Mark  Lodge,  No.  3,  G.R.M. 
He  joined  Prince  Rupert  Chapter,  No.  52,  on  November 
24th,  1891,  and  became  a  member  of  King  Edward  Pre- 
ceptory,  No.  24,  on  January  24th,  1893. 

His  real  Masonic  love,  however,  was  the  Scottish  Rite. 
He  received  the  4th  degree  on  the  12th  of  January,  1894, 
the  18th  degree  on  February  11th,  1898,  and  the  32nd 
degree  on  June  15th,  1908.  He  was  T.P;G.M.  of  the  Winni¬ 
peg  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1926.  He  served  as  secretary  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  from 
1908  to  1925  inclusive.  On  the  25th  of  October  1922,  Ill/. 
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Bro.\ Gordon  was  coroneted  an  Honourary  Inspector-Gen¬ 
eral  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

Office  ennobles  if  it  is  deserved.  Ill. ’.Bro.*. Gordon 
filled  many  high  offices,  both  in  the  business  world  and  in 
the  ranks  of  Freemasonry.  He  deserved  them  all.  He  filled 
every  office  well.  He  was  a  gentleman  in  appearance, 
character  and  demeanour.  Of  unimpeachable  integrity,  he 
was  beloved  of  his  fellow  men  within  and  without  the  Craft. 

His  funeral  service  was  conducted  by  his  friend,  Rev. 
Dr.  George  Woodside  33°,  and  he  was  laid  to  rest  in  Old  St. 
John’s  Cemetery  among  his  fellow  pioneers,  the  men  and 
women  who  laid  the  foundations  of  this  western  province. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Gordon  lived  a  long  useful  exemplary  life; 
a  life  that  was  a  blessing  to  the  community  in  which  he 
dwelt.  His  memory  will  ever  remain  green  in  the  hearts 
of  those  who  are  left  behind.

We  mourn  the  passing  of  another  of  our  stalwarts, 
Ill. ‘.Bro.*. Edward  Thomas  Bishop  who  died  at  Edmonton, 
Alberta,  on  February  24th,  1947. 

Bro. ‘.Bishop  was  born  of  British  parents;  his  father 
hailed  from  Devonshire  and  his  mother  was  of  Scotch-Irish 
descent.  His  father  came  to  Canada  and  established  hard¬ 
ware  businesses  in  Parkhill  and  Exeter  in  Ontario,  and  our 
brother  was  born  at  Stayner  in  Ontario  on  September  5th, 
1876. 

After  attending  public  schools  and  high  schools  in 
Parkhill  and  Exeter  he  entered  University  College,  Toronto, 
graduating  in  1899  with  a  B.A.  degree. 

Selecting  the  law  for  his  profession,  he  trained  at 
Osgoode  Hall  in  Toronto,  being  admitted  to  the  Bar  of  On¬ 
tario  in  1902.  One  year  later  he  moved  to  Edmonton  to  set 
up  law  practice  and  continued  so  until  his  death,  a  period 
of  forty-five  years.  He  was  made  a  K.C.  in  1919. 

Bro. ‘.Bishop  was  initiated  in  Lebanon  Forest  Lodge, 
No.  133,  at  Exeter,  Ontario,  on  January  6th,  1898  and  was 
raised  in  the  same  lodge  on  June  27th,  1898. 

He  was  exalted  in  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  Minniewawa, 
No.  78,  at  Parkhill,  Ontario,  on  September  30th,  1898.  He 
was  Worshipful  Master  of  Jasper  Lodge,  No.  14,  G.R.A., 
and  was  elected  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Alberta  for  the  year  1916-1917. 

In  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry,  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Bishop  re¬ 
ceived  the  4th  and  14th  degrees  in  Edmonton  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  on  November  9th,  1904;  the  18th  degree  on  May 
29th,  1907,  and  the  32nd  degree  on  June  17th,  in  Winnipeg, 
in  1907. 

He  was  T.P.G.M.  of  Edmonton  Lodge  of  Perfection  in 
1909;  M.W.S.  of  Mizpah  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1911, 
and  Commander-in-Chief  of  Alberta  Consistory  in  Edmon¬ 
ton  for  the  years  1924-1926. 

He  married  Miss  Thyrza  Wooster  at  St.  Thomas,  On¬ 
tario,  in  1903,  who  now  survives  him. 
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He  was  an  adherent  of  the  United  Church  of  Canada. 

In  private  life  he  took  a  keen  interest  in  the  youth  of 
the  city  and  served  one  term  on  the  Edmonton  Public  School 
Board  and  one  term  on  the  Senate  of  the  University  of 
Alberta. 

Indifferent  health  militated  against  his  participation 
in  public  or  Masonic  work  in  later  years  but  he  is  remem¬ 
bered  for  his  ability  and  the  thoroughness  with  which  he 
performed  every  task.

ILL. \BRO.  .FRANK  EUGENE  PERNEY,  33 
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ILL. \BRO.*. FRANK  EUGENE  PERNEY,  33° 

Frank  E.  Perney,  B.A.,  B.Paed.,  an  educator  of  out¬ 
standing  ability  and  a  highly  respected  citizen  of  Hamilton, 
died  at  his  residence  32  Flatt  Ave.,  Hamilton,  on  April  29th, 
1947. 

Frank  Eugene  Perney  was  born  in  Norfolk  County  on 
November  2nd,  1870,  of  United  Empire  Loyalist  stock.  He 
attended  public  and  high  school  at  Waterford,  Port  Dover 
and  Hamilton,  graduating  from  the  Central  Collegiate  In¬ 
stitute,  Hamilton.  After  matriculating  he  became  a  rural 
school  teacher  and  was  principal  of  the  Stoney  Creek  public 
school.  Later  he  became  principal  of  the  Norwood  Model 
school  near  Peterborough.  After  a  time  he  gave  up  his 
post  and  attended  Queen’s  University  from  which  he  gradu¬ 
ated  with  the  degrees  of  B.A.  and  B.Paed.  in  1905  and  then 
went  to  Ottawa,  where  he  became  principal  of  a  public 
school  in  that  city. 

In  1917  Bro.’. Perney  accepted  a  position  on  the  staff 
of  the  Hamilton  Normal  School  as  teacher  of  English  and 
geography.  Three  years  later  he  was  appointed  a  public 
school  inspector  by  the  Board  of  Education  and  on  the  re¬ 
tirement  of  the  late  Dr.  W.  H.  Ballard  in  1925,  Bro. ‘.Perney 
was  made  chief  inspector  and  in  1942  he  was  named 
supervisor  of  Education  for  Hamilton,  with  jurisdiction 
over  all  schools. 

Bro.'.  Perney ’s  scholarly  attributes  and  administrative 
ability  made  his  services  widely  sought  in  other  fields  and 
he  was  an  alderman  in  the  Ottawa  City  Council  and  served 
with  distinction  on  the  Ottawa  Library  Board.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Hamilton  Library  Board  and  served  as 
chairman  of  that  body  in  1941. 

A  president  of  the  Ottawa  Teachers’  Association.  A 
president  of  the  Public  School  Inspectors  Department  of 
the  Ontario  Education  Association. 

He  was  a  very  active  member  of  the  Hamilton  Rotary 
Club  and  was  elected  president  in  1938.  A  vice-president 
of  the  Hamilton  Canadian  Club. 

He  was  a  very  devout  Christian  and  a  member  of  the 
United  Church. 
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In  Freemasonry,  Bro.*. Frank  Perney  found  his  chief 
activity,  outside  of  his  profession. 

On  January  1st,  1898  he  was  initiated  in  Norwood,  Ont. 
Lodge,  No.  223,  passed  and  raised  in  Ottawa  in  Builders’ 
Lodge,  No.  177. 

He  received  his  degrees  in  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  (1905)  in  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
Murray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  (1906)  and  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory,  Hamilton  (1920)  and  was  coroneted  a  member 
of  the  Supreme  Council  in  1943. 

He  was  a  Past  Master  of  The  Builders’  Lodge, 
No.  177,  Ottawa  and  a  Past  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  of  Ottawa.  Past  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  of 
Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection.  Past  Most  Wise  Sovereign 
Murray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Ottawa.  A  member  of 
Hamilton  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons.  A  member  of  the 
Royal  Order  of  Scotland. 

In  the  field  of  sport  he  was  a  hockey  player  in  his 
youth,  and  fishing,  bowling  and  golf  were  greatly  enjoyed 
by  him  in  the  summer  months.  He  was  of  a  genial  and 
friendly  disposition  which  earned  for  him  a  wealth  of 
friends. 

He  married  Miss  Margaret  C.  Merritt  and  they  had 
two  children.  Their  only  son  Lieut.  Erland  D.  Perney  of 
the  Royal  Flying  Corps  was  killed  in  action  in  World  War 
No.  1  in  1917.  Their  daughter  Miss  Margaret  E.  Perney 
is  practising  law  'in  Toronto. 

Bro.h Frank  Perney’s  contributions  to  the  betterment 
of  the  community  and  his  interest  in  his  fellows  have  been 
vast.  His  kindly  disposition,  his  culture  and  his  scholar¬ 
ship  won  for  him  the  widest  respect  and  esteem. 

On  Thursday,  1st  May,  1947,  his  funeral  was  conducted 
by  Rev.  Donald  MacLennan  and  Rev.  Wm.  Barclay  at  Ham¬ 
ilton  in  the  presence  of  a  large  gathering  of  sorrowing 
friends.  Interment  was  at  Waterford.

ILL.\BRO.\EWEN  STEWART  MACPHAIL,  33 
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ILL.'.BRO.'.EWEN  STEWART  MAOPHAIL,  33° 

After  an  illness  of  nearly  eight  years,  Ewen  Stewart 
Macphail  passed  away  at  his  residence  72  Delaware  Avenue, 
Ottawa,  on  May  9th,  1947,  having  fought  a  good  fight, 
having  finished  his  course  and  kept  the  faith.  Throughout 
his  long  period  of  physical  incapacity  his  interest  in 
Masonry  and  his  brethren  of  the  Rite  never  wavered.  His 
mind  was  keen  and  his  recollections  of  past  Masonic  activi¬ 
ties  were  clear  to  the  end  of  his  days. 

Born  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  he  was  a  Maritimer 
who  took  great  pride  in  his  native  province  where  he  was 
honoured  as  an  educationist  and  served  for  some  years  as 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Education  for  that  province. 

In  1901  he  came  to  Ottawa,  and,  for  over  thirty-three 
years,  served  on  the  staff  of  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statis¬ 
tics,  where,  for  16  years  he  was  head  of  the  Demography 
branch,  being  superannuated  in  July,  1934,  after  he  had 
taken  a  prominent  part  in  the  administration  of  four 
decennial  censuses  of  the  Dominion  and  three  quinquennial 
censuses  of  the  Prairie  Provinces.  As  head  of  the  census 
and  vital  statistics  of  Canada,  he  made  a  valuable  contribu¬ 
tion  in  this  specialized  field,  was  a  Fellow  of  the  American 
Public  Health  Association,  a  member  of  the  council  of  the 
Vital  Statistics  Section  of  the  Canadian  Public  Health 
Association,  and  a  member  of  the  Section  Council ;  also  a 
member  of  the  American  Statistical  Association,  and  a  Life 
Member  of  the  Dominion  Statistical  Association.  He  con¬ 
tributed  many  articles  to  the  journals  of  these  societies. 

He  was  a  most  ardent  and  devoted  churchman,  the 
session  clerk  of  St.  Paul’s  Eastern  United  Church  for  over 
20  years  until  his  death,  active  in  the  courts  of  his  church, 
particularly  interested  in  the  Sunday  School  and  Young 
People’s  work,  one  whose  able  leadership  in  the  religious 
life  of  the  community  will  long  be  remembered  for  its  in¬ 
fluence  for  righteousness. 

To  Masonry  he  gave  the  zeal  and  zest  of  a  great  mind 
and  spirit,  through  over  50  years  of  constant  interest  and 
effort.  He  was  initiated  in  Mount  Zion  Lodge,  No.  12, 
Kensington,  P.E.I.,  on  May  7th,  1891,  later  affiliating  with 
Victoria  Lodge,  No.  2,  Charlottetown.  On  moving  to 
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Ottawa  he  affiliated  with  Doric  Lodge,  No.  58  in  1904,  be¬ 
coming  W.M.  in  1914.  He  was  also  an  Honourary  Member 
of  Acacia  Lodge,  No.  561,  Westboro.  He  was  elected 
D.D.G.M.  of  the  Ottawa  District  in  1920,  and  for  many 
years  was  the  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Utah. 

Bro.'.Macphail  joined  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection 
in  1907,  Murray  Chapter  Rose  Croix  in  1913  and  Moore 
Consistory  in  1923.  He  was  elected  T.P.G.M.  in  1917 
and  M.W.S.  in  1921,  was  coroneted  an  Honourary  Member 
of  Supreme  Council  33°  in  Montreal  in  1935.  He  became 
a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  in  1935. 

Bro.'.E.  S.  Macphail  was  a  big  man  in  body,  mind, 
and  spirit,  essentially  a  family  man  who  loved  his  home, 
his  community,  his  country,  and  his  fraternity,  a  man  who 
sought  little  for  himself,  but  much  for  the  betterment  of 
those  about  him,  whose  many  gifts  of  strong  character 
and  brilliant  intellect  were  seasoned  with  a  gentleness  of 
kindly  and  helpful  behaviour  that  made  him  beloved  and 
respected  in  his  office,  his  home,  the  congregation,  the 
neighborhood  and  the  Masonic  Order. 

The  funeral  service  was  conducted  by  his  minister, 
Rev.  A.  M.  J.  Gray,  M.A.,  in  St.  Paul’s  Eastern  United 
Church  in  the  presence  of  a  large  congregation  of  sorrow¬ 
ing  friends.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  and  three 
married  daughters,  to  whom  are  extended  deep,  sincere, 
and  heartfelt  sympathy.  Interment  was  made  in  the 
mausoleum,  Beechwood  cemetery.

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ILL.'. BRO. '.WALTER  STEVENS  HERRINGTON,  33° 

Ill. '.Bro.‘. Walter  Stevens  Herrington  was  born  on  July 
14th,  1860,  in  Ameliasburgh  township,  Prince  Edward 
county  and  died,  full  of  years  and  honours,  at  his  home  in 
Napanee  on  July  17th,  a  few  days  after  he  had  celebrated 
his  eighty-seventh  birthday.  His  death  removes  from  the 
earthly  scene  one  who  had  attained  great  distinction  in  his 
chosen  profession  of  the  law,  an  outstanding  figure  in  his 
community  and  one  who  had  long  been  a  commanding  per¬ 
sonality  and  tower  of  strength  in  Freemasonry. 

He  received  his  early  education  in  Belleville  and  Co- 
bourg  Collegiate  Institutes  and  matriculated  into  Victoria 
University  then  at  Cobourg.  On  completing  with  distinc¬ 
tion  the  Arts  course  he  received  the  B.A.  degree  in  1883. 
Following  his  graduation  he  entered  on  the  study  of  law  at 
Osgoode  Hall  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1886.  He  then 
began  the  practice  of  law  in  Napanee  and  as  senior  member 
of  the  firm  of  Herrington,  Warner  and  Grange  continued 
in  active  practice  until  a  very  short  time  before  his 
death.  He  enjoyed  an  extensive  practice  and  his  great 
legal  acumen  and  ability  were  recognized  far  beyond  his 
immediate  vicinity.  He  was  created  a  Queen's  Counsel  in 
1898  and  on  the  succession  to  the  throne  of  King  Edward 
VII  became  a  King's  Counsel. 

Ill. *.Bro.‘. Herrington  had  a  deep  historical  sense  and 
found  time  in  the  midst  of  his  busy  professional  life  to  com¬ 
pile  and  write  the  “History  of  the  County  of  Lennox  and 
Addington,"  a  model  work  of  its  kind,  which  serves  not 
only  as  a  monument  to  his  patient  research  but  also  as  a 
most  valuable  permanent  record  of  the  earlier  days  of  the 
community  in  which  he  dwelt  and  in  whose  affairs  he  was 
so  deeply  interested.  Further  historical  works  which  came 
from  his  pen  were  “Heroines  of  Canadian  History", 
“Martyrs  of  New  France",  “Evolution  of  the  Prairie  Prov¬ 
inces",  “Pioneer  Life  among  the  Loyalists"  and  “War  Work 
of  Lennox  and  Addington".  The  value  of  his  historical  work 
was  given  fitting  recognition  by  his  election  in  1915  to  the 
Fellowship  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada  to  whose  pro¬ 
ceedings  he  subsequently  contributed  numerous  papers.  He 
acted  as  president  of  Section  II  of  the  Society  in  1928. 
Bro. ‘.Herrington  was  appointed  also  as  Historian  of  the 
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Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada  and  in  Napanee  he  was  in¬ 
strumental  in  founding  the  Napanee  Historical  Society. 

Bro. ’.Herrington  was  a  keen  student  of  Shakespeare 
and  possessed  a  valuable  and  extensive  Shakespearean 
library. 

In  religion  Bro. ’.Herrington  was  a  devout  and  active 
member  of  the  Anglican  church. 

He  was  initiated  into  Freemasonry  in  Union  Lodge, 
No.  9,  Napanee,  in  1890,  and  served  as  Worshipful  Master 
of  his  lodge  in  1894-95-98,  1900-01  and  1905.  He  was 
chosen  as  D.D.G.M.  of  Frontenac  District  in  1905  and  later 
served  on  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  as  chairman  of 

the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Dead  and  chairman  of  the 

0 

Committee  on  the  Condition  of  Masonry.  He  was  elected 
Deputy  Grand  Master  in  1929  and  Grand  Master  in  1931 
for  the  period  1931-1933.  During  his  distinguished  tenure 
of  that  office  he  gave  valuable  leadership  and  did  much  to 
advance  the  interests  of  the  Craft.  As  Grand  Master,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  late  M.’.P.’. Bro. ’.John  A.  Rowland,  he 
represented  Grand  Lodge  at  the  dedication  of  the  Masonic 
Memorial  Temple  in  London,  England.  His  wise  judgment 
and  counsel  based  on  a  deep  knowledge  of  Freemasonry  in 
all  its  aspects  were  ever  at  the  disposal  of  those  who  sought 
it  and  who  had  learned  how  sound  and  beneficial  was  his 
advice  on  knotty  masonic  problems.  It  can  be  said  that 
almost  to  the  very  hour  of  his  death  he  continued  to  demon¬ 
strate  his  love  and  concern  for  all  matters  pertaining  to 
Grand  Lodge. 

In  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  Bro. ‘.Herrington  re¬ 
ceived  the  14°  in  Kingston  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1929,  the 
18°  in  Rose  of  Sharon  Chapter  in  1930  and  the  32°  in  Moore 
Consistory  in  1930.  In  1932  he  was  made  an  Honourary 
Member  of  Supreme  Council,  an  honour  which  he  valued 
greatly.  While  distance  and  other  Masonic  duties  prevented 
him  from  taking  a  very  active  part  in  the  work  of  the 
Kingston  Bodies  he  nevertheless  displayed  a  keen  insight 
into  and  appreciation  of  the  ceremonies  and  work  of  the 
Rite. 


111. ‘.Bro. '.Herrington  was  a  man  of  many  parts  and 
talents  and  broad  sympathies,  a  delightful  host  possessed 
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of  a  keen  sense  of  humor  who  enjoyed  the  society  of  a  wide 
circle  of  friends,  a  man  who  had  many  recreations  which 
served  to  round  out  an  ample  life. 

Shortly  after  embarking  on  his  life’s  work  he  married 
the  former  Margaret  Matilda  Tilley.  Three  children  were 
born  of  this  marriage,  Margaret  Eleanor,  now  director  of 
the  Indian  section  of  the  British  Information  Service  in 
New  York  who  was  honoured  for  her  work  by  the  award  of 
the  O.B.E.;  Caroline,  now  Mrs.  Sneath,  of  Napanee  and 
Walter  H.,  a  King’s  Counsel  in  Kingston.  His  wife  died  in 
1927  and  he  married  in  1928  his  second  wife,  the 
former  Cora  Benjamin  who  died  in  1932.  Surviving  also 
is  his  sister  Lenora  with  whom  he  resided  in  Napanee. 
To  the  bereaved  family  Supreme  Council  extends  its  deep 
sympathy. 

Our  brother  was  laid  to  rest  at  Riverside  Cemetery, 
Napanee  on  July  19th,  and  buried  with  masonic  honours. 
At  the  funeral  which  was  attended  by  a  large  concourse  of 
Masons,  Grand  Lodge  was  represented  by  M.W.  Bros.  R.  B. 
Dargavel,  W.  J.  Dunlop  and  J.  A.  McRae,  Past  Grand 
Masters,  and  by  R.W.  Bro.  J.  P.  Maher,  Deputy  Grand 
Master.  Supreme  Council  and  the  M.P.  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  were  represented  by  Ill.*. Bro. ’.J.  A.  McRae
